'Washington, Nov. 9. — The trustees 
and tlie committee of tho Industrial 
Peace Foundation met at the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor today to 
organize and outline pluns. Franklin 
JlcVcagh will rcin-cseiit the emjiloye.s 
on the conirnltteo. 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
Ihe Comnii;i.«iouer of Labor to Invos- 
tlgatc and report upon the workings 
of the various state boards of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation, to report upon 
the Canadian Act and upon the indus- 
trial arbitration and conciliation 
boards In otlicr countries, and to pre- 
sent-- tho result to the founders for 
guidance and information, with tho 
view of bringing tlio arbitration and 
conciliation hoard.s of the several 
states wliich liavc provided for Bucii 
work In connection with the founda- 
tion. 

A committee on by-laws and regu- 
lations was appointed, consisting of 
Marcus M. Marks, Archbishop Ireland, 
Samuel Gompers and Commissioner 
Nclll. It was found that the organi- 
zation act required some amendments, 
so thrt the trustees originally named 
by tho y>residont and tlie committee of 
nine named by tliese trustees coui'J 
act as one body when required. 

Commissioner Nelll made a report 
on tlie worklng.s of tho Erdman Act, 
in connection with tho scope and ob- 
ject of the foundation. 

During the meeting tlie hope v/as 
expressed that tho funds, now con- 
sisting of the Nobel peace prize 
awarded to President Roosevelt and 
devoted by liim to the foundation, 
would be largely increased by con- 
tributions, so that an income would 
utllmately he at the disposal of tlic 
trustors 'Kc> ennblcj liia I'oimdrttlon I.'. 
effeetlvely do the work set forth in the 
Acl of Congress incorporating the 
foundation. Great hope was also ex- 
pressed by various niemliers of tlio 
board of trustees and of tho indus- 
trial i)cace cnminitten that tlio foun- 
d.alion would develop Into the most 
elliclent body in any country in the 
world for. the promotion of industrial 
peace. . .

Under tlio laws of Oregon, this 
is a felony punishable by the maxi- 
mum tine of $1,000 or Imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for two years, or 
by line and imprisonment. 

Tlie arrest was made on complaint 
of C. F. lOhm.-m, who allege.--- tliat on 
October liS, the d.-iy before the pres- 
ent day-to-day holiday period began, 
lie dcriositcd $250. Ehnian alleges that 
tho oniclals of the bank knew on that 
day, and had for some time previously 
kaowii, that tlio bank was insoivent.

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A RAILWAY POLICY 

The construction of tlie Grand Trunlc 

Pacific railway will opon the north 
central part of this province and lead 
to the building of a new city some four 
hundred miles north of the present set- 
tled parts of the province, and to that 
city the trade of a very wide and 
• valUablo area will naturally, to a very 
:;"large degree, be attracted. The Col- 
■jonJst Is not so insular in its Ideas as 
■to object to this. On the contrary, it 
' wlU haJl with, great satisfaction . the 
.'.'development which will' follow the 
construction of this railway and the 
establishment of its Pacific terminus. 
At the samo timci we are not un- 
[nilndful of tlie fact that the part of 

■ the province to bo developed thereby 
Is practically without population, and 
Is separated frniu tlic sottlod portion.s 
by a broad belt of country, which, 
though abounding in lesources. Is only 
very sparsely peopled. These southern 
parts of the province has paid vast 
sums of money into the Dominion, 
treasury, which have never been re- 
paid in public worlv.s or otherwise, 
and they will have to bear a largo 

^j^'ehare of whatever charge the con- 
I'etructlon of the Grand Trunk Paciflo 
■'may be upon the finances of the Do- 

■ minion. "Wo are not .seeltlng to malre 
•• any political point out of these facts, 
ji because such conditions are probably 
'^Inseparable from the opening up of 
a new country. We are only stating 
them for the sake of bringing forward 
one. of the grounds upon which, in 
our humble Judgment, It Is desirable 
that something additional should be 
attempted in the way of railway con- 
struction to what is now immediately 
in sight. The Colonist has always ta- 
ken the position that the people, wiio 
are now living in the province and 
have Invested tlieir -laboir;; and - capital 
In It,' should be'given* an 'opportunity 
to enjoy as good a .share as possible 
of the benefits to be derived from the 
opening of new areas. It has steadily 

' urged thSjti^steijsiougJii;^!^ be taken 
whereby {he exlaVliig. coast cities can 
participate in the ya.st business that 
is certain to bo devcioiiod In the great 
northeastern ])ortion of the • province 
and In that part of Ailjerta of which 
Edmonton is the centre. It has also 
contended for the.adpptIon_of ,aj;ijpllcy 
whereby the great "area "I'yfn^ " between 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
on the soutii and the proposed route 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific , on . the 

, north can be opened for. BOtUement and 
the 'development "of • Its great' mineral 
resources. In pursuance of this policy 
it lias persistently urged both upon 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments, and especially upon tlie for- 
mer, that every reasonable means 
ought to be adopted to . facilitate the 
Immediate' coris'tructlo'n 'of ' a" railway 
across the south central part of tiio 
province with connection with A'lc- 
torla and Vancouver. Wo hold that 
this work should proceed simultane- 
ously with th'o construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific if possible, for It 
would be unwi.so policy from a pro- 
vincial point of view not to provide' 
that the older settled portions of Brit- 
ish Columbia shall be put In such a 

' position as will enable them to share 
upon equal terms with the newer 
commercial centre to be established 
in the nortli in the Rrcat lDu.slnoK:( de- 
velopment certain to taice place in the 
parts of British Columbia and Alberta 
above referred to. 

VTe hope, thoroforo, that thr- Pro- 
vincial govcrnmont will be .-iblo to ,sco 
Its way clear to adopt a policy which 
will secure the early undertaking 
'of such an enterprise as la above out- 
lined, and' We ffeel sali.'=fied that any 
well considered plan wlli ine<'t witli 
the hearty approval of tlie pulillc. It 
would bo unreaKonai)Io to exi)ect any 
railway company to undertake such 
a work without substantial assistance 
of, some kind. By far the greater part 
of the area which the proposed rallw.ay 
would open lip is in a state of nature. 
It contains all the elements of a great 
potential traffic, 'but It would be un- 
reasonable to expect unaided private 
enterprise to build a road between the 
Canadian Pacific and tlic Grand Trunk 

.Faciflc, seeing that both these lines 

•were heavily subsidized. It is not 
wholly the question of building a com- 
peting line. It Is a railway which tlio 
people of the southern part of tlie pro- 
vince have a moral right to liave cnn- 
fitructod. In tills jirnvince Bottleniont 
will not go in advance of tran.sporta- 
tlon and the great country lying be- 
tween the two roads mentioned will 
long IIo dormant unless It is opened 
by a railway. AVe submit tiie.so views 
to the serious consideration of the 
members, of , the Provincial ; govern- 
ment, with the hope that ,th_ey will be 
able to devise some plan which ...will 
bring about the much to bo de'slred 
object above advanced. 

FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

Most of the banks of the United 
States arc doing business on clearing 



house certificates. ' A' clearing house 
certincato is a promise by tlie clearing 
house association to iiay a certain sum 
of money. Ail tlie banks, which are 
members of the clearing house are 
SQCurity for the certificates. Within 
limitations these ccrtiflcatos ore Just 
as good as money. Merchants and 
others accept them, and the banks take 
them as cash. . Seattle has been 
obliged to get upon this basis. It is 
very nearly Impossible .tov, draw coin 
or currency' from thb""banks there,' al- 
though an agreement has been reached 
whereby tile jiay roils of tlio varloi's 
Industrial establishments will be met 
with money; if needed. Said a well 
known Seattle business man: "If you 
so to the bank with a check for $n00 
they will perliaps give you f'lO In coin, 
if you would make out a good case for 
it; hut usually you will have to bo 
content with certincatcs." This is 
illegal wc all know, but we are going 
to stand together until cash becomes 
avaiiaiiie." This Is really an admlr- 
al:Io spirit and is the sort that breeds 
prosperity. 

Referring especially to the case of 
Seattle the hanks of that city have 
513,000,000 loan on call in Chicago and 
New York, but just now it cannot bo 
called. If the money were out where 
it belongs there would bo no financial 
stringency. This Is the trouble with 
all the banks. They want to make 
big profits, so they send their money 
to Now York for AVall street to Kanililo 
with. We may feel very sure tliat this 
lliinpr is not likely to hapiion again to 
as great an extent as formerly. Yes- 
terday's despatches told of what JTow 
Yorlc was doing to relieve the strlii- 
srcncy in other parts of tlie country. 
If New York would pay back what It 
has borrowed from other parts of the 
country there would be no necessity for 
western banks to resort to the use of 
clearing house certificates.

He claimed 
also that if the sale of intoxicants wtiro 
prohibited, ihe young would have 
temptation removed from their path, 
and those jiersons wlio were endeavor- 
ing to escape from drinking habits 
would find their task less dlliiciilt.

It is thus that A. Muir Wilson, soli- 
citor, of siiefileUi, England, and the 
tarlrc reform candidate for AttercUfte 
division, city of Shoffleld, in the last 
election In lOngland, expressed his sur- 
jiriso at the great posslblUtles of this 
country. He arrived In the city on 
Frday on a trip around the world, 
along the "AU-Ked" route, a trip which 
ho boHeves -every member 'In the Irn- 
poriul house should make and without 
which no Idea of th4 vastnesH of tlio 
Empire and the great prpsont and more 
glorious future of Canada, can be ob- 
tained. 

During his trip acro.sH the continent 
Mr. AS'ilson liaa .spent .sometime in till 
the important cities from Montreal 
westward, meeting the loading men, 
and carefully inye.st IsatlnK Into i-on- 
dltlon.s In bu.slncss and industrial lino.

Ing the fornior'.s policy among the 
working classes In the division of At- 
tercliffe a cou.stltuency of ovo^; 1.^,000 
doctors. ■\Vi\ilo lie wa.s not success- 
ful the; vote polled In his favor .showed 
he maintains that a large proportion 
of tbo working class In the largo manu- 
facturing centres of Kngland are on 
Blr. Chamberlain's polU'.v. 

"The Impressions m.ade tipon my 
mind, as a natlvo Englishman, who 
had merely lieard of Canada, but iie\-er 
\-islted this country, are so wonderful 
that I often wonder wliy I laid not como 
to Canada before. I have been forci- 
bly struck by the great Intelligeiice, 
business ability and sober habits" of 
tlio Canadian and the Dominion in 
many of her institutions Is etiual to, if 
not more advanced In Ideas, than the 
old country. Could the same privi- 
leges bo given to Ireland that are en- 
Joyed by the varinus provinces of Can- 
ada and not abused. Home Bule for 
Ireland would be assured. 

The many complaints which are 
hoard about the Scarcity of <iapital with 
which to develop the great resources 
of Canada, arc due, Mr. llulr Wilson 
believes, to tho ignorance of the ICng- 
lish capitalist, not the speculative 
capitalist, but those who h.-ive largo 
amounts lying Idle which could, 
with great prollt. be Invested in tho 
Dominion. 

He has not lie slates, boon long 
ontigh In this couiilry to gain a full 
knowiedf^e of the all-linporloJjt (|Uok- 
tlon of ■Oriental innnigi-al.ion; Ho 
thinks, liowevoi', that tho Imiiorial 
governmoiit by forcing on ( 'anada tlie 
Hindu or other subjects of tlio iTOwn. 
on the ground that thoy ;iro F?rltish 
subjects, would make a gra\-o mistake 
Thi' whole question of immigration 
■wliethor Gritl.sh or nol, should, ho 
maintained, be left in tiie hand.'? of the 
Dominion govermnoiit. 

Mr. Wilson was Hrltlsh consul at 
Belgrade, at tlie time King .Moxander 
and Queen Drago were .•is.-jassiiialod. 
He gives a graphic descriplion of the 
events which followed tlils ro.\al 
tragedy and idalms that tlioso ofHcer 
who ontorod tlie palace on the night of 
tlie killing of the couple had no Inten- 
tion to commit murder, that tliclr ob- 
ject was to kidnap the Itlng, this stop 
being engineered by Hussla.

"Pride goeth before destruction, and 

a haughty spirit before a fall." The 
truth of this saying was w(!ll oxempli- 
llinl yesterday when the high and 
mighty Huron d'llsscl was refused per- 
mission by tho United States Inimi- 
gr.itioii insiiectors to o.iard tho Piiii- 
c.'ss H.'atrlee, by which Aa'ssel he wish- 
ed lo proceed to the I'liited .Sttttos. In 
vain hi' waved his arms and gesticu- 
lated, losing every heated second a lit- 
tle nioru of his scanty store of Eng- 
lish. The hii^poctor was obdurate, and 
the haughty baron, who but the night 
before thought lilmself Insulted be- 
cause a reporter politely asked for an 
Interview, had to return to tho Drlard 
chastened In spirit and humble in 
appearance. 

It was all beciuise of the United 
States Inmiigration law, which is i\ 
fearful and \vonderrul enactment un- 
derstood by a small pi'reonlage of im- 
migration inspectors and by no one 
else. It applies, it .■iiipears, to all per- 
sons seeking to enter Iho lliiitod States 
except Iniiabitanis of tiio I'nited States, 
Canada, .Mexico and Cuba. ISy it in- 
tiMiding visitors must answer all qui;s- 
tlons addressed to tliiMii by tlio in- 
siioctors, and satisfy them, if called 
upon to do so, thai thoy aro desirable 
po'rsons. The l;iw Is primarily intend- 
ed to act as a check upon a !o\v class 
and undesirable immigration, and pas- 
sengers with luggage who travel tirst 
class are not usually subjected to the 
close scrutiny undergono by steerage 
immigrants from the country districts 
of southern .Europe, .but the. law up- 
plles to all. 

Thus It happened that when the 
baron .sought to mount tho gangplank 
ho was, stopped and asUed to explain 
himself.' He. was very indignant at 
the i'dea?Bf "b'e^tlg asked any (pjcstions 
by a 'man who, apparently, was not a 
member of tho nobility, and tried to 
pass on. Finding he could not, he be- 
gan to protest. In his calmest mo- 
inonts tho baron's IJnglisb leaves much | 
to bo desired, but when o.Ncit.'d it 
comes out backwards. The r.sult was 
confusion and much g.'st iculat ion. 
Unfortunately, tho insiiector does not 
understand tho language of the sema- 
phore and tho other passengers who 
wore trying to g.'l alioard wore in 
rapidlv increasing dang.'r of having 
their hats swept off and oy.^glasses 
knocked in by llo^ w.aving of tlio ba- 
ronial arms, so he w.-is lold to go to 
tlie iiiiniigratioii ollicc with his troubles 
and oxid,inations. 

Later on, he showed up at the Im- 
migration olllce with his . credentials 
showing lilm to be traveling on a dip- 
lomatic mission on behalf of the French 
govornnient. These credentials take 
him outside tho operation of the Im- 
migration act, and he was told he 
could go to Seattle without further 
trouble. This he did, going awtiy by 
tho Chippewa yesterday aftornooii.

• That he was engaged In the raid.s 
of Quantrell's guerillas, whether as

Ue told of nu- 
merous llghLs In which ho took part, 
and, pointlnff to a scar on liis shoulder 
when ho removed his shirt, ho said 
that had been kIvcii lUm by a, knife 
when ho' stajjjfercj into a bar at Fort 
Worth. Texas, after liavinK been 
wounded with a revolver by an ene- 
my. Ho .said he had killed one man 
and wounded another when attacked 
cn that occasion.

The stranding of the steamer Tani- 
plpo in Johnston straits not Seymour 
.Narrows as. reported, vyas due to the 

' recent cbanse In the beacon which the 
steamer Quadra moved, while on. her 
way down from Prince Rupert last 
month, from NelU, rock across the 
channel to Haddington island. The 

• ateamer's offlcers had not roeclvod 
notliScatlon of the change. The sal- 
vage steamer Ssilvor, of the B. C. Sal- 
vage company, did not proceed to the 
daniagotl ^'ossel, but the tug Lorne 
went from here and the tug tioa Lion 
from Port Townseiid. The vessel Is 
not .=;everply damaged. She has a 
doiiblo bottom and this protected her. 
The leaks in tlio I'orepeak and tunU 
forward liavc been liaiKlled by the vcs- 
spl's inmips, but .she is well down by 
the head and it ■vvas thought advisable 
to send the tug Lorno to bring her 
south, than allow lior to proceed In a 
di.=ab]cd condition at risk.

In making the pas- 
sage I would steer by the light at Kelp 
rock at the head of the narrows un- 
til I r.'aclu'd the light on Xeil rock 
which 1 pu.sscd to the starboard, go- 
ing between tlic roclt and the reef oft 
iklalcolm island. 

"It was a dark night when we en- 
tered the narrows, and one could 
srarcely see to the boat'.s bow. I pass- 
ed the light at Kelp rock, and when I 
sighted the next light which had been 
nn Xeil rock I turned as u.sual with 
the i-csidt that the siilp struck the reef.

DROWWED IN THE RIGGING 

Boy Lasiiod to Mast Victim of Wreck 
of Schooner Glen on Shore 
of Urii^nak 



The schooner Glen of San Francis- 
co, on 'a voyage north with supplies, 
was wrecked in Ikltak Bay. on bleak 
Unlmak Island, September 30. Burton 
Kelly, aged 19, of San Francisco, was 
drowned while lashed to tho schoon- 
cr.s' rigging. The other soven surviv- 
ors of tlio wreck returned to tho 
Sound this week by tlic steamer Yu- 
catan. 

Tho Glen drove a.-ihore at 7:30 in 
tho evening in a strong southeast 
gale. The eight men took to the 
rigging, and Kelly, v,-ho was a passen- 
ger on board for 'Port Beimett, wa.4 
lashed to make him safe. During the 
blackness of the night and confusion 
of the atbrm, the eight men clung for 
life, and no one knew how or when 
iceily was killed, alth<agh Capt. F. G. 
Bucknam states he believes tho boy 
was drowned by the Immonse seas 
which broke over tlic stranded 
..ichooner. 

Kollv was burled In the sand of 
Uniina'k i.-iland. Tho survivors lived 
there a week with little food until ta- 
ken off by a sloop and carried to 
bTpgr,. They were returned on tho 
Yucatan at the expense of the govern- 
ment. Those who survived the wreck 
are: Capt. F. G. Bucknam, Ntit 
Knowlcs, mate; Edwdn Ncal. cook; M. 
Ke^nc. W, Hagerland and C. Lolas, 
sailors. The' Glen was a two-masted 
schooner owned in San,,Franclsco. She 
was built in Maiishfleld In 1888.

Kervc the pliotouraphlc view on UiIh 
page oould identify tlie bcoiio, did tiiey

Un Vancouver 
Island, e\'en within a few inile.i of tlKi 
city t,i Vietoi-ia, deer are so plentiful 
tliat any hunter who can siiuot and 
who has an.v knowledge of woodcraft 
can bring home ono hundred pounds 
of veiilsou after a short hunt The 
deer are, however, useful to provide 
food for the bear hunter, miner or 
trapper during tho winter season, 
when other kinds of food are scarce. 

It Is customary when going into that 
country to try for a grizzly, to enga.ge 
one or two Inilians to pole up the riv- 
i>rs. 'I'iii'y charge all sorts of prices 
lor this service, for the Indian is ne- 
ver a clo;ap m.-in. ahvays wanting the 
liighest ijrice tlial \.t going. AVIkmi 
tliey tliiiilv tlie\- can giH it tliey cli.-irge 
five dollars a, day eacli and seventy- 
five cents a day for the cuuoe. Be- 
sides this they will ask Ave dollars 
apiece for every tllack or brown bear 
killed and ten dollars for each grizzly. 
It is not usually necessary to ip.y any- 



on to a swamp, and there riglit in 
front of liim were six big grizzlies, 
enough surely for one liuut. 

Six grizzlies to ono man seemed 
hardly a fair contest, but he had come 
out for bear and here they were. It 
would be iioor sportismanshlp to return 
home to camp without so much as a 
sliot. Steadying himself for a few min- 
utes to get his.nerves under control, ho 
took steady aim and the first and 
biggest of the bunch fell with a bullet 
through his brain. The other five 
charged and now was tho time tho 
nerve was needed. One after another 
the big fellows were dropped, an.d the 
laat ono fell when only five yards dis- 
tant from the man. 

lie tlien went to ills fellow workman 
to help get the bears to camp. They 
would not believe his story until they 
saw the half dozen carcasses. Then 
tlu.y voted hliii a good fellow and the 
king of trumps. 

i'lvery year during July and Atigust 
a laige number of the Indian tribes 
go away to Klvers Inlet or one of the 
other fishing grounds to fish and work 
In tho canneries. At some of the ^■il- 
lages thoy leave en masse and no- 
thing Is loft but tiic dogs. These are 
left to look after themselves for tho

'I'll. 're s(;eine(l to be none 
of tlu'se creatures there and only once 
I noticed a starfish. Probably the 
water is too cold for them. There 
were plenty of barnacles below the 
water, Just as there art' to the south. 

The timber of the country is mostly 
cedar, hemlock, spruce, and a few firs, 
but tlie most striking plant to anyone 
who essays to find a new trail through 
the woods is the "devil's eliiii." IBoth 
leaves and branches of this shrub are 
coveri'd with prickles tli;it pierce the 
skin .•ind remain in tli,. rie^li. Tlu-y do 
not feel very painfMl until tlie day af- 
ti-r tlie battle. 'I'lien tlie poison h;is 
dime its work .and Ihe p.-rson who has 
fought with lliem is glad te sit down 
and extract tlie tliortis. It Is not an 
uncomnioii thing when climbing 
tlirongli the woods to IveL-ln lo sliile 
down a hillside ,ir into a creek. There 
Is a liougn Vvithin reach with which 
to save oneself. The first time the 
climber seizes the bough and tlion 
swe;ii-s. On the ii..va, occasion ho 
,'dldes downward histead and takes 
his chancos of breaking his neck. The

.HUNTING BIG GAME 

Local Writer Describes Where 
Bears are Found 

The Pacific CoasL. country between 
the north of VanSotlVer Island and 
Aliiska is .essentially a bear pountry, 
writes Hehrjr ,P. , tulleh In tho "WoBt- 
ern Field for November. ' Everywhere 
.Ihe hills and valleys are wooded, ox- 
Jbept hero and there, where tho rncks 
-■are so bare that not oven a cedar or 
hemlock can take root. Sometimes, 
especially of late years, the careless- 
ness of a white cami)or has started a 
fire which has burned both the trees 
tad the thin layer of soli which filled 
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thing like that much, though. Some 
Indians will do the same work for 
half the price rather than mUs the 
job, and even then they are well paid. 

The better way, perhaps, is to en- 
gage a white trapper if one can be 
secured. The white man is more so- 
ciable, understands the habits of tho 
game Just as well, often better, but he 
cannot use a pole like an Indian when 
going up river against a swift current. 

A abort time ago, in a ncvspaiier ar- 
ticle I advised hunting bear 111 the 
autumn; I was soon tuM by iii.iiiy 
who pi-ofessed to know tliat the siuiiig 
was tlie best sea.^oii for llie s|iorl, as 
the pelts are bettor tlii-n and the be^ars 
ai-e easUu- to kill. Tile |).dts are cer- 
tainly in.;.re woidly ami llie iKlir loiig- 
i-t in llie spring, .-iiid at that lime of 
year the liear ar.' oill on the slides 
iust below the snow '"line; but in the 
liutumii a limit tho end of October the 
liiile..i are jiretty good, and the beara 
ni:: v then In- .shot from a canoe as they 
.ire feeding on the salmon that have 
gone up the stream to spawn and died 
there. That la the only way In which 
an Indian will tackle a grizzly. IIo Is 
afraid to go very near him on land. 

Grizzlies are very plentiful every- 
where, but tlietr pelts are not anything 
like as good as those of the Interior. 
They arc very large and have fine 
heads, but the rugs are not thick. 
There are also a !'ew of the Inland 
white liear.^ (Crsus l;ermodel) but 
curiinisly enough tliey are usunlly 
found on the sni.-iU islands along tlio 
coast. A short time ago ono was 
found on Cribble Island and the skin 
Is now in the poss.'sslon of Mr. Fran- 
cis Kermode, curator of the Victoria 
mu.-eum. The bear is ratiier smaller 
than tho black bear and of a qreamy 
white color. There arc already four 
specimens mounted in the Victoria 
museum. 

An illusiratlon of the kind of story 
one hears in tra\-(dllng .-iloiig the coast 
is that of fi ^■oung Englishman who 
liad been some time In the country 
and was a pietty good shot, but -who 
so far had fulled to kill one of the 
big grizzlies. He wanted to take a 
pelt homo with>blm to.show the people 
hiick there tho kind of game that Is 
found in the country. He wa.^ work- 
ing, or supposed to be working. In a 
lumber catnp. 'None of his fellows 
would leave their work to go wilh him 
on tlie niornlng In question, so he 
shouldered his "thirty-thirty" and 
Climbed the mountain back of the 



camp. When near the top he came out I As one passes over the beaches 



two months. Thoy now and then catch 
a amal! animal or bird, enough to kee|) 
them alive,- but they become very thin 
and emaciated. At ono village that I 
visited last July, at the mouth of the 
Kemano River, ten dogs came out to 
meet nie. They were thin and hiiugry 
and gave ever.v oxpression of deliglil 
.■it tile appr.iaeh et ilie Ijoal. l':\-idently 
they hail been oii( pr.rciipiiie liiinllng, 
f.ir one. a h.-i 1 1'- hre.ed liiill.in,^-. liad his 
nose .stuck full fd ipnlls. 'I'lie pour 
ere.-ilure would not let lis imil them 
onl so the only alternative was to 
put !iim out of his miser.v. He must 
Ii.n-e .li.-.l anyway befor." (he riMiirn 
of the Indians. so my eeimpanlon 
lir.'ilned liloi \ritli a blow of the axe. 
Onlv one of the other dogs had qiillls 
in his nose and that one had bul two. 
'I'lie brave English dog had killed the 
game .and taken the punishment while 
the others shared tho feast. 

The only game birds that I saw up 
there were a few grrouse, several var- 
ieties of ducks, and a few geese. 
Guillemots and grebes are very com- 
mon In the water, especially the for- 
mer. Overhead the bald eagle Is very 
much in Bvidence. Sometimes he Is 
seen perching In a lofty spruce or 
hemlock near the waters edge accom- 
ii.inled.by his mate or he is soaring In 
search of food. The nests are usually 
In tho tops of tall and inaccessible 
trees close to the -water. Sometimes 
\v:o nests were seen close together 
but ono may have been an old one. 
There did not seem to be any ospreys 
up there so the eagles are compelled 
to catch their own food. 

'I'iic commonest of all the small 
birds was the little northern wren 
which seemed to bo everywhere. No 
matter if it was morning, noon or 
nl.ght, we h.ad never been ashore more 
than five minutes before we were 
.-.,1 liy Hiis cheery little songster 
wlio with both li,.ad and tall erect 
jiourcd forth with all his might the 
song of welcome. This wren seems 
to never tire of singing. Wliether lie 
sings all the time 1 cannot say, but 
he always sings when anyone Is 
around. The other birds In evidence 
were the water oiisids, .\laska. yel- 
low warblers, humming birds, a few 
crows, and the overpresent r.avcns 
lu-o.iKeil around the camp morning and 
i:\iuilngs. Once, too, I saw a -largo 
pine grosbeak

bility of their retreat. 

The person who would really enjox 
this country must leave the route 01 
the steamers, and with a launch or 
sloop, and a guide who knows the 
country, take his time meandering 
among tho Inlets and rivers. Every- 
where ho will find something new and 
delightful. Tho mineral springs whk li 
abound (having an average temper.i- 
ture of 120 degrees), the scenery, the 
natives, the animal and bird life, all 
are delightful and novel to the city 
dweller ,'of the south. 

In tho fall of '00, in company with 
Blllle Good, a well known hunter and 
trapper of 'Whatcom, "Washington, I 
went up the Fraser river to hunt and 
trap for a living, writes Capt. Cralne. 
in Bod and Gun, In Canada. 

Good was an experienced, hunter, but 
I was only a boy at the time— eighteen 
years old, nnd I did not pretend to be 
a lumter. 

We got off the ('an;idlaii I'aidfle Rail- 
way fit I>ytton, a station at the 
nioiilh of •the 'I'homioiou Hiver; after 
liu\'iiig two pai-k iionles, we f.dlowed 
up the I.'rasi-r as f.ir as fdllonei. a sii)^- 
lily iiost about sixty inil.'s fre>m tlv 
railroad, which v.-as made 1111 of a few 
whlti>s with tndli'iis and t'liiue.se. 

Deciding lo loca.te on Cayiise I'n-e),- 
for the winter \v(- removed uii abon! 
twenty miles and built a sm.all log 
cabin. Gooit commenced tit once put- 
ting out traps for beaver and marten. 



twig and looked up to see tho head and 
shoulders of a big beai- coming out 
from fiehind a pile of driftwood at my 
right and but a few feei from me. He 
had been down the cri'ck after salmon 
and the wind blowing towards me left 
iiim niiawai-e of my presence, but you 
can bet I was well aware of him. and 
expected each moment ho was going 
to look my way. My first thought was 
for a tree, but I saw none. Tho nt^xt 
was of the stories the boys liad bei n 
telling and of my poor gun. As th.. (dd 
fellow came out, he looked 10 me as

As he crossed the bar and starte-d 
behind some stunted buslios, I got up 
a little nerve and fired. I must have 
hit bim In the fleshy part of his hip 
fer I remember seeing him give a jump, 
llii'ii sit down and commence to dig 
his hip with his fore paw. Instead of 
ri.doadliig and firing .•tgaiii 1 started 
for the creek, which was back of me 
and the bear got u|i and looked after me. 
I luive filled to decide as yet whc'lher 
li,. \.,;is cli:i:d:i;- iiie because li(^ wa.s 
aiigr\- or iiierel,\' tiirough <-urlo.nty to 
see «-hal I was. .\iiyway 1 plunged In, 
and how I .-vi'r ,got ai-mss I n<"v.'r knew 
for llie water was over m\- head and 1 
could not swim, but 1 soon cllnilied out 
on the o|iposiic' shlo minus my rifle. 
This Hitiiaiioii jdaced mo under a cliff 
and I could not get up or down without 
going liack Into the creek. The bear 
dM not seem anxious to get his feel 
wet, tor he put but one foot Into the 
w.ater alternately, each time backing 
awav, and each time I sot up an awful 
hollering. It was not because I ex- 
pected anyone to hear me, but Just to 
relievo my inner feelings. As good 
luck would have It, Good was part way 
up the mountain. Ho had boon follow- 
ing a trail and came down. A.s ho ap- 
peared in sight the bear started to 
leave, but a shot from Good's rlClo hit 
the animal through the shoulder, and 
the next shot )n the neck disabled him 
entirely.,. ' O ' 

The weight of the bear was esti- 
mated at abbut'700 pounds, and we af- 
tr rwards sold tho skin to Dan RlcJlil- 
lan, of Ashcroft. for 'jgr^s,-, 

.\lthough Good had the laugh on me 
at my ridiculous position with the bear 



and butt into the calf of his leg. Down 
went both man and dog rolling over 
together and it was hard to tell which 
\vas tho worst scared. The bear uijon 
seeing mo bolted.. It was but a couple 
of minutes' work to get our rifles. Al- 
though It was already getting dark In 
the bush I fired somewhat at random 
at the old ono and Blllie got the cub. 

'We then gave it up until morning 
when I tracked tho old ono about .'100 
.\ards and found her dead, but there 
was another cub with her. He at once 
look a, tree and my foniiness for pets 
(ii'cldeil mo to catch him alive. Hillie 
tried to talk iiie out id' il. but up the 
Iree 1 went, \\-heii I got wiiiiin alioiit 
ei(;Iit feel, of liiiu, he storied baciving 
down and siiittiiig. As he cam.' uitliiii 
my reach 1 made a grali, got him in- 
the shoulder and tliough he 
larger than a fox ten-ier the 
went f^r me was someliiing suriirlsini,'. 
I liM go liolli the cub and my hold on 
the ir. e simultaneously ami fi II se\ eral 
feel ac■ros^; a limb, which ■ i\-erpowcred 
n:e for a inoiiienl. 'I'lie cub continued 
cm clown and liillie met him at tho bot- 
tcmi with a stick and stumnMl him while 
we got .a traji and fasti'iied him with 
a chain. 

As we had no condensed milk nil we 
could feed him was rollc>cl oats gruel 
and he. did nothing but cry for fonr 
days. 'I'lie fourth day we were all away 
frimi the cam]) and when wo returned 
I on ml the cub had gone With the trap 
and that was the last we ever saw of 
either cub or trap.

Tho lovclle.sit 
rural scenes in "Western "Washington 
are found in Chimicum valley, near 
Port 't'ownsend, or the Dungene.~s dis- 
trict, lying near the straits. Immense 
crops are raised of all the roots, hay, 
and, when attempted', fruits of all 
kinds. This Is the land of gopd, rich 
butter, mealy potatoes and rosy child- 
ren, of whom there has never been a 
short crop, and Undo Sam- maj' be 
dead sure he has some of the sturdiest 
citizens here, growing up with out- 
stretched hands for a ballot, the re- 
public can show. ' These emb.-yo 
statesmen, engineers, farmers and 
school marms aro mot with in squads 
on every county road, bare-footed and 
bars-legged, with books under arm, 
swinging along as blytho and free aa 
air, ever ready with a hello to the 
stranger, and making to that great- 
est institution in ail the land, the 
country school house. 

The population ' of Discovery was 
largely made up of Knglishmen, men- 
o'vvarsmen, -who, running away, first 
got employed at this mill. Sailor-like, 
they were careless and care free; many 
heavy drinkers, but, as a body, a fine 
set of men, some becoming expert at 
milling, some are farmers and mar-

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Did you over woiuUt '.vhcn a pas- 
senpor on a throiigli train, becaii.so 
you were suddenly "inillcd up" at some

Perhaps you thought him surly and 
rudo bceauso he did not give you ful- 
ler Information. As a matter of fact, 
lio has told you all he lfnow.<i about the 
stop. The only thing ho could do more 
■would bo to point out tho signal polo, 
wtth iis arm "across the track," and 
Fuy, "Tou sec that- it is against us and 
wo must .-jtsiy hero until It drops." 

Preaontly tho somaplioro will cliange 
to pat'ely position, your oiiglncor will 
call in th'e flagman, and you are off 
again on your mad flight, measuring 
mttcs by nilntites, as though nothing 
had happened. 

The psofclem of Iceoping trains pro- 
perly "spaced" for safety, when run- 
ning in close succeaslon at high speed, 
has engrossed the attention of railroad 
offlcfals for many years, and its out- 
. come has been the creation of at least 
■'three' more or less complicated systems 
°destlhod''to Increase the safety of rail- 
road travel. These differ radically in 
detail, but each displays considerable 
Ingenuity in securing immunity from 
flccident. 

It may be comforting to a traveler to 
know that these bloclc signal system.s, 
two nt which arc widely used, hii\-c 
been brought to .such perfection of do- 
tnll that a stranger may go blindfolded 
Into any signal tower and pull at ran- 
dom any lever with no possibility of 
accident on.suing. other than a delay to 
the traffic. 

Provided he is riding on a douhlo- 
traclc lino .so protected. liLs tiiji may bo 
made more enjoyable by a knowledge 
of the fact that some of the cleverest 
railroad men in the country have failed 
after hours of study to devise a condi- 
tion under which It Is possible for 
trains to follow too close under either 
the "controlled manual," the "automa- 
tic," or the "staff" block. 
. When it Is considered that these 
have practically eliminated theXfactor 
of human liability to err It might rea- 
sonably be concluded that double-track 
railroading Is safe, at least so far as 
collisions are concerned. 

The block system properly under- 
stood. Is used only on double tracks, 
and Is intended to regulate^'tho distance 
at whioii one train can follow another. 
It Hlinuld bo borne in mind by the seek- 
er after Information on tills subject, 
that The controlled manual and the au- 
tomatic blocks ajiply only to doubl<>- 
track roads, and take care of the traffic 
only when it is moving in one direc- 
tion on the same track. 

The other track, to all Intents and 
purposes might as well l)c another rail- 
road. The Staff system, on tho con- 
trary, iiandles trains moving In ))oth 
directions on the same track, 

,Many roads are iirobalily credited 
with block systems when in rcalltv thev 
liave nothing of the kind. While it ia 
true that an ado(|Uate telegraph and 
■time-card arrangement may be in 
vogue, successfully operated under all 
reasonable conditions froiii a central 
office, the fact remains that a block 
system does not exist unless some me- 
chanical agency is employed which will 
act as an effectual check on possible 
mistakes. 

"Bloekii^g" by Telegraph 

Under tho old telegraph system, 
which has not yet been entirely super- 
seded by automatic features, mistakes, 
of course, were possible, although to 
lli(> credit of the operators it must be 
said that they bore a very small pro- 
portion of the opportunities for error. 
The simplest form of telegraph block 
consists of the (luerv to tlie operator 
ahead by the une nandling thi^ train if 
It is all right to let it enter into his 
block. 



If the answer was affirmative the 
nccessar.N' pi.Tmlssiou would be given 
if in tlie neg.'itive, it was the duty of 
tli(! operator asking the question to put 
out a danger signal of some descrlptlbn 
and hold the train. " , " 

This, worked, fairly well and vyas . the 
only system in use. for many, years,; , It 
'was roa.sonably safe.^because' at that 
tlino trains were not so frequent. As 
: it was dependent entirely upon human 
' inanipulatlon, with eternal vigilance us 
its keynote, it naturally dt^veloped in 
' the men pronounced traits of watchful- 
ness and devotion to duty. 

.Many of the oper.itors who served 
, their time in those lonely signal tow- 
ers i;'an now be found among the crack 
chief despatchers of lh« country. U 
was a point of honor that to err was 
criminal, and every mlstiiko, however 
. Inslgnlllcant, was marked against the 
I record of the offender. These men han- 
. died millions of lives every year. 
I Tho railroads coittinued to grow, 
however, and the strain on tho men 
became too grctit. For instance, wiiere 
the Hallimore anct Ohio formerly ran 
half a dozen trains between Baltimore 
and Washington, the numlier gradu- 
ally lncix\'iscd to twenty-four, and on 
the Philadelphia and Reading, wher<^ 
an express every two hours took care 
. of its New York business, this. service 
■ developed Into a "train ovory hour and 
' on the hour." irrespective of the many 
I locals and minor expresses. 
I Tho hours of tho operators were 
! shortonod to eight hour shifts. This 
I did not suffice, and then came the con- 
sideration of autom;itic features to re- 
lieve them, resulting in the present 
I'la borate systems. 
I .Ml this did not come in ii day. Only 
1 during the past twenty ,\'e;irs has .-i 
! mere machine been gradualh- sup- 
l)l:inting human direction. In foi-incr 
days an operator could let a train fol- 
low on Uie heels of another In defiance 
of rule, but'novv he Is powerless to in- 
' cur this risk. The unfeeling mechan- 
ism Imows no exception to the rule. 

I'ndcr the controlled manual block 
signal system, so called, which em- 
bodies the greatest advance in railroad 
signalling for the protection of trains, 
a dangerous mistake on the part of 
the operator is impossible. Any error 
that occurs must be on tho side of 
safety. 

Mind Beaten by Machinery 

Although the cost of installation Is 
enormous and tho maintenance cuts no 
small figure in the yearly exjienso ac- 
count, it has become largely recogniz- 
ed as the most reliable system and is 
encoimtered on the Pennsylvania. New 
York Central, New 'Vork, New Haven 
and Hartford, and many other Impor- 
tant lines. 

.Many :i curious passenger on rail- 
roads has sought to gain an insight 
into the measures taken to iirotect his 
train. l)ut has been Cfinfronted by such 
a max-e of semaphores, wiring, and 
banks of levers that unless in posses- 
sion of a persistently incpiir'ag mind 
he has abandoned the entire matter in 
despair. As a matter of fad, however, 
the operation of any one of the three 
systems, stripped of technicalities, ' is 
comparatively simple. 

Briefly summarized, the 'controlled, 
manual block signal system means 
that a train rimnlng, say, from A. to 
D. cannot pass B until tho towerman 
at I' has released ii's proceed signal. 
i''urtherniore tills release is impossible 
until any train which may bo In the 
block between B and C has passed C. ' 

The reason for this Is that the track 
is electrified, and while tile train Is 
between 15 and (," the current is "short 
circuited" by the wheels, and B's sig- 
nal is immovably locked at danger by I 
a bolt wlik'li can only be drawn by <"s | 
towerman .after the train has passed | 
him and the curri-nt in tlu' rails litis , 
been rf^'stublisiied. ;

Details of System Simple 
.Vbout fifteen hundred fc.-t preced- 
ing this sigirtil is the "distant." which 
is merely a seniaplioro to give a jire- 
liminary warning of the position of the 
liomc. On a crooked road^the distant 
signtil naturally becomes a necessity, 
as the cngi^ieor might be provented 
from seeing the other until almost up- 
on It. 

Shoulil he find the distant "(■leaf" he 
knows Ihiit the home is ch-ar also, be- 
cause the iiiterlooUing meciiaiiism In 
the tower precludes the possibility ofj 
till' towerman dropping the distant 
until tile home signal Is In tho safet,\ l 
position. 

lieyonil the liome is still unotlior 
si'iiiaphore, i-alli>d the "starter," indi- 
cating tlu! entrance into the next 
block; and this Is the only one which 
is bolt-locked by the tower next along 
tb.e line. 

Tlie normal position of these three 
signals is at danger, and the h.andllng 
of a train under tlds safe system is 
simple.

If any of those 
things had happened, tho current pas- 
sing through the rails would litive been 
Interrupted and the bolt could not have 
been released in the starter at the en- 
trance to Ibe block. It is n-all.N- aston- 
ishing wlial a mimbi-i- n( causes will 
malce the stiirti^r inoperative. 

■■I'here is a reccjnled instance wlieiea 
fire hool; fell from tlie tender of an 
engine on tlie opposite iraclv, ami 
landed across the rails. In ilseif it 
was not a dangerous obstruc^tlon. A 
train striking It wotiia haVo doubled It 
up and thrown it five hundred ' foot 
.away, but this almost perfect system 
tool< care that such a thing would not 
happen just the same. 

The position of the fireliook short- 
circuited the current and put the 
starter behind It out of business.

If fair towerman in receipt of tills 
signal still cannot throw his signals, it 
.implies that some obstruction other 
than a truln has Interrupted the cir- 
cuit, or it may be taken to mean that 
the tower mechanism itself is out of 
order. 

This bi'ing tlie case, and as the sig- 
luil "3 — 1" also luci'iis thai no train 
is in tlie block, the towiM-iiiau is au- 
thorized to allow a Irtua to pr.iceed, 
after bringing It to a slop at ills liom<- 
signal and bauding the (>ngine(.'r a card 
gh'ing bini permission to pass the 
sliu-ter while tlie latter is at danger, 
and instructing him to run with ex- 
treme caution, expecting to encounter 
un obstruction. 

By the use of this system It Is pos- 
sible to run limited trains at intervals 
of less than five minutes with the same 
speed and confidence as though the 
entire road bel.inged to eacii one. It 
does ■,i\v:\y with the unceasing iih.'s- 
sages whicli formeriv- |)assed betv.'een 
lowers under the old telegraiih block 
in announcing the .adveiit of trains 
and trying to i.;t.ar lb.' way for them;

free from obstruetiim wln'ii the train 
is finally admitted to llie block. 

U'liiMi the train is niK-o in. no switch 
can 1«' opi-ned leadiu.g to llie main line 
in tliat block. be<-.-ius>- when liie starter 
is dropped all swilcb.-s nml turn-outs 
are bolt-lpckod theiiiselv<\s, ;ind will 
remain so until tho train la out.

As there is no direciin,-; Ininian^in- 
telligence in the signalling of trainr.

fic should f)ne of these signals rcmiiin- 
nlistinat(>l>- at danger through so-ne de- 
fect in the apparatus. .\ci.-ordingl,v, it 
is till' rule that an i-nginee.- finding the 
semaphore against niui will c )iTe.^ lo a 
full stii|), wait one iiuiiiii.i. and Iht^ii 
lu-oeeod with extreme -caution, expect- 
ing \ii find tho track occupu-d or ob- 
sinu'ted. 

This, of course, pla '-M ( - nsi 1 r.ibie 
responsibility upon tho ei -,ineei-, but 
he has been given, In the danger oo.'-i- 
tion of tho signal, a jr-and .•uid safficient 
warning, and it is naxnrallA' t.. be cy- 
pected Ihtit be will ni.ike the ■ lovo- 
m.'iil with the great-'st care. 1' may 
lie that on reaching the next signal 
be will find it i lear, affording coiiciu- 
si\e iiioof in tlii.'i casi- that the signal

When that is the case lii> is r.'f|'iire<l 
to wire a report to sigriial enginei-r 
In no Instance, howt;>'.>r, can the need 
of repairs or any derangement in the 
incehanisin make signals of tills ohar- 
.-icter take any otlier than the danger 
1 osition. ' 

'I'lie controlled niiinual and the auto- 
matic are the two generally recognized 
s.N stcms In use, amt, as illustrated, both 
are eri'icieiil. Tin- priiiciptU differi-nce 
is that the former does not permit tlu^ 
entire eliinintitioii of man's direction. 
In ll the machine iual<es the moves 
Ijosslble and tin- man directs tliem, 
while in the automatic system the en- 
tire operation is p.orfonn<-d by the ma- 
chine Itself. On the whole there Is lit- 
tlo choice between them in providing 
for tlie end ih'sired — safety, 

\'arioiis adititiiiris iiiive been iiroiins- 
ed for each to still further enhance 
their value, and many patents have, 
been gninted, the number, by the way. 
increasing every year. "For instance, 
one recent feature, applicable to either 
sj-stom, which has been adopted to 
some extent, makes It Impossible for 
Ibe engineer to run tjy the signal when 
it is set :il danger. This is liroiight 
aliiiut b> tile use of a contact bar on 
til.- signal pole, moving with the seniii- 
pliore, about on a line with tlie cab of 
the engine. 

Sliould ,-1 train attempt to pass ii stoji 
signal till- cont.-ict bar strikes a lever 
which apidies tlie brakes. Tli(> Boston 
elevated road, v.hich aifords posslbl.v 
the liesi illuslralion of the automatic 
bloclc In the world, uses this feature. 

Wliuii the sigmil i.-: set against one 
of its trains it triggi'r rises from the 
track in such a iiosition that if tlie 
train proceeds tho trigger will strike 
the anglecock handle on the air-brake 
train line and by "kicking" the cock 
open allow the air to escape, causing 
an emergency application of the brakes 
throughout the train. At the same

As the lioston eb vatid nperales the 
alj.solute lilock, allowing but one train 
in a section at a time irrespective of j 



ccmdltlons, the "trlj)" .acts as an addi- 
tional and binding safeguard, but for 
several reasons. It is not considered ;i 
desirable adjunct to tlie block system 
on steam railroads. 

Another device, wiiich has won con- 
sldorahlo fiivor abroad, is .the use , of a 
detonating cap or torpedo"' in 'Connec- 
tion with the semaphoro. 'When the 
latter assiunes the danger position a 
suitable 'mechanism at the foot of the 
pole slides a torpedo on the rail as a 
warning to the engineer in case of 
fog or bad weather. Dropping the slg- 
n;il lo safety draws tho torpedo'back 
into its box. 

One feature generally lost sight of Is 
tliat no mat tor iiow jM-rfect .a block 
svstem may be, it does not relievo the 
fiagman of the necessity of protecting 
tlu; rear end of his train In the usual 
manner, should it Ijy any chance come 
to a stop in tho block between two 
towers. Although -It Is Impossible for 
a train to enter the same block under 
the controlled manual system, tho flag- 
man must, nevertheless, go back the 
reiiiiired distance and take the same 
)irec;uitloiis as thougii no system, ex- 
isted at all. 

This is necessary in \-iew of the iis- 
sumplion that the engiiie(.-r of the train 
following might inistitke or run by tlie 
signals while at danger, an unlilcely 
condition, however, as he lias three to 
piiss at each tower, — distant, home and 
starter, one of which he would cer- 
tainly see. 

Under tho automatic block tho en- 
gineer has the right to pass the danger 
signal after coming to a full stoji, Init 
it is onderstood that this is to ln' vir- 
tually at a snail's pace, and with his 
train under sucii control that lie could 
stoj) In a car's length if necessary, and 
few instances are on record where he 
has failed to observe the speed regula- 
tion. 

All enormous amount of money is 
expendi'd ;innnally in tlie maintenance 
of tlicse block systems. Both imply 
that e.very foot of the track Is electri- 
fied and the entire arrangement kept 
in the highest state of erOclency. Oth- 
erwise the systems would not work at 
all and trains would be tiod.up-.all over 
the line and running on card orders. 

The use of block signal systems has 
resulted in the creation of a now of- 
fice, that of signal 'engineer, with a 
formidable array of repairmen on his 
staff. There may be two thousand 
signtils between Boston .-md New Vork, 
including lilock tiiid junction points, 
each of which must have Its lamj) bur- 
ning one full hour before sunset, and 
each semaphore blade must lie renio\'ed 
and a new one substituted as soon as 
the bright jjaint shows the slightest 
dicoloratioii. The electric current for 
tho block circuit is furnished by bat- 
teries whicji require" renewal, and the 
delicacy of the tower 'mechanism atid 
the interlocking apparatus generali.v 
renders them very liable to derange- 
ment. On many crooked roads it be- 
comes nocessiiry to cut down trees and 
to make other changes In the land- 
scaiie whicli will allow the day signals 
to b(> clearly observed b.\- the engineer, 
.'ind sometimes to "back uj)" tiie sema- 
phore, when mounii-d in a cut with 
trees behind it witli a white Ijoard; alb' 
of tliese hotirds must be l<ei)t freshly 
painted. 

The sliglitest report turned in b.\- 
any person of the failure of a signal 
to work jirojierly must be' given atten- 
tion, iind action must be taken linnie- 
diately to correct tho trouble. The sig- 
nal svstem will admit of no trifling 
with. 

.\igiu signals used .in the block arc, 
of course, lights — red corresponding 
to the position of the .semaphore when 
at dan.ger and white or green repre- 
sctiting tile safely position. Red will 
always be used as the stop signal, be- 
cause it iias b(-en deiiionst rated that 
this color is visible at a much greater 
distance tlian aii.\' of the otliers; but 
lately an important change has boon 
made by some roads in the proceed 



signal by tho substitution of green for 
white. 

The reason for this is lia.sed on 
sound common sense, yupiiose that tlit! 
block wore at danger, showing tlie red 
llglit. uiid by accident, or malice the 
red lens in the lamp had be^ broken. 
The slgn.il would then'; appear white- 
and the train would enter the block 
expecting a clear track. For this rea- 
son tho semaphoro when dropped lo 
safety removes its rod glass from in 
front of tho white lamp, allowing the 
green glass to replace the red. 

Now if the green or the red lens is 
broken the signal of course shows 
white, but as this code does _not'reicog- 
nizo wlilte as a signal this cOlor' ef- 
fectually stops the train. 

Staff for Single Track 

Those two systems apply, of course, 
to double tracks, but there is another, 
erpially ingenious, whicli makes It poi«- 
slble to block a single-track road. This 
Is by tho use of file "staff," and Is un 
el'fociive guarantee agiiinst any form 
of accident involving two trains, al- 
tliougli It does not safeguard in the 
event of damage to tho track. It re- 
<iuires no- electric circuit, no wiras, and 
no operators or towermen. 

The staff is simply a small round 
wooden stick, kbout twelve Inches 
long. It represents a certain section 
of road, say about five miles. Posses- 
sion of the staff alows the euglnocr to 
use that block, and he can In- opposed 
by or overtake no otlicr train, lieeaur.a 
train inovenient on tliat block is im- 
possible. 

A train will recei\-e the staff at A, 
giving it the right lo run to 13, whore 
it will be delivered and another staff 
secured with further right to G, and 
BO on. If, on arrival at B, the staff is 
not there for the next block, the train 
will have to wait until It Is received. 

While absolutely safe, the operation 
of trains under this system is slow, 
and Its use has made little headway In 
tills country sinci; the ideti was im- 
ported from England, several years 
ago. 

It is (lifficulL to ap])iy the system to 
long stretches of single tra.ck, and its 
use is. therefore, restricted to "gant- 
lets:" that is, pitices on a double-track 
road where physical obstacles necessi- 
tate single iron for a few iiiilcs. Then 
if tlie travel is equal, or nearly so, it 
both directions, it leaves little to bo 
desired. 

Whether or not the block system has 
been adopted by railroads, there Is no 
inclliiiition to depart from the central 
control. Those familiar with the op- 
eration of trains as here pictured may 
wonder where tho train despatcher fit* 
into a system where trains space 

tbf'mselves, 

Tiie answer is simple. It is a neces- 
s.-iry as cvt?r tiitit the movements of 
the trains be reported to the despatch- 
er. The block system does not des- 
patc-h ^trains: it merely protects them. 

Whether tho system employed be 
any of the three, tho train movement 
must bei pictured Iri the train-sheet.' 
Under the controlled manual every . 
train is reported by the towermen on' 
its entranc(> to eacli block. When moy-' 
Ing under the automatic s.vstom towerfj 
are less freiiuent, but, as the ojieratloni 
of ri)ilroads will always iiecossltatti 
Irjiin orders, the towers are replaced 
by telegraph offices, \hi: ojienitors 
therein reporting the ptissago of tho 
trains. 

They koy-noto of the bloclt system la 
briefly, the insuring, of a check on the 
man. it is, after many'years, a singu- 
lar concession to the attitude, of. Rose _ 
WInnans, of Baltimore, MarylahiJ, .the.' 
originator of the fimotJ^-carael-back:'; 
locomotive and a great rallt^oad mari_. 
In his day, who really lived fifty years'' 
before his time. 

lie is Identified witli one oft-quoted 
remark: "I will not only mak'e a rule, 
tell a ir.an not to break it. and disci- 
pline him if he does, but 1 will try to 
fix things so that it will be Impossible 
for him to break it if he wants to." 




xperts Tell How to Successfully Fight Bubonic Plague 



.\t the recent nieetin^ el' ih.' associa- 
tion of mllltar.\' surgeons at the .lames- 
to^vn expo.-iition, .Maj. .Moorii.-ad of the 
P-ritlsli Indian medical ser\iee. wlio 
lias just returned from a long tour of 
duly in India, where lie iiad been 
liglilin.g bubonic plagut-. read an in- 
If'i-esting i)aper on tliai disease, and 
gave il synopsis of ihe recent dis- 
coveries made by the iiiague cninmis- 
sion now at work in India. The mat- 
ter is of vital and timely interest to 
the whole Pacific coast, and particular- 
ly to Seattle, a.H the latest Information 
shows how wise is the present crusade 
against rats. 

i-Dr. Mooiiiead's paper will be duly 
published in the proceedings of tho as- 
soeiaiion, but in the meantime it is 
necess.ti-y to give wide puhlicity in the 
general eoiicliisinus, 

Il lias long been known Unit pla^jiie 
is re;illy ;i diseasi- oi' rats, and that 
lis iriiiisf(-i- e. man is soineihitif,' in tli.' 
nature el' ,in arcideiil. but now It has 
boon ieai'iied that some rats suffer 
from ,-1 (-ai'onic form of the disi-ase, 
and perli;ips many of iliem lecovi-.-! 
Such animal dlsea,30s transferred lo 
nmn aro highly fatal, while those 
which belong to him alone, like meas- 
les, furnish a high percentage of re- 
coveries, a fact whoso explanation is 
a very Interesting story In itself. It l.s 
siillicii-ni hero simply to mention the 
f.-iet Ihat plague is gonerall.\-, if not 
always, carried from place to place 
by rats and not In' man, A river, for 
in.-taiiee. will bar tlie progress of tho 
epidemic for a long time. In spile of 
the consiant imssage of people across 
It, until sniiii' day an infected i-at will 
sleal into ,-i ferryboat and cscaijc on 
the opposite shor--, to .-pread the dis- 
ease among ntiier rat,^, frnin wlioni it 
Is erentUallN' trau'^rerrod to man. 
Signs of Apnronch 

Years ago it was observed that weeks 
or niontiis be-fore tiie jilague appeared 
in a new seaport tlic rats suffered 
from a great inort;ilit\, and it was 
presumed, of course, tiuit a rat had 
escaped from a ship coming from an 
infected port. , Hence aro^e the plan 
of guarding. the ca,bles of ships so that 
no rats could enter or leave. The na- 
tives of India have learned of these 
facts by experimu'e. so tliat now when 
(hoy find a dead rat In or near a 
house, tlu-y inimediatel,i,' vacate the 
preml.scs. To stay means dealli. 

When It W-i.s lirst suggesK-d that tho 
flea carried the germs from tlie rat to 
man, the ideti was scouted as alisitrd 
jiiid some of the authorities actiuilly 
wrote articles "iiroving" il."- iiiipossi- 
bilit>-. Nevei'tlieloss, the plague cum- 
iiiissinn went to work and iiro\-e(l that 
Ihe flea Wits tho agent of transfer. 
Ileal tliv rats placed side by side of 
dlsea.se'd rats but confined In flea- 



pioof cages, always remained healthy, 
thoiigli they wore within a few Inches 
of diseased ones, but if a flea, which 
had bitten a diseased rtit, was allowed 
to bite a liealth.v one, the di.^oaso was 
invari.ilily contracted. .Moreover this 
sjiecittl flea cannot Jump niori' lhaii 
two feel, .-o that if a c.-igf- of liealiliy 
r:its Is placed three feet .-il)ove one 
eonlalning iliseased rats, the foriner 
.'luiiuals n-main lie.iliby. Oilier ex- 
periments liad tho same result — if the 
flea was excluded the plague was not 
transferred. One more disease h;is t'.ins 
been definitely proven to be transferred 
by inaect.s, a dl.scovery ranking witlx 
those of the transmission of the malar- 
ial and yellow fever. 

Hov7 It is Spread 

Wbi-n a plague rat dips, the fleas nt 

once lea\-e its body and hide in tlie 
el■;u■l^s of the floor. ;ind as .soon as thev 
are liiingr.\- they seek another rat, and 
if they cannot Iind one they will bile 
•■iii>' oilier animal Including man him- 
sc-ir. 

II wa.s formerly thought that In an 
infected houae the gfenn or bacillus 



was disclunrged upon the walls or flotir 
and thai it was necessary to practice 
an extensive s\st(>m of disinfection 
to kill these organisms.

In It. If we keep mosqultos from a 
^elIow fever patient he l.-t harmless to 
otiier men. for lie cannot spretid the 
disease. If ricti.s are l;e:j from ,a 
plagm- patient he Is abselute-ly harm- 
less. The living germ does not fly 
through the air and dried dU3t Is 
harmless. 

Through Cut or Scratch 

Bubonic plague Is alwa.vs transmitt- 
ed by inoculation — through a cut or 
scratch In the skin, and the manner 
of inoculation has been discovered by 
the commission." Tho gorms are not 
injured In the stomach or "gizzard" 
of tho flea, but multiply .there In tho 
blood which h<iR been taken from the 
rat when tho flea look his meal of 
blood. The germs live In tho blood 
of the rat. for the disease Is a septi- 
caemia or blood infection. ( 'ons(-i|iient- 
ly tho germs are .swallowed by the flea 
every time it bites; they multiply and 
tlien pass on through the alimentary 
canal with the excreta which -arfi' 
deiiosilod on the skin of Ihe next rat 
bit ten. When the victim scratches, he 



rubs the germs Into the tiny cuts 
made by the flea and thus Inoculates 
himself. The flea does not Inoculate 
its victim In the bite, for the germs 
are not Introduced at tha-t time. The 
biting apparatus, saliva and blood of 
the flea are free of the germs, which 
exist only In Its alimentary canal. 
A'Vhen a man Is bitten by on Infected 
flea there is likely to be some infect- 
ed excreta deposited near the cut. and 
when he scratches himself he will rub 
the gerins Into tho-,cut and thus In- 
oculates himself. ' If the victim did 
not scratch ho would be uioderately 
safe, though no one wants living 
plague germs on his skin within one- 
sixteenth of an Inch of a fresh cut. 

These facts explain why so few 
Europeans got the plague In India. In 
the first place they live in rat-proof 
houses, and generally on the upper 
floors, while the rat tends to the cel- 
lars. They aro well clothed and the 
flea has less chance to reach the skin, 
and finally they have the curious habit 
of taking a batii two or three times 
a. day, and thiit wiisl.es off any germs 



which may have been deposited mi 
their skins. But they do get Inocuiat 
ed now and then, particularly- the d'oc 
tors who handle patients or . make 
post-mortem examinations, and the 
Infected die, thou&h probably not In 
as great a proportion as the Infected 
natives, who through Insufficient food 
have little resistance to any infection, 
Another interesting fact has been 
fully explained. The germs, after In- 
oculation, first enter the lymphatic 
glands, which make a desperate at 
tempt to hold them and prevent their 
entrance into the biood and the fur- 
ther Invasion, of the body. ' These 
swellings or "buboes" appear In tho 
neighborhood of the bite. If the flen 
bites the face or head the buboes ap- 
pear in tho neck; If the hands or arms 
are bitten the swellings are In the 
armpit; but If tho legs are bitten the 
lumps appear In the upper part of the 
thigh, and this Is the usual place, be- 
cause the fleas cannot Jump .^very 
high and usually settle below the 
knee.

oilier kinds of fleas, ' particularly the 
spocies whicli live . on {guinea 'pigs, 
cats and men. It was found .that' all 
kinds will transmit plague except the 
cat flea, and In that one iiistarico.-all 
experiments- failed." The cat may'' be 
feared only'in so far as It might carry 
to us some r\t fleas which have Jump- 
ed on It after deserting 'tlie body of a 
rat which has died of plague. The 
proposition to carry a shiplbad of catiit, 
to India .to kill the rats is only'one''-of 
tho many bizarre- Ideas suggested t'p 
fight the plagiie, i-^fpr 'a '^o'vv . hundred 
cats would malce little' Imp'ressl'on on 
tho billions of rats in a country larger 
than tho United States. 

The real fight is against Hie ral, for 
Ihe disease is one belonging solely to 
Ihat animal. If no ruts are Imported 
by ships from iiifecled jiorts thero 
will Ije no plague inijiortcd. and if 
ihere .-ire no rats in a lie,-iltliy port, 
there will be little or no danger, evett 
if a. diseased ral does sneak ashore. 
Jloreovi-r, the fewer rats liiero are. 
tile less is the danger. it is money 
well spent to buy ui> till the rats fop 
cremation, duo precautions being taken 
to prevent the' fraud of bringing in 
rats from other towns for tho local 
bount\-. If evcr.v liouseholrler and 
store and warehouse would tak"e up tho 
crusade and clear his own premises for 
liis own protection, tlie expense of 
ridding a city of Ihe danger would be 
Immaterial. If plague docs come, of 
course tho crusade should be extend- 
ed to the fleas, 

A .liberal use of Insecticide, and 
cleanliness* ensures; safety. A. pjagus 
Infected ship- Is.- rioifidlslrifected If wo 
kill all'thc rats In it' arid hot the fleas. 
The facts reported by Major Hoor- 
hoad show that we need have no fear 
of plague if we work along thKsa 
lines.. 

It is doubtful if the disease can ev*?r 
become epidemic in America, for It 
has been definitely placed' In, the class 
with cholera and yellow fever-^both 
of which Were once widespread ter- 
rors, but now aro subdued by tho 
science of sanitation. But the duties 
of boards of health and health offi- 
cers are now extended because they 
aro necessary for our very existence. 
Unless the health officers do their full 
duty and are supported by public 
opinion, good laws, and liberal appro- 
priations, all three of those diseases 
and many others will subdue us, Thu 
excellent beginning ntadc^ by Seattle 
sliould convince the world' that It will 
bo the safest .spot on earth to spend 
thu summer or 1900.

If water containing somo saline mat- 
tor is allowed- to-evaporate, slowly, .or 
If hot water coritalnine certain salts is 
allowed to cool slowl.v, In the first In- 
stance all tlic matter contained In it, 
and in the latter a portion oC It will 
be deposited In the form of crystals. If 
metals In a state of fusion are allow- 
ed to cool slowly they will nliio as- 
- Bunie crystalline forms. Thewn crys- 
'• tals occur in various forms, but tlioy 
are always the same In the case of 
the same substances. We refer to per- 
fect crystallization, but even in In- 
stances where It is imperfect It is al- 
way.s along the same lines. So invari- 
able i.s tills rule that the form which 
crystal.s taije is one of the To.st.9 used 
to tlotonnine what Kiilistaiicos arc. 
iTake for I'xatiipli', iinn i)yritos. This 
crystallizes in cubes, and la no oilier 
form, and when you aee a cubical crys- 
. "tal of yellowish color you may bo cer- 
tain that it Is Iron pyrites. But in 
nature crystallization rarely talics 
place under such conditions as will 
permit of perfect formation; hence, 
most crystalline substances are IrroK- 
ular, but if in any instance a iiiece can

"Wo have a 
solution of common salt, and it is al- 
lowed to remain at rest and evaporate 
slowly. After a little time crystals be- 
Kin to form, and the salt la deposited 
in layer.s roBularly ui)on all siilo.^ of 
them, imtil all the salt has asjumcd 
'the form of crystals. As a rule the 
slower the evaporation and the mora 
perfect the state of rest the larger and 
more accurate are tlic crystals. 'Cliis 
is one of the most mysterious i)ro- 
ces3es of nature. These beautiful 
shapes can be seen In process of for- 
mation under the microscope, but so 
far no one has ever advanced any ex- 
planation of the phenomenon. All we 
.know is that it goes on withi In- 
fallible regularity or the slightest pos- 
sibility of error. Some years ago 
Sir David Brewster said: "TiiouBli the 
examination of these bodies has been 
pretty diligently puraued, we can at 
this moment form no adeciuato idea of 
the complex and. beautiful organization 
of these apparently simple bodies," and 
this is substantially what Investigators 
say today. They can tell us how cer- 
tain thing.? will crystalize,' but why 
they do so, and why one substance 
sliouUl assume a certain form and an- 
other another, ihey are as much in the 
dark as ever. 

' The fornfatlon of rocks may bo di- 
vided into three classes, those that are 
crystalline in tlicir origin, thos<; that 
are sedimentary and those that were 
originally sedimentary but have be- 
come crystalline. "Wo are chiefly con- 
cerned in this article with the first 
named class, and let us take as ex- 
ample granite. This well known rock 
exists in several varieties, but Its ty- 
pical composition consists of ' three 
materials known as felspar, nuartz and 
mica, the first named forniing tlic 
principal ingredient. These three sub- 
stances "are held together without any 
retaining material, the mfnutest micro- 
scopic examination falling- to disclose 
anything in tlie nature of a cement. 
The felspar and quartz occur In crys- 
tals Invariably and the quartz fills up 
the Interstices between them. It is 
crystalline in .structure but only rare- 
ly is the jjeouliar ciiaracter of quartz 
crystals sharply defined in granite. 
Originally It was supposed that gran- 
ite was the fundamental rock ba.ils of 
the earth, and tiiat it was thrnv>-n fo 
the surface by sDino orui)tive pro- 
cess, but chemical Investigation cast 
some doubt upon this origin and the 
suggestion has been advanced that it 
is of sedimontary origin and the crys- 
■,tals are tlie ro.sult uf tin.' application of 
heat afterwards. But this is not ma- 
terial In the present connection, for the 
point to which we wlMv to direct at- 
tention is tlio marvollniis manner in 
whii;Ii the cnnstituont crystals are 
foriiiod. AVe do not know that very 
niiicli more can bo said about tliis 
phase of tlie matter than has just 
been said, but it can hardly fail to be 
deeply Interesting to the student of 
nature to follow the line of thought 
tliat Is thus suggested. 

Most of us take Nature for granted. 
In leaves, flowers, rocks, soil and life 
wo see her many manifestations and 
as a rule regard them indifferently. 
Few of UH have means or leisure to 
pursue inquiries into her .secrets to 
anv great extent, but ^ve all liavo time 
to think a little about them, and if 
we sometimes asK the cause of what 
we s.ee around us, that is of the smal- 
ler details of the great fabric which 
Nature lias built up, we will lliul our- 
selves "encompassed about with a 
great cloud of witnesses" to the ex- 
istence of .wonderful and subtle laws 
for whose origin we will, seek In vain. 
Crystallography Is particularly In- 
teresting because It is so easily stu- 
died, the materials for iiiv(jstigatlon 
being at hand. It is of practical value, 
especially In a co;untry where mineral 
.deposits form so Important a factor in 
our material prosperity. One has only 
to look around him to see what a vast 
amount of knowledge wo might ac- 
Qulre if we gave u]) a little time to 
study. And the study Is not a matter 
oC labor; It is a genuine pleasure. The 
processes of Nature are Inflnltoly 
more varied and more Interesting than 
those of art; the story of a crystar is 



better worth knowing than that of the 
cli;irai>»orK of llctlf)n. But there I.s iio 
necessity for making comparisons. It 
Is sufficient to. ;.cla.li|i ;: for Orystallo-

CHARLOTTE CORDAY. 

Although Charlotte Corday. can 
hardly b^ called one of the great wo- 
men of history, she Is such a conspic- 
uous figure in a conspicuous ai?f 
that we oomi)ly with the suggestion of | 
an esteemed correspondent, and do- ] 
vote a little space to some references j 
to her character and yliort career. aVc 
do this tlic more willingly becau.=ie slio j 
was a. t.vpical woman In one sense "^j 
tho word, being tiie incarnation of that | 
spirit of sublime courage and heroic 
Kclf-sacrlflce which Is exhibited by so 
in.any rius.sian women in our own ag^'- 
I-Ior full namp was Marie Anne Cliar- 
lotte Corday d'Arman.-, and she was 
born in 1768. Her family was noble, 
and, her mother having died In her In- 
fancy, slie was odiieatcil in a convent, 
her chief studios liciiig tlie works of 
Plutarch and Seneca. Sho became 
Stoic. Her beauty was great, her 
bearing noble, and It la said that all 
with whniii .she came in contact folt 
the cliarn-i nf licr presence. Tho his- 
torian Gulzot says, of her: "Her Imag- 
ination had been flred by Rouffsoa" 
and Raynnl and the breadth of tlie 
eighteenth century philosopliy had re- 
moved from licr mind every one ot 
those Inllexiblo principles which .alone 
resist allurements and ideals. In the 
annals of the ancient Jew.? .she only 
retained the stnry of .Tuditli. 7icr 
family were royalists, but lier mind 
was attracted by the republican ideal; 
but she saw that unclean hands had 
degraded and stained with blood th" 
Institutions which absorbed all h«i' 
thoughts." She accordingly resolved 
to rid Franco of either Robespierre of 
Marat, and the demand of the latter 
of two hundred thousand victims of 
the guillotine caused her elioice to fall 
upon blm. I-Iow she gained ac- 
cess to Marat is worth telling. .She 
wrote to him, saying among otlic" 
tilings "I shall give you an opportun- 
ity of rendering Franco a great ser- 
vice.' Receiving no reply, she wrote 
again and In the letter she said "I 
have to reveal to you some secrets of 
great importance to the republic." 
This letter gained her the doslriHl in- 
terview, wiiich tiiolc place while Marat 
was in his hath. ' He had been ill for 
some tlnio. She .sat down near him 
and he questioned her about the con- 
dition in (^aen and received from lier 
the names of all the leading people of 
that department. "When this was 
completed, he said: "A^^ry well, in 
eight days they will be in Paris aiid 
be guillotined." Instantly on those 
words beln.g spoken, Charlotte stal)hod 
hlin in the breast. Ili> exckiimod: 
'Micro, U)y dear." and died i nstantl.'''- 
.Alarat's wife, accoaipaiii'^d by a man. 
ru.?hed Into the chamber, but she re- 
mained aim o.st impassive. "I fully ex- 
Iiected to die In a moment," she wrot''. 
'but some enuragoou.s men, wlio are 
really above all praise, preserved nio 
from the excusable fury of the unhap- 
py people I had Injured. 1 felt touch'"'' 
liy the cries of some of the women, but 
ho who sa\"os his country tai;es no ac- 
count of tlic cost." She Was arretted, 
and when three days later, she wO'^ 
brought to trial, sho made no pretence 
It den>iiig the deed. Slie avoweii tlii't 
^he had kill'-(l .Marat for his crimi-s. 
and, when askod wliat she nieant, ons- 
wered: "The evils of which he ha.s 
been the cause since the Revolution. 
I knew that lie was por\ orting ■•"'raiioo. 
I killed one man to savi. ;, liiuiih-i'd I 
thousand. I was a Ilepublican loiiff 
before tho Revolution, and never 
lacked energy." The only excuse hcr 
counsel offer(^d for lior w-,as that slif^ 
was iiilluonood by "the euthusi.-ism of 
political funaticism.'' Slie wa.s sen- 
tenced to death, and when asked if she 
iiad anything to say, simply thanked 
her counsel and told him tliat in i)ro"f 
the esteem she had conceived for lilni 
"she would ;isk plm to pay the suiall 
debt which she hh.d contracted In pris- 
on."' Sho went to her death absolutely 
unmoved, refusing to llie last tlie of- 
fice.:; of till- elnircli, A'lout Hie per- 
fect sincerity of her belief that sli'^ 
was doing a great work for Franco 1'^ 
removing Murat, there can be n" 
doulit. AVIien a.-^ked at the ii-ial if sl"- 
thonght she had killed all ilio .Murats, 
she rcidicd: 'No! but I thought tin- 
death of tbis one would niako the 
others afraid." Sho failed in this ob- 
ject, but as matters were then in 
l<'rance, bloodshed had to run its 
cour.?e.

SENECA 

.^oneoa, v.-ho was born Just before 
the !i'\E;!iiiiiiig of the Christian era, 
taught through his works a philosophy 
and system of ethics that very closely 
resembles the gospel preo.ched by 
Je.sus of Nazareth. Jesus Is,,i^ot men- 
tioned in any of Seneca's writings, 
thoii!,'h it is profiable that the pliiloso- 
plier must ha\'e lio.ard something of 
the Nazarene. Like tlio rest of tiie 
Homans of the day, Seneca classed the 
Clirlstians with the other sects of tho 
"desiilsed .Tows," ,-ind never mentions 
tlio now oult liy name. It Was hi." 
brother Gaiiio who refused to hear 
P.iul speak In self-defence. But 
thriugh Seneca's philosophy was beau- 
tiful and admirable in every way, lie 
did not make any jirofession of fol- 
lowing his own teacliing. To the 
"dogs wlio yeliiod at iiliilosopiiy and 
ask why we talk one way and act 
another," he thus replies, "I am not a 
wise man and 1 will not bo one In 
order to fo^d your sjilte; so do not re- 
quiri- uir to bi' op a h-vol -vvitli the host 
of men, but merely to be better than 
tho worst; I am satisfied If every day 
I take away something from my vices 
and correct my faults. I have not 
arrived at porfoot .-^oundnoss of mind 
and 1 never sliall arrive at it; I com- 
pound p.illiatives rather than remedies 
for my gout, and am satisfied If It 
coines at rarer intervals .-uid does not 
shoot so rialnfully. f'rnup.ai-od With 
your fi'ot v.'liicli are lanio I iun a racer, 
— I spoak of \-irtU", not of myself; and 
When I blame vioo> I Idanio my own 
first of all; when I have the power T 
shall live as I ought to do. AA'hat 
,voU say sliall not hin<lor me from con- 
tinuing to pi-aiso lliat llfi' wliioli I do 
not indeed lead, but which I knowj 
I ought to lead — from loving virtue j 
and from followin.g after her, albeit a I ^ 
long way l)elilnd lior and witli lialtingj 
Kait." 

■"i'lils is a I'air introduction lo .-i. des- 
erljitlon of the life of the phllosoiilior, 
wiio, to his credit be It said. In spite

toaeliiug, still had the oour;igo of his 
e(]ii Vict l(jns .-iiid (Muloa vorod to Impross 
upon ills fellow men the vuiiio of 
Virtuous living. Born of Illustrious 
liarents, with his father, a scholar and 
riietorician of gioat repute, his prln- 
eijial loaclior, .Souoca early e\-idi;nced 
his own superior Intellectual ability. 
In bis early youth ho attained great 
success as an advocate, preaching to 
it large following. Hlmsolf the 
wealthiest ami the most finished of 
courtiers, he nevortheless assured his 
<ii.=eipios that contentment and true 
happiness cannot go hand -In hand 
With riches, while with characteristic 
inconsistency he entertained them at 
-sumptuous banquets "spread' upon Ave 
hundred splendid tables of cedar and 
ivory." , 

Banished by the Emperor Claudlui), 
wl)0 was Jealous" of the j'oung philoso- 
pher's increasing stiocess and power, 
lie remaluod au e.Nile in ( 'orsir,-i for 
more than eight years. In the solitude 
of hl8;. iniprlsdnment li^ ■ wrpte ~. thus, 
with siibilmo indlfferoriob to his situa- 
tion:

mother. Senecaj^vvho had amassed a 
largo fortune through the bounty of 
his pupil and the gifts of the many 
nobles, who wore his friends, soon af- 
ter this became the object of the tyr- 
ant's envy and dislike. In Seneca 
Nero no. doubt saw a constant hind- 
raiioo' .and a reproach to his Increasing 
depravity and self-indulgence, and ills 
teacher <iulte understanding his jieril, 
and perliaiis desiring even at that 
late day to put to the test the efficacy 
of hl.s own doctrines, offered the whole 
of his enormous wealth to the emperor, 
anfi begged permission to retire to his 
old home in Cordova. Nero, whoso 
wliido nature luul boooiue utii'riy dls- 
tortoil by vice and indulgence In 
oriuio. .aooejdod the generous gift of 
till' ■ nlillosoplirr, but accused lilin of 
tn-asou and ooiiHiiandod thtit ho sliould 
put .-in oud to his life. There Is a' 
piilliotic llttio st(U'y of Seneca's lovelyl 
.\-ouiig wife, a story of whose end w-o 
are riorhaiis morcifuU.v in ignorance. 
It is saiii tliat when tlio commanil of 
the emperor was ma.do known lo her. 
slio begged lior husband iiiion her knees 
thiit he would iierinit her to die witli 
him, so gri'atly did she love lilm. 
Against his will she followed him Into 
the chamber where the deadly bath had 
been prepared. 'But before life was 
extinct' sho was rescued and revived 
by Nero's order. • 

Seneca's works are his best praise 
for he lived an Inconsistent life. He 
had the most lov&ble traits of charac- 
ter, being a , faithful, friend in- a cen- 
tury where betrayal 'of the most sacred 
ties w.is a pitltdllj?' "common thing, 
and unlike iiiosf"'Ro'man8, he dearly 
loved .-ill lliilo children. But wealth 
;ui(l fauio and power were too preci- 
ous 111 liini to saerilice them l'(U- the 
sake ■d" iioiilo iirin<di)l(\ though ho was 
iionosl in bis ooiifosslon of !ds Inabil- 
ity to pro\-o tho value of bis pbilosojili.v 
b.V his own rxauiplo. ".\rtrr all tin- er- 
rors of his lifi' are iiiforrod r;itbor llian 
proven," writes a fair-miudod critir', 
"and liavc< long .siuoc ceased to do 
liarm. .M;iny of his ethical dootrlm>s 
ar(^ of so lofty a ii,-iltire that he has 
aotiialh- boon rooognlzed by jiopi's iind 
eouurlls ;is .-it lo.'ist in part an author- 
ity for the Christian doctrine."

Two 
centuries before this, even, the gamo 
was played in a rough form down In 
the Landas, where peasanl.s flung a 
liobbin from two sticks to ono another. 

'J'liis game, played upon stilts, as 
most gtiiues are played in the Landas 
district, wa^ one of great iikill, .and 
owing to the height of the stUtS,.':'ahd 
tlie weight of the rough . bobbins, 
somotimos of somp, danger, :■ It was 
not altogether the'8am«r as the modern 
illabolo, though, for the two throwers, 
or sticks, were not fastened together, 
but crossed as the sticks are when 
playing La Grrice. 

Diabolo, liowover long ago it has 
1)0011 id.i.\-ed, was cerl.ihdy never .so 
geuerally popular as It has now be- 
come, altliout^h there have lieun kings 
of Prance who pkiy.-d ii, and who had 
great bobbins lieautifnlly carveil and 
made of ivory. Today, in Paris, one 
or iiinre games of diabolo aro going 
forw;ird .at every street corner. ''' 

In the Tuileries Gardens the nulr 
"ance of tliq flying bobbins Uesame 8.0 
great that after several deputies had 
their hats destroyed, it was prohibit- 
ed. Tho prohibition has but moved It 
on a little, though, and since tho 
game was banned from the Tailerles 
Gardens, the C^hamps lOlysees h.avo 
become wellnigb impassable because 
of it. .A.S for Die gardens of the P.-il- 
ais Royal, there, every afternoon, 
must be pretty well a thousand game.s 
in progress, and the young players are 
not content with playing by them- 
selves or in pairs, but play in teams 
or four or even eight, and -vdlh all 
manner of queer curves and compli- 
cations.

It Is becoming more than .a mere 
cranio, this game with tho catch- 
nnme. II has already altOKether oust- 
ed basque hall in the cajiita.! (the 
grime in wdiicii a. racquet hall ' is 
thrown and caught by tambourine) 
nnd even golf is losing adopts through 
the popularity of diabolo. It has to 
some extent, too, reVolHtlonlaed - a 
nourlshlns trade here In Paris. ..The 
little stlcjta with wlilch the bobbin- }? 
thrown are made by the experts whtt 
make the stickij, for parasols and "for 
umbrellas. Since the diabolo craze 
these have been needed in enormous 
rpiantlties, nnd dealers find that they 
aro paying far too highly for thorn, 
nnd that they need not lie made with 
tlie finish of a parasol-sth'k. But tho 
trade union threatens to call out its 
men if tho tr.ado in diabolo sticks be 
taken aw-ay from the parasol and um- 
brella-stick makers, and forbids them 
to work, at lower rates than Iieroto- 
fore, or' lo make sticks in qu.antlty 
siidicient to run the price down. So 
that a. very pretty quarrel is in prog- 
ress. 

I amused myself the other day at 
luncheon time — the two hours between 
twelve and two, w"heh business all biiit 
comes to a corhplete' standstill in 
Paris— in noting the progrcs.s of dia- 
bolo. It -was astonishing. I waylaid 
the stream of midlneltes as they came 
dancing out of the dress-making and 
the modiste slioiis in tho Ruo de ki 
Palx. Of every, grouii of ten or twelve, 
four carried sticks and bobbins, and 
most of those who carried none wore 
talking of the game. , 

From the Rue de la Palx I wander- 
ed into tlie sterner business quarter 
of the Bourse and its environs. Hero 
I had gone astray, for twelve to two 
are business hours in Dourso-land, 
and there was no time there for playr 
ing the devil. But a few hundred 
vards away, lin the small strieeta' in 
which the leather trades, Manchester 
goods, and 'hardware and china busi- 
nesses abound, diabolo w^s being 
played In street and courtyard— every- 
where, The junior clerks and offlco 
boy.s were playing It. 

i saw live concierges (ami con- 
cierge's are not by way of being friv- 
olous) hard at It on my round; ekbu-- 
Iv men and tiny hoys and girls were 
busilv engaged on it, and in a, court 
close to the iMilies Berg. res I found six 
ex-acrobats, in a sort of undress unl- 
foi-ni of dirtv tights and ordinary 
iackets, slinging tlie hohbiiis high 
iiloft. twirling It marvolously neatly, 
and, after twi.-ting theni.selvos Into 
finite impossible jiositions, catching it 
Just as it seemed bound to. fall. 

"This looks a good "deal ;nore..like 
work thtin play to me," I said to one 
of tliom.

. BULB CULTURE 

The';followlhg practical directions for 
bulb- culture, by. Edward -J; Canning, in 
• "How to Make a Flower Garden," (Ne\y 
York: Doubleday, Pago & Co.), forms 
an excellent companion article to the 
one on hardy bullis \vhich was repro- 
ducert in those columns last Sunday, 
and will prove ni" oiiual Interest to 
■...--thosL; whose'delifflit it i.s to have curly 
"spring flowor.s. 

Fall bulha arc so called becavi.se iliey 
are received and planted in the fall of 
the year; also in contradistinction to 
s'lmmer Inillis, which are nianted in 
■pring. They are nearly all imported 
Irom Holland. Millions of them arc 
i.i'ijiifflit u^tij tliio country (hirin;^ Hrp- 
1 ember, October, and November. l'"all 
luilbs include all tlioye oarly .-^iirins- 
flowerlng bulbous |)lants which bright- 
en up the garden almo.st before tlic 
dreary days of winter are past. Cro- 
cuses, snowdrops, scilia.s, star of Beth- 
lehem, narcissus, daffodils, jonquils, tu- 
lips, and Butch hyacinths are liouso- 
fiold words. 

' From the little attention that tbc^e 
plants require, together with their 
cheapness, there is no reason why any 
one who may possess only a fe\y feet 
of ground .should not have and enJo>- 
them, and extend their ciiltivallou in 
grounds of more anii)le proportions. 
Thplr rcciulremeius ari.' simple indeed. 
AVe plant tlieni in the fall liocaiiso it 
Is the seiison in which lliey mak<^ their 
roots and establish ihemseives well in 
iho grounit ready to begin work in 
.•^pi-in;;?. .Ml bulbs must be well rooted 
before active srov.'tii can take place; 
above grounil. In this they are .sonie- 
whut .'inaloBons to -seeds which, when 
eerminathiB'. always make (li<> roots 
i'irst, so as to be able to draw nourish- 
ment from the soil to suiiporl the ■ 
growth aboveground. : 
{' The depth of planting fall bulbs , 
■ varies with the different species, but ! 
all'- should, have a covering of two I 
. inches of soil above the top of the bulb. 
Therefore, hyaclntlis and narcissus 
.■^honld he planted five to si.K inches I 
deep according to size of bulbs, tulips | 
ff>ur inehes, crocuses, snowdrops and | 
tiulbs of similar size about threeynclies I 
deep. ] 

Midbs are not fastidious in regard 
to soil, tliousli a loamy soil witli a! 
tendency to sandiness i.s Ijest. The i 
best ferlill/.er is liioroufjhl.v decriyed 
I'ar.niyartl manure, or Rioiuid bone meal | 
and only a very moderate dressing of 
eithei 
.soli 

They may bi; planted in the mixed 
flower border, or In formal bed.s or bor- 
ilei-s near the dwelling, or best of all 
(tulips; and hyacinths excepted) they 
may be naturalized In such positions 
im under deciduous trees, on grassy 
slopes around this edges of lawns or 
shrubbery borders, along the ed^es of 
woods, or in any wild or semi-wild po- 
sitions in company with trilliums, ane- 
. niones, deceutras, and many other early 
spring-flowering plants. A bank of 
crocuses under large colonies of daffo- 
dils along the edges of woods or on 
grassy banks Is a beautiful sight, 
while snow-drops, sclMa.s and star of 
Bethlehem are well adapted lor na- 
turalizing along -woodland paths and 
in open groves. In sneli yjo-sUions liiev 
should be planted in (luantilies in or- 
der to be effective, anii as irre^uiar u-i 
Ijossible, and not in scpiaro or lircular 
eolonies. .Mways aim to make them 
look as natural as possible. 

When once planted, most bulbs will 
iui'reiise and flower i.-aeh year jirov'ided 
I he I'oliaKe is not rut off. This must 
be allf)wed to ripen off .nalurall\-. whlcii 
will lake until Ihe end of .fune. 

'i'ulips and hyacinths, belnj,' so Id^jh- 
ly cultivated nv so far devcloj)ed from 
tlie wild types, do not lend theni.selves 
well for pkuiling- in wild or seml-wlld 
positions. They are best adapted for 
formal boda or borders near the dwell- 
ing. Tulips and hyaelntlis shotild not 
be planted together in tho same border 
or Jied, because the times of flowering 
differ, and unless very carefully se- 
lected and arranged the colors of the 
flowers will not harmonize well, fie- 
f<M'o plaiitinpr. the IkuIs should bi.' siven 
ii dressing of ftu'tilizer, then du:.^ ami 
raked ver\- smooth. The bulbs should 
. tlien be piiiced regularly all over the 
bed bef(]re I bey are planted, so that 
each bulb .shall have jnst so mia'h to 
dcvi.'loi) — hyaclntlis se\i M, inches apart, 
and tidips five.

The flaw<'rs of both 
tiiliiis and h\'aclnths enibr;ici> a Kood 
ranfce of color and color desiRus I'an 
be made when planlliiK. 8uf;K<'st ions 
for the same nniy he I'ound in ahnost 
any bulb cataloRue. It is iinport.ant 
111 plantliif; tulips to plant the early- 
flowerliif; kinds tog-ether ami tin- lali>- 
f lowering kinds li.v themselves, ami not 
in the same bod. When a bed of tulips 
is in bloom, every flower should be 
open at the same time; also with both 
liyacintho and tulips, the flowers should 
all be of an even height, to secure 
Whicli the. bulbs must be planted of an 
oven- depth. 

Bods of jonquils and daffodils are al- 
so very effective, and the bulbs require 
to be planted the same distance apart 
and tho same depth as hyacinths. I'ro- 
cuses. scillas and other suiall bulbs are 
nior(^ suitable for narrow borders than 
formal flower beds. They should be 
planted three inches apart. 

Although fall bulbs arc rpiite hard.v, 
yet sometimes during the winter we 
iiave sudden tli.aws sufficient to excite 
the bulbs to prow. To prevent this, 
when planted in l)cds it is better to 
give theii-i a light covering of partially 
decayed leaves or light, niulch about 
two Jnchcs deep, but it should not he 
put on till after tho ground i.s Irozen 
hard, for if placed on before this mici; 
will often nest under It and take their 
meals out of the bulbs. ATlion planted 
in wild or senil-wild situations the na- 
tural covering of Ictivea and grass is 
sufficient. 

Aianv people discard their tulips and 
hyacinths after the season of flowering 
is past, as they never give the same 
satisfaction a second sea.son. If one 
has not the heart to do this, and the 
lie<is are wanted for the summer bed- 
ding plants, the bulbs should be care- 
fully lifted, the flower stalks cut off,, 
.-iml" the bulbs planted again closely in 
Hi) allow trenches in some shaded, se- 



cluded place whore they may finish 
ripening their foliage and may rest 
until fall. They may then be lifted 
and planted in irregular shaped colon- 
ies in the mixed flower border, where 
they should remain permanently. Daf- 
fodils, crocuses and other bulbs do bet- 
ter if tliey can remain in the beds 
when once planted, but if the bods are 
wanted for sumnier-flowerlnp plants 
tiie bulbs may be treated the same as 
tulips and hyacinths. 

Almost all bulb catalogues desisuate 
the kinds most suitable I'oi' bedding, 
together with tho colors, single or 
double, early or late-flowering, and 
(iiiotations per dozen, per hundred, and 
per thousand, and while the ..best 
prices will, of course, secure the >best 
tiuallty of bulbs, ovhich will produce 
rather the largest flowers, yet I do not 
over remember to have seen a. poor va- 
riety of any of the fall bulbs. 



FORCING BULBS 

.\ny ^■>od forcing bulb can bo grown 
successfully in cocoanut fibre. The 
Paper While and Van Slon narcissus, 
I lie Uoniau hyacinth and many kinds 
of tulips will always do well. 

l-'or talile decorations I flower (he 
bulbs in .jardinieres; eoniuinn eartli- 
slainod flower-pots do uol look well 
on the dinner table, Hut 1 Would nol 
reeonimend raising all the winter 
bulbous roots iii eocoamit fibre. it 
would be too expensive to buy tlic 
fibre and Jardinieres. 

Coeoamit fibre may be had iu its na- 
tural state as it is stripjied from the 
eoeoariut, or it may be had ground. 
In eltlior case, put it into a i«iil or 
other dish, and thoroughly Wet it- If 
It luis been ground, press the surplus 
water out with the hands bei"ore put- 
tiiiR- It about liie bulbs in the jardiu- 
lei-e. If 111.' fibre ecmies in its natur;il 
stale, it must be torn ai-iart before ns- 
In.i;-. I'so a Jardiniere of a convenient 
size which has been glazetl inside, in 
the bottom put enough charco.'il or 
broken iiotlery to form an inch of 
draina.no. cover it wltli the eoeoannt 
fibre, place tiie bulbs ou Ihe fibre and 
fiiilsli fll'im;- the .jardiniere with fibre. 
.See that the fibn. is luessi.d gently 
aruuiul and beiweeii the bulbs. The 
bulbs should not be covered more than 
two Inches doci>. so if the jardiniere 
be a dee]) one, enough material must 
be placed at the bottom to raise the 
bulbs up to the rlnht position. 

-Xftcr iioitiiig set the jnrUinieres 
away in .i cool ulace, but it is not ne- 
cessary that they be Icept in the dark, 
a suijdued light is sulflcient. When 
the growth appears above tlio fibre, 
bring tiie jardiniere into the light and 
warratli for forcing. 

i'"or the best results a comparatively 
low temperature must be maintained, 
OTi degrees In the day tim'b'-'Us high 



night. -After tho flowers begin to open, 
the plants may be brought into the 
living-room; but if yon do nol warn 
the buds to blight, they must not he 
ke))t in a warm room. 

Never alow the fibre to become dry. 
neither should there be a surplus of 
vvater in the jardiniere. Turn the 
jardiniere on the side for a minute or 
tv.o each day, after watering, to allow 
the stirplus water to run out. — Albert 
J. Perry. 



OU'i DOOR-INDOOR BULBS 

Hyacintlis, tulips, narcissi, lunl cro- 
cus will make a, gorgi>nus dlspla.v iu 
■Vpril and .Ma.\-. I^lanl them iu Octo- 
bi-r. ill rieli, saiid.v loam. ;t few inches 
ujiart, and six lo three Inche.s deep, 
according to size, ;ui(l '-over tin- 
ground w ilh iwo or three ini.-bes of old 
manure, which should he taken off In 
Ihe spring. 

For indoor forcing plant the bulbs 
three or foiw In . a pot of a slzci just 
about wide enough across to hold 
tiieiu. Put a little old manure In the 
bottom of the pot and make the soil 
ftbout equal parts of leaf mold, sand, 
and garden soil. Put the bulbs juat 
below the surface and press the soli 
only slightly. Water them and set 
them in a dark, cool cellar or place 
them on a bed of coal aslu s outdoors 
and cover with a six-incli layer rif 
the a-sbes. In two nionllis or less the.v 
will form KOod loots. Bring ibein to 
Ihe light gradually. When the foliage 
turns green put them in the sunlight. 
\\ater well when they begin to bloom.

A Japanese Garden Six Feet Square. 

There liavi' bi-eii .Japani'se (^umIi-iis 
a-pleiil.\- written of. but :ilwa.\.'; where 
the spread of Rrounil was siuiiewlial 
ample and allowed of a Utile liberality 
of treiitmenl. This r rils tlie new- 
est idea in .lapauese sai'deiis. wlu-re It 
i/i iiossilile to lia\-i.- lie- l-'ar lOast in a 
baek .\-ard that measures six feet 1\\- 
siv. 'I'weiii.\--five dollars will nii-el.\- 
covi r the total cost of this Vest-pocket 
etlilion of the Orient. 

In the eenli'e of the lhirt.\--slx square 
feet dig out tlie g-rotmd for a pond of 
oblato-si)lieroid shape, the diameter of 
which Is three and one-half Ijy two 
feet, and the depth two feei. c'euient 
the bottom and sides and introduce a 
brace of gold-fish. Witli tho excavated 
earth build a mountain to the left of 
the pond, a mountain two feet high of 
irregular sloping sides, and cover with 
grass sods. Again to the right of the 
pond, build ii companion moiuitain ol' 
soil to the height of three feet. Be- 
tween these twin heights let a water- 
fall load to the pond — a waterfall of 
earth and stonejs, with no water. 

One of the purposes of this toy 
scene is to conquer the baclc-yard fence 
and the horrors of the alloy. So to the 
rear- ward of our mountains and on the 
hither side of the back fence let us 
plant four pines two feet high, worth 
half a dollar apiece. Between the 
riBht-liand mountain and the house 
plant throe niaplos, two closn to the 
niotintaln and one nearer the house.

As soon as the first-touohes- of win- 
ter arrive go out ^Into-.the garden and 
dig up a. few -crowns of asparagUH or 
rhubarb (pio plant). and vhwe thom in 
boxes of sand for storngo In the cellar 
or shed. It won t niiittftr it they get 
frozen a llitb'. 

By starting the forcing a lew day.s 
before tho c-iid of November :i liberal 
cutting can be had for Christmas Day, 
and In all probability from one to two 
weeks befoH! that good cuttings ctin 
bo had. The crop will last .-is a rule 
for two nnniths, ;ind a lialf-dozeii 
slroTig roots will furnish cuiiuigli and to 
spare lor any ordinary family.

Climatic Limitations ' 

This ideal fence must be adapted, 
by each convert, to his or lier climatic 
limitations. To achieve the desired 
result, oije needs, first, taste arid some 
leisure, and an old fence, stone wall, 
or wire fence. 

At^ each' post of the wire fence plant 
something evei^green or nearly so, to 
furnish an all-the-year r^mmi basis. 
J3hgllsh ivy -and the hardy hom.y- 
sucklos are practically never without 
I heir green leafage. Dwarfed iwor- 
greens, ' the arbor-vitae, Ihe ordinary 
cellars, spi'uco ;ind firs, with a l)!uc 
cedar now and then If one has .'ivall- 
able cash, these set at intorvals, fur- 
nish a working basis that will suggest 
to the worker yearly 'additions. 

Then, here and there, to ■ flonrlsh 
over the wire supnorts, must be all the 
hardy vines oblaln.'ible; vinos that will 
bloom in their season, and vines that 
never bloom, but, .so long as a leaf Is 
left upon them, will glow like a mass 
of flowers with their wealth of mottled ,

lighted. Too often roots, are lifted ^rom 
an overworked or underfed bed and tlie 
results are not satisfactory. 

Tho roots to be forced can. be lifted 
any time in November ania Immediately 
put under the greenhouse: beriqWa if 
it's more convenient. ■ 

Forcing is doiie. very gr'aduaily. kl tho i 
first for the root? I'eqiiire ..a few days 
to settle down. Place them closely to- 
gether in rows packed around with 
good earth and having a depth of soil 
tliree or four Inolies below; the crown 
can bo left uncovered for green tops; 
l)Ul if bleached heads are preferred the 
crowns nuisl be buri.-d a foot. I liltc 
the ttrcen shoots niiicli b.'tler than the 
white ones as they lia\-e more of the 
real aspara..i>,'us f!a\-or. 1 think. 'l'he.\- 
are not so eas.\- lo liaiiille in Ilie cotdi- 
iiig, nor do tliey looli as well on the 
table, but 1 want ni.v \-egetal)les for 
their I'la.xoi-, not for their loolis. 

A temperature of 1.") degrees at the 
slart, and for iilintit ten days, then 
gnuhuiUy liicreasing until fiO deRi-ecs 
or so is reai-lu'il, will Ki\-e Hie best re- 
sulls, .\ Kri^ntcr degree of heat will 
not bo harmful to file plants, but it 
will result in long drawn or spindly 
shool.-i. 

With rhubarb the crowns are only 
just covered, for one ilou't need bleach- 
ed slalks, indeed a In-iKlit i)iuk coloring 
is wonderfully atlracllv*,' Jind makes 
tho fifivoi- seem Ijctler. A high tem- 
perature can be glN-oii too, without any 
bad effects, a,s long stalks tiro cut up 
into small chunks just as easily us 
short ones.

Plants wnlch come true fron: seed 
.'U'o as iL rule increased by j.'rowing 
them from the, seed; but as a, variety 
of apijld'-cannpt'tie reproduce-i In. that 
Avay, other methods 'mij'st be adopted, 
and recourse Is usually had to buil- 
ding and grafting. In grafilnH- fruit 
trees the name scion is given to a 
cutting of wood of the variety which 
Is to ho i)roi)aK:ated. The stock is the 
tree or portion of tho tree, be It 
young or old, that the scion is to be 
united with. As it is only through the 
stock that the scion can procure tlic 
/saj) which nourishes it, tho former 
must bo furnished with roots. 

.Some kinds of fruit mtiy bo graft- 
ed on others which are closel.\- related 
to Ihetn bobiiiically; as the petir on 
the fjulnco, cte., but there l.s nothing 
so entirely satisfactory upon which 
to graft the apple as an apple stock, 
or nndor certain conditions the crab 
apple. 

Although the stock and scions arc 
united by gi'iifting, botli of them re- 
tain to a certain extent their individ- 
ual characterlsi ii.-s. 'I'he stock does, 
however, modify Ihe vigor iind fruit- 
fulness of the variety grafted on It. 
If a variety is grafted on a dwarf or 
slower growing tree than Itself, the 
result Is that the stock tends to dwarf 
it, as a sufflcient quantity of crude 
sap does not pass through to jnaln- 
laln the natural vigor of the. top, and 
as a lessening vigor tends to the .clB-- 
veiopinoiit of fruit buds, this Kind Of 
stock Is often used for the purpose of 
inducing frultfulnoss In a variety and 
for dwarfing the tree. There is, how- 
over, sometimes such a difference in 
the growth of the stock and that of 
the variety grafted on it, that the re- 
sult is not satisfactory. It is quite 
probable that such stock Will tend to 
making the- tree hardier, - , and If 
growth Is checked the wood-'Wlll ripen 
harder. 

The stocks Used In root grafting In 
the districts where the best apples 
are raised arc usuall.v obtained from 
older mills, or any place where they 
can bo got in large quantities .and 
no efforts are made to ttscertain what 
varieties the seed came from. Stock 
grown from this seed, while quite sat- 
isfactory In certain districts, is not 
dosirablo in the colder parts of the 
coimtry where root killing Is liable to 
occur, a.s Individual trees vary much 
in hardiness and one might graft a 
hardy variety on a tender stock with- 
out knowing it. Seeds selected from 
the hardiest Varieties of apples arc 
more likely ''^ produce bai-dy stocks 
than if llie seeds were obtained pro- 
miscuously. 

For the very coldest parts of Can- 
ada whoro tlio apple can be grown at 
all, the berried crab, Pyrus baccata, 
will probably make the most satis- 
factory stock for root-grafting or bud- 
ding. It is perfectly hardy in the 
Northwest, where the winters are 
very severe. ' 

It i.s Important to cultivate the 
J-Dung Iree.f thoroughly the first sea- 
son if they are to be used for root 
gi-afting during the following winter. 
Only tlio strongest should be used 
the first season, and the others may 
be left to develop for future use. 

As much of the success In grafting 
depends on the condition .and quality 
of the scions, too much stress cannot 
bo iQld on the importance of having; 
them of the best finality and in the 
best condition at tho time of t;raftlng. 
They may be cut at .any time after 
the -ivood Is well ripi-ned in tlu? ;iutumn 
and before the buds begin to swell in 
llie spring. 'I'he IX'st time, however, is 
in tiie ;iulanin, as the.v may then be 
kept in the desired condition. 

Scions should be cut from healthy, 
bearing, produetive trees. The wood 
of old trees Is apt to he diseased, and 
if diseased scions are used tliey will 
produce diseased trees when grafted, 
They should be taken from the wood 
of the current season's growth, as old- 
er wood is not so likely to su'cceed; 
the buds should be weli developed and 
the wood thoroughly ripened. It is 
not a good plan' to use_ the water 
sprouts or young shoots which spring 
from the trunk 'br hialn< branches, for 
grafting purposes, they may not he 
thoroughl.v rli>ened and are likely lo 
ileveloii sproiilliiK inopensities iu the 
grafled trees. The scions may be cut 
off and packed away In moss, sawdust, 
sanil. IU- fallen leaves, where they will 
keei> in f;ood eouililiiMi until rcutuired. 
'Pile packiii.i.'- material should be sli.glit- 
l,v moist, but Hot wet; llic oli.ii'ct be- 
ing lo kccl> till- scions fresh and 
plump, witlioul danger of their rot- 
ting. Tli<-y uiay be keiit in a cool 
cellar which is not too dry. and should 
remain dormant until ready for use. 

Probably the best method of pro- 
pagating apples in this country is by 
root grafting. The strongest of the 
young slocks are taken up and lieehMl 
in during the atitumn iu a cool cellar 
in. moist sand. 'I'he grafting may be 
done at any lime during the w-iuter, 
l)ut is not usually started until .Janu- 
ary or February. Whip or tongue 
grafting is the method usu;>ll\- ein- 
IJloyed, and as onl.\- the root Is re- 
quired the trunk anil branches are cut 
olT and thi'Cwn away. There beiiig- 
bul little advantage In using tho 
whole root, it niay bo divided Into sev- 
eral pieces, niuch depending on its 
size, i^ach piece should be at least 
four inches l"ng. 

A .>nioolli. sloping cut upwards, 
about two inches long, is made across 
the main i'.ai't of the root most st:it- 
ablo to receive the scion. 'I'lie scion 
Is prepared by euiting off .'i iiicce of 
Iho wood pi-oducod for this purpose in 
the autumn, from four to six inches 
long and with about three well de- 
veloped buds ou it; a smooth, sloping 
cut downwards and. across„it, . is now 
made of aboutithe SameHlength.as.that 
already made oii the" stook:-; Clefts are 
now made on the sloping surface of 
both scion and stock, in the former 
upwards, and In tlie latter dow-n- 
wards. They are then joined to- 
gotlior by ■ forcing the tongue of the 
scion Into the cleft of tho stock. The 
Inner bark, or cambium, of both scion 
and stock, should be in contact, at 
least on one side of the graft, as it Is 
at this point of contiicl where the 
Jinlon begins to take i)lace . In order 
lo ensure n speeil.v- and succi^ssful 
union, waxoil cotloii thread is wound 
tightly around lo bold tho parts tn- 
Kethar, and snftlns .wax ehould be 



rubbed all over where, the parts are . 
joined. 

The operation having . been com- 
pleted, the grafts are packed away 
in moss or sawdust until spring. They . 
are then planted out in mir.sery rows, 
about three feet aptirt ami <uie toot 
apart in the rows, the pidnt of union 
being .about three inches below the 
surface of the soil. The ground 
should tlicn be kept thoroughly cul- 
tivated throughout the season. Homo 
varieties of apples t)irow out roots 
quite readily from tho scion, and after 
a timo they thus . become practically 
on their own roots.'-v ' 

If It Is desired to have a variety 
upon- Its'own, roots; a scion from eight 
to twelve 'inches ■ long may bo "usod,- 
and the graft planted deep in- the' 
nursery row, only leaving one bufl of 
the scion above the surface of the 
ground. I?oots will then bo thrown 
out on the scion, and when the tree Is 
diiR the stock may bo cut away and 
the ti-ee will then on its own roots. 
— Farming World. '

ARTIFICIAL HONEY 

The following interesting facts 
.about'. the manufacture of artillcial 
honey are from a' patier on the sub- 
ject by Professor Herzfeld, read be- 
fore a convention of sugar manufac- 
turers, at Breslau, Germany: 

"When refined sugar is Inverted 
faltered in crystalUno structure) al- 
most completely under eondltlon.'^ 
which have been well determined. It. 
solidllios like naturtil honey after 
standing a long time, but may easily 
be reliquifled by heating. Beo-keep- 
ors have attacked artificial honey, and ■ 
have even gone so far as to .speak of 
it a.s the 'falsification' of hone.v, and 
it has been proposed to oblige manu- 
facturers of artillcial honey to add to 
their product some foreign substance 
which may enable chemists to dis- 
tinguish It from natural honey. 

"Tho addition of Invert sugar im- 
proves the quality of honey by mak- 
ing It more digestible. Besides, sugar 
is the only food which may be pro-., 
duced In ab.solute purity, and Its ad- 
dition should not be considered a fal-;. 
sification. . Beesv.often "visit flowers ■ 
which have disagreeable ,flav,ors,- arid- 
Keller has shown - that real..<jhestnut. 
honey often has a ■■ repulsive ' taste;., 
that from rye has , a flavor of bitter 
almonds; asparagus . honey Is dis-' 
agreeable; coliza honey . is oily; that, 
from onions betrays.iits origin, and so i ' 
on. Such honeys .are .hotaJJly improved ■ 
by the, addition -of ^lnviert;.pugaT.,^ .(,<;- 

"There are numerous extracts for- 
giving the aroma of honey, but none ' 
of them can replace that of the pure 
article. By adding Invert sugar to 
natural honey of strong aa'omai an-- 
excellent result .Is. attalDoa,'f ,.- -' i? . .r;' 



THE POULTRY MAN 

MEAT AS CHICK FOOD. 

Ill a recent report of experiments^ iB' 
feeding chicks, the Rhode Island ek- 
perinient station says: 

The use of the proper proportion of 
animal food will pay a handsome pro- 
fit through decreased mortality and 
increased v.'elghi of the chick.<. In 
feeding, bear in mind that chicks jn !i 
state of nature spend practically all - 
ot their working houra in search of 
food, and that they do not llli their 
crops in ten minutes every cwo hours. 
Feeding should.-.be, as jfar a'a the tlnie 
of the attendaint renders profitable, a 
continuous proce'ss.'Vbut by no means, 
a continuous gorge. "'' . • ' 

The experiment \vliloh led up to- this 
conclusion was- with an incubator 
batch of 2f9 chicks. - These were sep.- 
arated Into lots of about fifty each and ' 
placed In similar broodera. For thirty 
days all conditions were kept alike 
except rations. Pen A wa.n fed a bal- 
anced ration ot grains, nieat.i and 
green food. The chicks grew and 
thrived, niid Hot 'one chick showed 
symiitoins (d' digestive disorder. Tlio 
d^'ath.i amounted to :i.;t per cent, lu 
pen H all animal food %cas witl'held; 
the deaths were liXi per cent, of which 
75 per cent, had bowel trouldi'. Pen , 
t. wa.-! fed ou grain alone, all animal 
food iind all green food being omitted 
from the ration; the deaths wore 
:i2.7 iier ceatj of ,, which 06,5 per cent- 
showed dlgestlve'f'trpiible, ■ In pen p 
all grain foo'd was omitted; the deaths . 
of chicks were 63.7 per cent., of, which 
S.'i.S per CMit. showed bbWel troiible/. 
All the Uvnig chicles were weighed, at 
the close' of the test, and pen A 
showed the greatest aveftige , weight 
for all breeds. ' - ', ' 



FATTENING IN PENS 

Pen feedin.g is the most satl.-ifaclory 
method for the average fanner to use 
in fattening poullry. .\ll of the fowl 
which are to be fattened slmuld • he 
placed 111 a small i)eii, under cover, 
with a mediuin-slzed yard attached. 
They, should be fed three thne-a daily, ■ 
all -- the ' mash they .will eat up clean, ' 
the niash consisting of ground grain / 
mixed with bran or short.-;. If oat.5 or 
barle.v are used selvo out the hulls. 
Make the mash sticky and not to.J 
sloppy. .Skimmilk or butloriiiilk i.s 
belter than water for damping the 
'grain. In addition skinin)ilk should 
be kept before them all tho time, if. 
it Is not available, water may bo used 
for drinking purposes or tho moisten- 
ing of food, but in that case, green 
stuff of some, kind, roots or cabbages, 
should be fed in actdltion to tlie 
!nasli. 

Before being placed in Ih,; j-,.?n to 
fatten, each fowl should bo well dust- 
ed with sulphur to kill all vermin. 
Tills Is very Important as vermin an- 
noys the fowls and prevents them 
from fattening. 

When the fancier will give us a 
brood noted for Its small hones and 
sinews, with plumpness o|' breast, 
r.icaty things, and shortness of legsaiui 
niH-k — a compact, hlock.v bird, with 
plonty <)f -mtJrtt wtd llttlu b9mj--^lhen '.

MENDELISM IN BREEDING 

Tho redlscovQiy or iMondor.s law has 
caused a revolution in plant breeding. 
It is not strango, tliorcfore, that poul- 
try- hrecdera at> well us other animal 
brcodors should ask If it does not also 
offer Iriicin some help. Tla; poultry 
breeder is, in fac-t. espoeially fortunate, 
iiuisniuch as one of tlio most extcnsi v<> 
Bliulies in seieiillfio aiiunal IjieedhiH' 
which has >et appeared Is bastnl on 
poultry. This is "Inheritance in Poul- 
try," by C. B. Davonijort, Station for 
K.\pei'lmental Kvolutlon, Carneg-li! In- 
Btltution. There liuvo also been o.\- 
tonsl^e studies of heredity. in poultry 
by Batei3on and Hurst in England and 
by ErI -In Kansas. 

, Let lis- consider what Mendel's La^v 
is«^ Mo ea-n do this' best by taking ono 
of the crosses reported on in the paper 
referred to above. 

Black Minorcas were crossed with 
Whlto-Crcstcd Black Polish. It is well 
Icnown that Polish fowls have a crest 
or "top-knot," while the Jlinorcas have 
none. Xow, in this cross every single 
ono of the seventy (■iiicks liatclied had 
a. crest. Such inlierf\ance is ca'lled 
filternatlvc — that Is, all the progeny re- 
Bcniblo ono parent in this one respect, 
^^hllc the influence of the other i)arent 
is not apiiarent. \Vhen some of those 
crosb-bred birds wi>re bred together, 
some of tho younpr had crests and 
some had none. The juoportion was 
not far from throe crested to one with- 
out crest. This result ai'eords with 
T^Jendel's Law. In lliis case the crest 
is said to bo dominant anil crestle.ss- 
nesa recessive. A doniiniint character, 
then, is one which la found In 100 per 
cent, of ' tho first generation of hybrids 
and- 76. per cent, of the second generu- 
tlop..i.-!/t'- recos8lvo- cliaractar, on the 
other hand, is found In none of the 
first .generation* but in 25 per cent, of 
the second genemtion.- The real mean- 
ing of this result inay.^o moro x'eadily 
understood, if wo follow the suggestion 
of Dr. Darbl.Mliiro in using colored 
chips. • Lot white chips represent tho 
germ colls (<dthcr speriruitozoa or eggs) 
of the crested birds anil red chips tho 
germ cells of the cre.stless birds. Now 
tho fertilized eggs of the IMlnorca-Po- 
lifih cross will each contain ono crest- 
bearing germ cell and ono non-crest 
bearing germ cell, which wo may re- 
present by two chips, a wldto and a 
red. Since the crest is dominant, we 
put the while chill on toi). Or, if we 
choo.se to represent the whole, result, 
WQ would have a lot of red chips cov- 
ered ' by -while ones. When one of 
tlic.'io crofis-bred chicks grows up, it 
win produce two kinds of eggs, or if a 
cock two kinds of spermatozoa, one 
kind carrying tho crest and the other 
carrying tho Minorca head. Tliere are 
efiual'.numbers of each Idnd.' Wo can 
now represent tho result by putting 
equal numbers of rod tind white chips 
In a hat. Since .one egg will be fertil- 
ized, by but one sperm-cell, we draw 
out o( the hat two diips. The chances 
are (yoii can try It yourself) that ono 
In four times yo\i will get two red 
chlp.H, and two in four that you will 
get II red and a white. Now Ibis same 
thing happens In the fertilizing ' of 
oggH. In liial fourth nf the cases 
wher(> the crest-producnig egg was 
fertilizrd by a I'rcst-produelng si)erma- 
tozoan. the cliick has a en:-st, sunilarly, 
where tho uon-cre.Ht jn-oducing egg was 
fertilized by a non-crrst-i}rorlucing 
sperm-cell, the chicle lias no crest. In 
the oilier BO per cent, the chi< lis liavei 
a crest, only because tho crest is domi- 
nant.

Many charactoristii.-s of poultry gave 
result.^ like this In tho experimental 
crosses. In the ease where Ihe double 
comb of the Polish met llie single comb 
of the Minorca, the hyl.irids of Ihe 
first generation iDIt) had V" sha])i (l 
combs. In the second generation, one 
quarter of the progeny had single 
combs, one quarter double combs.- and 
one-halC with a Y shaped comb. In 
'stlli-tother characteristics, such us 
shape and' size, the Inheritance was not 
alternative at all, but blended, i. e., 
the progeny were intermediate. 

Let US now see how Mendel's I.,aw 
could be used by a poultry breeder. 
Supppsa" there appears among a flock 
o{ fowls a bird having a new and dc- 
•trable charaoterlsttc, which one desires 
to 'perpetuate. For instant, comblos.s- 
WSfai If is not known whether combles.^- 
n$is. is- dominant or recessive, but by 
anftlbgjr-we can assume It Is recessive. 
The progeny of this bird crossed with 
a normal ono will bo all norninl. If wi- 
breed those chicks togetlKM-, Vi will l)e' 
conibleas, and when these an^ bi-i-d lo- 
gethcr, they will breed true. If the m.-w 
characteristic, which desirecl to ijer- 
pctilittc, is known lo he doinlnani, such 
i\K the cre.st, tli'.' priK-i-dure Is more dif- 
flc\ill. Thi-ee-qu.-irlers of t'ne sei-ond 
generation chicks will be erested, imi 
ordy one-quarler will be pui'e domln- 
anls, wlilcli are eapable ,if hreeding 
tnii'. The imlli-ts must he lu'ed to se- 
\'eral cockerels In .sueei-.^sion till mie is 
found which gives all eomhlesj; i hlclis 
from .some of the i)ull(M.-i. 

I\Iend<d'.s T,aw wiW he used. Imwever, 
far moro frequently iu combining (wo 
or more characterlsllcs In tiwi: fowl. 
Although this complicates the wi,rl;, I 
can perhaps nudi(> It <'lear In (wo 
exiimplos. .Snpijose we desired to com- 
bine the silK-y feather of tho silky fowl, 
which has a dark skin, with a .\-ellow 
skill. By consulting the (able l( will 
bo seen that silky fealhers .'ind yellow 
.'<kin,i are both recessive. This m;ilu-s 
their conibinalloa (-asy. Tlie t-hleks of 
tho first generation from the silky 
parent and the yellow-skinned parent 
will be black skinned and plain feather- 
ed. Crossing these chicks togotlier 'A 
of tho progeny will bo silky and % will 
have yellow skin. The birds which 
show both silklness ami yellow skin 
will be 1-16 of the . number. These 
birds bred together will breed true. 
There may be.»some slight Impairment 
of color, which could only bo eliminated 
by gradual selection, ^ yst this Is simp- 
ly because tho Inheritance Is not abao- 
lutoly nltern.'itive. 

If wc lake tho more diflleull task of 
conibinliig two dominant (di.i r.-ielei s, 
the work Is somewhat oompllcatcd. Let 
us, combine the' barred. pluinage of the 
Barred- Plym.outh Rock with tho crest 



of Ihe White Poiisli. In this case the 
first giMieraii(Ui hybrids all show the 
desired i-(Hnbliiutioii of barred plumage 
and erest. liui; we have not yot tho 
object sought, for they will not breed 
true as vet. if wo cross together these 
chicks, i)-lfi of the .second generation 
will show both crest and barred plum- 
age, but only 1-16 is .capable of breed- 
ing true, that is, are DD in the terms 
used above. But these pure dominants 
can only be distinguished from tliose 
tiiat are not pure by actual breeding. 
W'o must, therefore, take the pullets of 
this .secoiul generation, which show 
barred plumage and crest and breed 
them successively with the cockerels 
showing tlu: saiiu^ coniblnation till we 
find oni' which will tlirow all barred, 
crested birds from the same jniUetK.

After reading this, tho poul- 
try breeder will find Davenport's "In- 
heritance In Poultry" (Carnegie Insti- 
tution of Washington) profitable and 
helpful.— Roswell H. Johnson. 



TYPE AND COLOR BREEDING 

It has often been said with much 
Iriiih, "type makes the breed, and 
f.d(jr ilK; variety." .Sniiijusing wc- par- 
aphrast> that from a spi.'elall.\- l)i-eeder 
\ i<-w iioint and sa.v, breeds throw 
t.v].H.s and varieties t-oli.irs; miforlun- 
ad.'l.v i)OUlt.r.\- jud(;es illffer on both 
ty|ie and color, tlicse material founda- 
lioiis lo all breeds; and the onl\- 
nnans of ludding or ilrauing judges 
;ind breed-^rs closer together are the 
.\inerican Poultry ussoeiatlon with its 
st.'iiulard and the t.peclalty club, tho 
latter largely a component part of tho 
feriuer. 

].O.Nperjence of many years in breed- 
ing Plymouth Itocks, Wya udot les, l.)r- 
pingloiis and Ithode Island Iteds, be- 
ing In touch with the bre(>ders at 
large shows and ncuing awards, gives 
ono a pleasant tield of thouglit to revel 
in, and llior<;by grasp a few wholesome 
lessons from past events. 

I will endeavor to point out where 
liie more successful arts in poultry 
ciiKurc reveal themselves, and the 
causes in some instances that waylay 
the amateur. 

KtrUiige to say,. I am .not a convert 
to (lie lheor.v that the male' Is half the 
pen; but liko most I do not bellovo In 
large inatings for results. It has been 
my lot for some rcitson or»other.to 
hre.>d better males than fomawjs; ppV- 
liaps I h!ive' hiid.'.boUcr* males "tlmn fe- 
rialcs to brced'^from. i A good niah? 
will reproduce himself uniiuestionably 
l>rovidlng tho blood lines arc I'jgbt, that 
is, that ho doc^ not happen to be ii 
freak fjlrd or one brought in from an- 
other strain entirely. Kreak birds wo 
are told are often crosses of two dif- 
ferent strains and sometimes even of 
breeds. However, none o£ tho above 
results are my idea of the male |)rov- 
ing himself half tho pen. To prove 
this both Kcxe.s should be of equal 
merit, (liven a female of CKceptlonul 
qtiality and a well-bred male, but not 
of eipial quality, .good results can be 
obtained in progeny of both 8e.vcs. 
More good can be accomplished with 
a good female lino and more faults 
introduced by tho male line. I think 
thi,-: i.'! well uiulcr.^tood by old breed- 
er^; a.^ llie.v prefer to introduce new 
Idoed through a female. A lion with 
a >;iM)d i-omb has power to transmit 
thiit good riuallty, a rose comb hen 
bred to a single comb will usuall.v 
throw rose combs, and with such niat- 
ings a very superior comb can be pro- 
duced. .\ hen with slight fealher.n on 
shanks will tranHinlt this defect to her 
ol'f.-prinr. in a very much larger r.itio 
Hum by using a malo with slight fea- 
thering on ck-an-lcgged iiens, 1 .--ay 
posltlvel\- that good results can he got 
from ele.-m - legged hens ,-iud slight 
fi at liei iiig (in shanks , of cock bird, bur 
a leailieied leggi-d female Is Indeed a, 
dlsapiiointuKMit. .\galn, if a hen has 
wliile in car lobes she will mo,---l .sure- 
ly almost ruin ;i strain from that de-

color. Here wo encounter a much 
tnore dJIllcult,. problem, one wo can not 
solve so readily. Theto seems some 



magic haze surrounding- It, still wc are 
making Kuro progress, especially along 
tho lines of feeds. Here, again, I 
luive found tlic female the .strongest 
bird of the two. Take a buff heu. 
AVhat can you e.xpoot to breed from 
her if she has white in wing or solid 
black in tail'.' Good wings are etisily 
bred ill females, yet in buffs and reds 
we linxc. great trouble lo contend with 
in iiolding sound top color with heavy 
laying. The most useful feed 1 have 
ever ii.scd to maintain surface color 
and make a lieavy laying floclt look 
presentable is linseed meal used in a 
dry mash, (uie poinid to ten iiounds of 
1)1 an, two pounds of cornnieai. two 
pounds line meat meal, two pounds 
line saiul. Used also in smaller pro- 
portion In fe.'ding young stock, oven 
the riotous red will lo-ovv attractive 
under such treatment, Tliis is accept- 
able to rod. Imff and black color de- 
veloiniient but may provi- dangerous 
to .1, white liir.i for sliow condition. 
Hou'ever, a hen Willi a» gnod whili' 
liacklo anil ;i inirple tinge to base of 
new featiiers across liai-lc can be gen- 
erally relied upon lo give white re- 
sults, so also a good sound buff hen, 
but a black hen with luiriilo liurring is 
about useless to produce ;i flock of 
beetle green chicks, however good the 
sire. 

.Vow wo come to two nn-ks on which 
many a goo<l bird is ilasbe<l lo pieces, 
naiuel.v, care and feeding. What culls 
I ha\-e seen from Uie vcr.v choicest 
iiiatiiigsl The causes are lice,, crowd- 
ed quarters, worms .ind colds. They 
make a (puirtel that is hard to separ- 
ate. They really arrest animal growth. 
I!,\- (-a refill hiMidliiig and Judicious 
fe- ding, only the hcsl rcsnlts can be 
obtained. l-'.speelally is this true of 
tho breeding stock and Ihe growing

Some hons.nre not worth tholr keep; 
others produce onpugh to cover tlie 
cost of their handling- Tl^e lien.s that 
pay ar«i those that more than meet the 
expense of money and time necessary 
lo make them worth while. Thcr»' are 
three classes of hens, and tin- last Is 
the one that wo all desiri- and the one 
that we ciin have If willing to pay the 
cost. 

What is necessary to own blrd.s that 
pa\ '.' It ttikcs nioj-e (bun mone.v to do 
this. Yoii e.'jii buy birds that can pa j-, 
but il is auiilhyr thing to liavi- them 
pay you after you own them. Not only 
must lou liave ihe rtght K'ind of hen, 
bill you must, use time and thoiiK'ht in 
caring for her to make her of Ibe 
"jiayiug liind." 

'J'lie inlying hen is uhually buleh<-0 
from a paying atntlli. Tim paying lii-n 
that.comes-out oC.a flqc)c,of good-for- 
nothing biVds'la'^elrtpm m'ijt iind;'is not

tak-es 'mon^y'^';jti.;"takes b'^rn,,,>ien« 
to i>roduee' a flock "of ipaylng-'he^.s. .

Constitution is all Impor- 
tant, the vital organs must be iStrong, 
I'.nd masculinity p.-omirient, for With- 
out these they cannot be impressive 
sires. 

Broad, deep bodies, naturally well- 
coated with llesli, are essentkil, and 
long, well-sprung rib.=; give this for- 
mation; tiieso points along with 
long, deep hlndfiuarlers, dare not be 
overlooked. They must .also be good 
lianiller.s, and •should be possessed of 
an abundant coat of long, line hair. 
You can afford to overlook a rather 
con.splcuous tall head, an unsightly 
horn, ■etc., yet, of course, oilier tliing.s 
betng equal have these minor points 
as nearly perfect as po.sslble, but never 
forget that utility in a sirn is all es- 
sential, and under no circumstance 
sacrifice it simply because In some 
trifling detail he does not reach your 
standard. 

Always remember that tho sire Is at 
least half of the herd, then you will 
more likely realize the enormous ;id- 
vantago of h.-iving that half, which is 
embodied in one animal, of the highest 
possible standard. When the breeding 
of sire and dam for several genera- 
tions back arc tilikc uniforni on both 
side^' of the genealogical tree, the 
dam's Influence on the offspring is 
very marked, although not to the same 
extent as the sire's, but where cither 
one Is of mixed breeding, and most 
cows which produce beef steers are, 
how extremely important it Is that the 
sire should be, not only a splendid 
specimen of a beef bull, but that lii.s 
progenitors should also be of tin equal- 
ly high standard, similar in type, and 
that the mating in cacli case for at 
least the last four crosses back would 
niche well, then when a bull bred In 
that manner is mated with cows of 
mixed breeding, his Influence is im- 
mensely mox-e impressive than the 
dam's, consequently his prepotency 
Will stamp itself in tho offsjiring to, 
at least, a tliree-quarter extent. In- 
dividual excellence in a bull is ex- 
tremely Important, yot without good 
ancestry back of it wc have no reas- 
onable assurance that the sire's su- 
perior qualities will be handed down 
aS a universal heritage to his numer- 
ous progeny. This is Where well-mat- 
ed pedigreed aitinials jhave the ad- 
vantage, and a great advantage it Is. 
Breeding Is merely handing down' the 
merits ■ or demerits of the ancestors. 

If your temaies ftre a poor claSS of 
grades to begln-TVith, and you feel you 
cannot afford better, yearly cull out 
a few of the worat, and on no consid- 
eration sell cows tlmt produce fairly 
early maturers; also be slow to part 
with any' of their female progeny. 
Abundance of Nutritious Cheap Food 
Fodder, bolii aiipetizlng and nutri- 
tious, can be grown - in ;d)undancc in 
the west, and riglit here is one spot 
where a deviation from common iirac- 
ticc would be found profitable, 'J'he 
chief fodder used Is ba.v, (.ul and sav- 
ed whenever couvi-nieut, without any 
thought a.'^ regards nourishment or 
Iial.'itableiiess, A\'itboiil nourisiimeiit, 
gains cannot be made, and, unless lb 
food is well saved, animals will im 
consume it as readily, and it is well 
known Hial a large portion of t.he food 
i-ousnmi.d is reiiuired to inaiiitaln ani- 
mal heat and build up waste tissue. 
(3nly what the animal eats in excess 
of these requirements can lie convert- 
ed into increase of weight. Now if the

■V ;domes to hahd . very opportunely. It 
yji'does not, however, discusa In any way 
;sJ«the convpllcated Quostion of Eastern 
politics — hardly makes allusion there- 
to, OToeipt, In a. useful preface by Mr. 
Douglas Sladen. The volume in fact 
alms, at representing tlie life of iiie 
.Shah and bis people, and. unlike many 
volumes! of Itsiklnd, the title la strictly 
accurate. While Hr. . Sladen has not 
visited Persia himself, his-, collabor- 
ator, Mr. de Lorey/ has the undoubted- 
advantage of having spent > two years 
In the country as a member of th>s 
I'^'rencli legation at the Court of Te- 
heran. Their method of collaboration 
Is due to the suggestions of Mk Sladen, 
and follows the lines of his volume en- 
titled "Queer Things About Japan." It 
may be said at once that the contents 
and the general scheme make it mani- 
fest that tliey have contrived to V^ork 
together in a noticeably successful 
fashion. It Is no extravagant claim 
that the indolent reader, who merely 
■•wishes, to be. thoroughly! amused, and 



tho more .serimis person, who wislics 
to obtain a general Idea oC Persian life 
and i^er.sian ways and eliaraoter, in all 
llkelllinod will bo equally satisfied 
after reading the book. Mr. do I.,orey 
gives a highly dlverlins account of his 
txiierienees In taking a house in tlie 
Eiifopean (luarter of Teheran, cngaK- 
inpr servants, Iniying horses, wandering 
about the streets, shopping in the baz- 
aars, and so lortii, winding up with a 
lively aeeount of a visit to the Cau- 
casus and Persian Kurdistan, lie tells 
many Interesting s'.ories, such as the 
one recounting the inanner in wldch a 
boy was found to lake the plaee of a 
cat which had been tlie Shah's mascot, 
as well as others more humorous In 
character.. To auote a passage from: 
the introduction: . 

"Mr. de.Xiorey has v.ery wisely de- 
voted a large portion of his attention 
to the position of women in PerslJ^. 
His aocounl of the. Teheran Palace lot 
the King of Kings; of the Peacock 
Throne, whoso jewels are valued at six 
millions sterling: • of the htige terres- 
trial globe mfide of solid gold encrust- 
ed with jewels: of the Shah's diplo- 
matic receptions and review of his 
troops, will bave less fascination for 
many a reader than the detailed ac- 
count of his harem, derived from the 
doctor of his favorite wife. . . . . 
It is full of queer facts about street 
drgs, hashlsb-snioking, the tricks of 
Dervishes . . . the Persia tea- 
house, the^bducated nightingale, musi- 
cians, acrobats, wrestlers, the daii'cers 
in the harems, Persian food, banquets, 
gambling, the Persian's unrivalled 
skill in lying, his Ideas of women's 
beauty . . . leniporarj marriages, 



weddlnKK, divorces, polysaniy . . . . 
the Shah's craze for novelties and be- 
ing photographed, the suite of thou- 
sands thai accomnanies him wlion he 
is travelling, the fate of reforms, the 
newspaper which only Hvcd a day . . 
the .Sliali's hitter-boxes ant^ telephone 
olficeH for coninlaluts from his sub- 
jects, the Persian's Idea of watcrwork.s 
and gasworks, his. aystotn. for, robbing 
tlie mails, his calertdar,.ahd.hls faith in 
astrologers." 

Clearly the study is an entertaining 
assortment of things Persian, and in- 
deed so comiireliensive is its scope It Is 
a matter of some difficulty to select 
tho best whore all arc uniformly good. 
A groat many people no doubt have 
boon puzzled regarding the precise ori- 
gin of a word which was in everyone's 
month a few years ago-r-khakl. In 
common with paradise and satrap, 
which have come to us by way of the 
Greeks, it is taken from "kliak," the 
Persian word for mud. Niiiniu'ous n.a- 
tlonal characteristics and customs arc 
well brought out. lOvcry year, for in- 
stance, tlu' Shah on his birthday h.on- 
ors the Cranil A'ix.ler with a call. A 
Kreal honor for the Vl/.ier, It Is a ver\- 
expensive one as well, because he is 
practically compelled ta welcome his 
Royal master with present of gold 
coins, which arc stated as aggregating 
not less than a thousand pounds, and 
occtisliiiially even tvuo nr three thous- 
and pounils, oiu\ except perhaps 
a stra.\' American mlllldiialre. will be 
disposed to ren-ard sucii i^eneriisit.\- 
with eciuaniniily. Nor Is It any won- 
der that -the (Jrand Vizier cunsidi'i-s 
such visits as a sort of tax. AkoIii, 
wo are told, when the .ShiUi thinks ho 
can inako .a good bargain he pays a 
visit to a very rich man, the present 
being discussed in advance by cham- 



berlains, and so enormous has been the 
exaction at times somo functionaries 
have been nearly ruined by the Royal 
condestensloR. Although Persia pos- 
sesses largo numbors of trooiis, as has 
been the way of Oriental potentates 
for ages, wo have It on the word of 
Mr. do I.^oroy that those about Telier- 
an appear as unmartial as saiidwloh- 
mon. The dancing of Europeans at 
balls Is regarded with .suiiremo con- 
tempt, for diinoing ia Persia is not an 
amusement but !i trade. Other sharp 
contrasts are found in tho facts that 
Persians dispense with tables; though 
no writers lor publication purposes, 
thoy always write on one. side of tho 
paper only, for the simple reason;,how- 
ever, that blottlng-papor Is unknown, 
and even sand is not used — a common 
enough method ]':nst ;nid West till that 
happy inventor bit on the more mod- 
orn device; and madmen are allowed 
to go free, a characteristic of course, 
common to all the lands of Islam, flere 
Is a ^5l;etcll of ,-i typical l-'ershni, \vhom 
Mr. de J^orey hits off very neatly: 

"One of tlie most fascinating Per- 
sians \vhoni 1 met was his llhrhness 
Z(jhir-ed-Dowleh, tho rainlster of cere- 
monies of his Majest,\- .M usii ri er-i ■ i -i ni. 
whoso sister he had married. He be- 
longed to the Iinperial tribe of Kazara. 
His father haa left hlrA an immense 
fortune, and nearly all the European 
(luarter belonged to him. But, very 
penerous and Orientally lavish, he 
spent a great part' of It, and on be- 
coming a Dervish gave tho rest away. 
. . . . His palace, nowly built, was 
divided, like every Persian house, Into 
two ])arts; the "oinlerounr" or liareni^ 
a huge white building with gardens in 
Its quadrangles; i^nd occuping the cen- 
tre of a park, the "beroun," his recep- 
tion apartments, which looked like .'a 
lantern, bolng glazed all' round, and en- 



circled with a colonade. • Several rooms 
were furnished in EJuropeah style . . . 
One roorri only ' in this palace was 

kept quite Persian; it was the library, 
furnished with bookcases, carpets, and 
cushions; it was a sort of sanctuary 
of a poet, and Zehir-ed-Dowleh is a 
jioet, one of tlio most delicate and iire- 
cious poets of tho jireseiit time. He Is 
a tall, handsome man with mysterious 
and fathomless eyes— eyes which look 
into the heart; his heavy nKUistache, 
carefully brushed up, shadows a rather 
sardonic smile, . expressive , of , a £reo 
mind, ' which Islam has not encircled 
with Jts' iron grlpi Under his Kolah 
curls hair nearly fair. His engaging 
gestures, his soft voice, his ex(iulslto 
politeness, and his conversation, bright 
and always adorned with extremely 
poetical ideas, make him a most 
charming host. He has remained Pnr- 
sian in the.bost sense of tho word, iuid 
very often reminded me of the per- 
sonaRes in the "Thousand and Ono 
Nights," especlall.v connected with his 
functions at Court." 

Reference has already been made to 
the little boy who succeeded a cat as 
mascot to the predecos.'^or of the iiw- 
scnt Shah. lie was. It apiiears, t)u> 
same boy who accompanied him nn 
Ills Europeart travels In the seventlcH. 
The story of his seliiction is excellent- 
ly related by Mi', de Eorey, and forms 
ono of the most Interesting passages 
In the book, which no reader should 
miss. In the light of tho well-known 
courtesy and politeness of Persians It 
Is not a little curious that wo should 
he told that "the same man who di-ops 
rose iietals under your I'l'ot In order 
to make them avoid the hardness of 
the road will not In'sltate to make you 
suffer tho most cruel tortures. He de- 
lights in tho murmur of the rivulet in 
the mountain, but the sound of blood 




flowing from an open wound has also ] 
for him its fascination. Tho singing 
of tho nlghtlngalo fills him with raji- 
turo in the night, but ho ciuivcrs witli 
lileasurc at the cry of pain from a 
victim." All inon, or most men at all 
events, in Persia are consummate 
thieves and liars. Tho tales told . o£ 
jictty thefts especially are astonishing. 
On one occasion the. suspicions of Mr. 
do Xiorey were aroused, in. connection 
with hls-^petrdloumSkes.^ Beside It 
stood a' bottle^ full of the oil, and ho 
conjectured that It went homo with a 
particular servant overy night for do- 
mestic punioses. Accordlngl.v ho emp- 
tied It Into tho keg and filled It witli 
water wltliont saying anytlilng to tho 
man. Two days later he inciulred liow 
the lamps had been burning in tiic 
man's home. CharactorLstlcally enough 
the fellow began by being astonished, 
then blushed, then laughed, saying, 
"Tho sahib is very clover!-" On tho 
other count, that of -lyin^. It appears 
that "the Persian docs not consider ly- 
ing a sin. Ho thinks that we have a 
bad opinion of lying because we do 
not know how to lie, and if ho shows 
an unbounded confidence in everything 
the ICuropoans say it i.'i.ehlefh- h. r.ms.- 
ho thinks we are totally devoid of the 
gift." Mr. de Lorey had occasion to 
buy somo fine tobacco, which strucK 
iilm as remarkably cliea]), but on ob- 
serving the seller slyly depressing the 
scale with his finger he remonstrated, 
"What," ho rejoined, "do' you Imagine 
that I am going to give tobacco of that 
fineness at four krans the pound If I 
do not put my thumb on the scale'.'" 
These pertinent points will afford the 
reader a means of Judging Persian 
character In some of Its least admir- 
able manifestations. In short. In Per- 
sia thieving and lying arc really among 
the fine arts. Contrariwise:. / 
"He Is, however, an exquisite bolng —

A neighbor of theirs, Miik'.iaiiied- 
sh.akli, took pity on them. Multliaiiied- ! 
shakli was neither jKuir nor rich; ho , 
had led a straight mode of life and was ■ 
a good m;in. He recalled the lui.^pita!- 
Ity of Ilya.s, took pity on hiin and 
said: "Come to me, Ilyas, you and your 
old woman. During the summer vnu 
Will w&rk In the garden according to 
your strength,, and in the winter vou 
will feed, the cattle, ^nd Shamshemagl 
will milk the mares and make koumiss, i 
I will feed and clothe both of you.

Greek Shops In New York 

In that section of New York west of 
Sixth Avenue which extends from 
Twenty-seventh to' Fortieth street, one 
will find a lot of little '5hops where 
food products from Greece ;(nd some 
of the largo Islaiuls of the (ireeian 
archipelago a.re on sale, says the .N'ew 
York Times. These shops are kept by 
Creeks, and liirgely for the pnr|)ose of 
supplying their own countrymen with 
:irlicles of diet that appeal strongly to 
the I ;i-ecl:in palate. 

•riie.^e ;irlii-le~ are w-liat are known 
as ■■:uixillary foods.' the Creek mor- 
chanls of New York not dealing in the 
staide foiiilH of their <-ouutry. 

The lutiln product Imported from 
Greece Is the Corinthian current. Ono 
firm of Greeks which does business In 
New York Import IS, 000 tons of Corin- 
thian currants amnudly. h'i.gs .also fig- 
ure largely in (he lni|inrtations from 
Creece. and thougii thedr quality is 
ronsiilerahly inferior te that of the 
.Snivrna t igs or of ( ':illforiila, they are 
ver.N- good and are highly esteemed by 
Ihe New York- i;:-(ciaiis. 

The (h-eek mereh:ints also sell a 
gi'eat niiuiv cheese.^ wliic/i they Import 
from (heir home land. Some of these 
cheeses are made from sheep's mlk, 
some from goals' milk, and some from 
a mixture of the two. 

In all of tho Greek 'shops one finds 
quantities of the black, or rlpej olives, 
which are sold at 12 cents a pound; 
delicious green poppers, pickled In 
vinegar, which also sell at 1- cents 
a iiound, and an almond pasle, made 
f.-oni honey and powdered almonds, 
which sells at .^0 ceius for a three- 
pound iKick'.age. 

The.^i> groceries ;ilso keep what Is 
called C:ilam-ita. olive oil, which 
fetidies ?1.7ri for a gallon can. 

A small (li-leil fish, something like a 
sprat, is a fh-eek iirodiict to which 
Americans talie kliully. Another Cre- 
cian fish min.di e:iten by New York 
Greeks Is the octopus or devil fish. 
Amerlcaiis r:ir( ly have the courage to 
experiment with this article. 

Mo.^t of tho Greek merchants sell 
Grecian confectionery, of which Amer- 
ican?i, as well as Greeks, are extremely 
fnnd. There are some shops In New 
Y'ork which find It profitable, to deal 
exclusively In this' confectionery. 



The Toronto Globe directed tho at- 
tention of a lady well known in To- 
ronto's social life to the following 
words 1'rom Canon AVelch's sermon: 
"There is a grave amount of exces- 
sive drinking among women, which 
never reiiches a point of positive In- 
toxication,. but it Is hardly loss deadly. 
I.s. there a man hero, who does not 
kiiow someone who is tottering, as It 
were, on the brink of a precipice?'" A 
conscientious, careful statement was 
a.^ked as to her experience. Here Is 
her answer: 

In reading the sermon preached by 
Rev. ('anon Welch some d;iy.^ ago <m 
Ihe occasion of the visit of tlie Ancient 
and llonoraldi.> Artilhu-y t'ompany, it 
aiipeared to one who for three genera- 
tiims ai least has seen much of T(U'on- 
to and its society that tho anathema 
hurled with sucli vigor was hardly de- 
served. To ;inyoue who knows the old 
life of this or .any other large town 
cciines Llie remembrance that every 
gcnlleinan's house then had Its wine 
cellar as u matter of course. I have 
In my possession a letter written by 
my grandfather, who wonders If tlu^ 
•"pine of Madeira, coming from Eng- 
land, should not go twice round the 
Cape before landing in Canada." 

In those days of big dinner parties 
from twenty to thirty men would con- 
sumo dozens of bottles of wine, re- 
n-ialnlng at the table until the ladies 
wearied Iheniselves with platiludes in 
tho draw-ing-i-ooin. 'I'hat \v:i.< looked 
on as the oi-din:iry thing. .\"o\\- It would 
not be tolerated. .Not so long ago as 
the days of one's graiul|iarents both 
beer and wliie-~gener:ill.\- two kinds 
were commonly drunk twice a day at 
UKjal.?. a cask of ale being always kept 
on hand, and that in the homes of the 
most temperate citl/.eus; but a line 
Wedgewood beer jug, with sliver top. 
In daily use for half a century, has 
been .a sideboard ornanlent for 35 
years. ' 

Then— mothers nursing ciiildren (all 
honor bo to them) wore invariably or- 
dered porter lU' stout to strengthen 
theni for tludr duties; now — who 
thinks of such a Ihing on the part of 
either doctcu-, patient or nursoV At 
children's jxirties what w:is given as 
tlu- beverage at supiiei-'.' "Port wine 
negus," hot and spiced. Now cliildron 
never .see anytli'ng but lemonade, and 
for one part.\- in tlie old days there are 
a', least ten during the holidays. 'I'he 
i'rdlni(ry tonic given to young girls was 
port wine, oftei'i mixed in arrmvroot. 
nr soaked with "bark"; that is almost 
an unheard-of thing now. 

New Ye:ir's Day, not to speak of 
any otluu- day, was marked In liomiMi 
by tables set. with wine (always port 
aiid sherry) In huge decanters, unlike 
those pretty, artistic ones of the iire- 
spiit, and Ihnmrs, which were always 
pressed on the dozens of visitors who 
began their rounds before 12 o'clock. 



Now wine is rarely. If over, seen on 
any reception day, oillclal. or otherwise, 
hot tea and coffee' being invariably 
g'.ven. At entertainments, where the 
most formal suppers are the rule, wine 
or spirits are never seen on the table, 
tiny tumblers of claret chps, occasion- 
ally lig;htest champagne cups, with 
lemonade (often taken in preference) 
are given. 

In society now-a-days ladles' lunch- 
eons are a very favorite form of enter- 
tainment. If one looks round a gath- 
ering of perhaps sixteen to twenty 
half tho glasses might be empty, to no 
one's astonishment. In former days 
such a thing might be considered Ill- 
bred. The wine consumed at a society 
dinner table now might fairly be com- 
pared as nil to that of forty or fifty 
years ago. Contrast the glasses of to- 
day with the "no heel-taps" of our aii- 
c.-.'-Aors, Willi thin cut-glass balls for 
stems, so that thoy must be drained 
Lcfoi-e replenisliing, siicli as were seen 
on Toronto diniKu' tables in the last 
century. 

At tlio nian.v idubs ot nuut iind wo- 
men wine may lie drunk, of course. A 
short time ago I watched a small jiarty 
Willi soiiK^ curiosity. I''our people had 
one botile of chaniiia.gno, with mineral 
water; nearly tli(> sa.nn> thing, with 
another In ;iroporlion, and this not 
once or t\vice, but main- times. "Rridge 
j-ia riles" are spoken of ivith. !|ori-or, a^; 
comluiMve to the terrible incre:ise of 
ilrinliing. I imagine no one who fol- 
lows the game and plays it frequentl.v 
could possibly indulge tc; excess, as in 
:i sliort time there would Ik; no ii:(rt- 
licrs. l?ri<l.g^ Is inuon too seriously 
taken to be thus trifled with, and the 
:efreslimenl offered afterwards is al- 
.iiost invarlahlv of tho lightest de- 
scription, with tea .and coffee. 

At "afternoon teas," to which our 
women of faslilon go to an average of 
perliaps ten .a v/cek during the season 
of gayoly, wliat does one see on the 
pretty t;d)les as the general rule? Tea 
i.nd coffee at their end, presided over 
by two friends of tho hostess. Perhaps 
one out of twenty may have lemonade 
and claret cups in addition, and as a 
"tea" usuillj' Is ov^r within thb hour 
and a half, ono fails to sec that tho dis- 
sipation can .be great. 

Of course, as in case- of. all large 
and growing cities, there :must be sad 
exceptions;,, thatc^ould iebo, ■ so under 
any circum8tahceis;'i'but(/j;itB seems in- 
credible In face'' of whatfoiie sees and 
knows that among the educated; fash- 
ionable or most widely known classes 
of society drinking Is on the Increase. 
During many seasons of attending 
dances, dinners. luncheons, teas, etc., 
the Instances of a man or woman seen 
drunk could be counted on one hand. 
The same Is true of .the much-abused 
race courses either here or in Hamil- 
ton. Tho vastly Increased immigration 
from all countries, and tho lack of de- 



how can. one iJolp admiring lilrn? If 
he has"1f fIifit5td,:;om^ for 
his charm : and"' fasciiiattonj-lie aes^ 
our Indulgence for theJrest.'.'^'Blnce'.jils 
religion and his governth(BntiHa.ye-6oh-,' 
demned him for many centuries to ev- 
ery species of dissimulation, servitude, 
and baseness, to tho atmosphere of 
yncortalnty for tho morrow, the ab- 
sence of justice and of rights.

U is strange but true that wo have 
a larger proportion of illiterates In 
this country than mo.3t Kuroipe.an 
countries. Of all the recruits in tho 
Germtin army In 1903, only one In each 
2,500 \Mis Illiterate. In Sweden and 
Norway It was one In 1,250; III Den- 
mark, one In fiOO; In Switzerland, one 
In 166; in Holland, one In ^(11; .'In 
France, one In 16, . In 1902 In^JEngland, 
one man in ; forty and .one •/'Wiiiinan'-ih 
forty were ?' unable to write''? ..their 
names when they were married. 'Abpiit 
four-fifths of tho Amertcau illiterates 
were born among tho mo-st unfavored 
people of tho Old World. Bnt that 
fact must not blind us to the other fact 
that we have too many illiterates born 
in this country.

Two women Friends, passlne: through 
Victoria and Vancouver from I3ng- 
land u'itb "a concern" to vlHlt the 
Kcuttered l''rlendB in New iJcaland, have 
been the occasion of .several notices 
in the dally i)re.«s, and reminded us 
again of tho e.\l.sleiieo of this numer- 
ically iiifcilgiilUcanL body of believers, 
wlio with the <iuletnes.s of the "leaven- 
lild In tlirec measures of meal" luivo 
(lone Ko -.nueh beyond tliclr apparent 
power to Inatil their doclrincs in the 
tho hearts of men and nations. 

"Tlio concern" of John Wooliiian, 
the cobbler, t-aint and patriot, for tho 
condition of llie slave.'i, that led him 
from one Quaker homo to anotlicr in 
America and Jinglaiid to unburden his 
soul on this question, was the means 
of prcnulofjy; the leaven of whoso 
the curse of slavery many years earl- 
ier tliiui any oilier body, and left llio 
Iciivcn worldng in many hearts to 
culminate at last in a rational and In- 
ternational repudiation of tho traffio 
In human <'hattel.'i. 

Ifow far-reachincr in its cffoot.s wa.s 
"the concern" of .Tohn Howard for the 
condiliun of jirjsoiior.s In J'lngland and 
Kui-upe. Wliat a power was that — 
surely the divine weirking through the 
feeble huiiian in.stnniienl thai en- 
abled one man's inliueiK'e, and ho not 
one of thi> great or ijowerful in the 
world, to re\-oUitioni/,(.' the foundations 
of ])hreiHdogy; the leaven of whose 
Jiiessage still wnrh.s ilirougli the now 
universally received canon that all 
punlslimont should be remedial ratlior 
than retributive in Us aim. 

This n;iturally romlnds us of the 
similar ■■concern" of Kli/.a.beth Fry, 
for t.lic condition of women prisoners, 
who, in hei- time were thrown into 
pilsou to herd with men and other, 
percluinco, viler women without re- 
gard to decency or taiiilatlon; -so Unit 
It was practically iniposslble for 
woiuen-and children incarcerated for 
some comparatively venial offence to 
pass through such a human cesspool 
without a moral conteiniination that 
would cling to them for life, and in its 
turn contaminate othors. What this 
gentle, hfgh'bred woman must have 
suiTered In her ministry to tihcse un- 
fortunates lies beyond the ken of our 
imagination). Tif&nk Cod. tho leaven 
\vorUe4 so th4t these conditions liave 
gone forever. 

Going still farther back towards tlie 
human source of Quakerism, we re- 
call the dominant flgure of TVilUam 
Penn, whose "concern" for a righteous 
government, where aU wen should be 
oiiual, with a voice in their own gov- 
ernment and freedom to wor- 
.■-hlp God according to tho 
dictates of their conscience, that 
should rule throJigh peace and Justice 
without the aid of sword and spear, 
was hnjusht to practical test by the 
gift from James II. of the tract of 
country afterwards known as Penn- 
sylvania, with its eapital, the City of 
Qrotherly- ■Love. -What a romance that 
experlmstit was! T|tie only colony es- 
tablished without massacre ef li^dians 
— tha ojily community whioh In its 
turn was not in constant terror of In- 
dian raids and massacre! And how 
ii(!avenly the experiment of suffrage 
\vas persevered with, oven when it 
culminated In the defeat of Quaker 
rule, and war and perseeution ruleil 
there a.« it did the world over. All 
honor to tliose whoso f.aith and vision 
was so far ahead of their age, and 
wlinsn experiment, though a failure, 
was .also u prophesy of government 
that has been fulfilled in many points 
nnd promises even yet a complete Jus- 
titicatlon. when nations shall no lon- 
ger decide their differences by tho 
ivage arbitrament of bloodshed, any 
ire than individuals, 
.■\nd thus our thouglil.s travel hack 
to George l-'ox, the apostle of Quaker- 
ism, determined and steadfa.st .'is ada- 
mant, yet willingly submitting to ;ill 
the wrath .'iiitl contumely th.'it his eno- 
niies could pour upon him; bl,:iidiiig 
in his inake-n|i rleep inysticism and 
the most practical i-otninon sense, an 
ahsnluto reliance and quiet waiting 
upon the Divine will with a strenuous 
activity tlial iu;vi-r ;-;.i;'ked ;in<l nev,-r 
\,-earied. .'\ combi'iaii-m that Is still 
the goal of his fol i- .'-rs and, more or 
less, tho possession nf ih.isi- who have 
proved the greatest jiow.-r in I he work 
of the worhl, Horn In the 17th cen- 
tur.v, when th(> KngliKb Hihie had only 
recently become the possession of the 
common peoiil,,-; when the thrall of 
till- Uoniish priisthood had not long 
bi-eii brolci'ii and the veil of Ignorance 
and supeislition v.'as hut slowly lift- 
ing from the minds of men who ha.d 
r.ir eeiUiii-ies accepted tlm dictum of 
ihiMr r.-llnv.'inen ;is to \vhat was true 
and wiial false, and had lost all sense 
of individual ri'Sponslblllly and pr-r- 
sonal rrlatlon to the Creator; he found 
himself surroundi'd by n miintliiile of 
t .'a<.-hr-rs, most of whom were verlt- 
ablii v,ind-hags of doctrine and re- 
ligious iihraseology ; whose lives iimr)- 
ly proved their hypocrisy and ompti- 
ness. Going from one to another of 
these so-called teacliers for guidance 
that would bring him thai peace ami 
communion wllh Clod which tils soul 
or.aved, and of wliicli they had neither 
exporieni-e nor knowledge, he was al 
last driven In uiion himself, and by 
eai'nest seeking and wrestling in his 
own spirit bron,^lit to light tlie long j 
buried and foi-golten truth that Ood | 
was not afar off hut nigh unto lilni, 
even In Ills hetirt and his mind. ' 

This truth of the Divine Spirit with- j 
in man — "tho Word th.-it llghtedi (-very] 
man coming into tiie woi-id," •'the i 
Spirit that beareth \vllness with our 
spirit that we are ehildi eii of fiod," I 
that cries within ns ■■Abba l''ather," i 
was the great basic truth C.'orgo h'ox 
proclaimed over the l(!nKlli and 
breadth of Knglitnd, as well as in many 
other places; and it was the logical 
developm.-'nt of this truth along all 
lines that leti to many of the peculiar- 
ities o£ doctrine and practhie among 
tho Society of i."'rlendri, or Quakers as 
tliey are more commonly called, as 
well as to the iicrseeiitioiiH which they 
suffered until the great tnilli gradu,-a- 
l.\' permeated the whole of Cliristian 
thought, which Is more or less the 
case In every section of the C'hrist i:in 
Church today, ;ilthougli not logically 
followi-d to Its conclusions.

Although sumptuary 
laws were no longer enforced, it was 
still strongly entrenched In custom that 
each class should dress (.distinctively, 
all men being equal Jjofore 'God, the 
Friends, reasoiied! there should be no 
class distincUohs- amongst^^the folfow- 
crs of .the lOAVIy ,Nazarone, ,.aad -'since 
it was impracticabio for peasant's'Ho 
dress as lords, and - liumiUty , became

costumo, 

arics of fashion ill became a disciple 
oC Christ, the dress remained until it 
was obsolete, peculiar, an object of 
derision to outsiders, and perhaps at 
times an occasion for religious pride 
to those within the foljj. It will in- 
deed bo well If Friends, In discarding 
the obsolete will still hold fast to the 
doctrine of simplicity in apparel and 
furniture that so' well accords with 
tlielr avowed faith in the equality of 
all before God. 

Tho peculiarities of speech — the 
itso of "thco" and "thou" — had a sim- 
ilar origin. It was during the reign of 
the Stuart dynasty thiit tho fashion 
iuoso of speaking to superior^ with 
tho plural pronoun. To the equality 
io\ ing Quaker all alike from sovereign 
down were "tbee" and "thou."

It was icnown tliat 
tlie Hoyal letters and papers had been 
lilaeeil in their hands, and people cor.- 
tainly expected that tiie. result woul,d 
be something more i than a ,voluine of 
selections edited witli nbt,es;,'-Ini«.these 
days when everybody's life is written, 
it is natural that people should- expect 
an official and authoritative account 
of -.a life of such linlverstil and unique 
interest as that of Queen '\nctoria. In 
■ that expectation there Is notiiing inere- 
•1.V Inquisitive or iinpcrtineiit. On the 
contrary it is tlie inevitable result of 
(ho plain fact tliat a Koveregn is tlie 
most public of all i)iihlic persons, and 
that no Sovereign's life and iiersonallty 
was ever followed with such loyal and 
afecthmate attention as Queen Vic- 
toria's was from iier acco.ssiuii to lier 
death. One, nl least, of the present 
editors has gl\'en proof of bis (luallfi- 
eatlons fm- writing a great blograph.v. 
Was it lm]jossible to ask the iilographer 
eif .Arcliblshoi) P.enscm to become the 
bio.graplicr of tlie great Qiioen under 
whom the Archbishop sorvi?d'.' -^,Xu 
iloubl the first task, laborious as^il 
was, would almost appear liglit in com- 
parison with the second. But the first 
was accomplished in the scanty lei- 
sure of an Eton master, and gave 
proof of an unusual power of dealing 
rapidly with a largo majs of material 
a.s well as of handling high matters 
riC Churcii and State with Judgment 
and wltli effect. It seems a pity that 
a greater opportunity has not boon 
given to .■\lr. Penson's present greater 
liesure. That, however, has not lieen 
done, and the present publication is 
not a biograidiy but a collection of let- 
ters, v.'hich can never be at all the 
same thing to the mtiss of reiuler.s. 
'i'lie ver.\- best letters in the world— 
l''if/goraId's, or ('eiw])er's, or Madame 
do Sevigne's — are apt to seem monot- 
onous when they stand alone; the 
reader gets weary of the limitations <if 
tho ei>istolary form, litit the letters 
in these Vi.)lumes cannot, from the ver,\' 
n;iture of things, lia\e the merits of 
tho best letters. It is true' that they 
ai'o the work- of a good many differ- 
ent liands, and that, of cour.se, tends 
to relievo their sameness. But, to set 
against that, they have special disad- 
vantages. The large .majority of them 
are ilettera; wrlttehj.by- or addressed to, 
a Soverelghi with the groat Interest, ot 
course, but also with something of the 
weiglit and formality, of official doou- 
monts. Many of them suf£j?r from a 
still more serious drawbaclc. Of tho 
letters that fill the first fifty pages 
of tho second volume, nearly half, 
twenty-three out of fifty-one. arc 
written in tlio third >ierson. That is 
probably .•ibouf tho proportion llirough- 
oul, and It is obvious tliat tlie read- 
ableness of the book must suffer a. 
good deal in consequence. I'^verybody 
who has ever written ii long letter In 
the third person has an unpleasant 
luemoi'.v of the tedloi.isnes.s and llfe- 
lessiiess of the process; and what Is 
so (lidl to write is not generally very 
lively to read. Tlii're is therefore', no 
use ill denying lliat the interest of 
these volumes lies rather in siilistam:e 
than in foryi. They do not give 
quilo tlie vivid and brilliant picture 
of the times, as the.v appeared when 
seen from the Tlirone wliieh a Life 
niiglit and probably would have given 
us. That opportunity ha.s, for tho pre- 
sent, at any rate, been lost. The editors 
h.ave given their work tho advantage 
o^ Mr.. Morley'a criticism before issu- 



ing it; but it W'tis neit in tlieir pro- 
vince apparently to attempt any rivtilry 
With him, or to give us another great 
political biography of the typo of the 
Gladstone and Granville biographies. 
Their book, indeed, appeals to the same 
sort of readers, for its contents are 
overwhelmingly political. But lioro 
the readers have to construct tlie pic- 
ture for themselves; ail, or almost all, 
the editors give them is the material 
for it. It is true that I hoy dnclare in 
tlicir preface that tiieir object has 
been "to pnblisii sneciiuens of such 
documents as would servo to bring 
out the develoiuaeni ii( the eini^'U s 
oliaractor and lilsposltion and to gi\'e 
typical instances of her methoiis in 
dealing with pcditical and social nitil- 
ters — to produce, in fact, a bool; for 
Prltlsh eltiVHiis and nrlllsh subjects 
rather than a book for students ot 
p(ditleal lilslia-\-." But In fad, they 
ha\-e tlone the latter much more than 
the former. Tin: QiU'cn's cliaracttii' is 
lierc. of course; l.uU it Is her polltleal 
ch.'iracter almost entirely, tnid nut her 
private character. There are no let- 
ters to her, mother, for inHtance, nont: 
to her children, and hardly luiy to tiny- 
body that are not almost .cjitlroly talcen 
up with public affairs. .The book Is, 
In fact, pre-eminently "a book for 
students of political history"; it lit a 
mass of material for the future his- 
torian of tho reign. Thei' Queen 
emerges, of course from this last or- 
deal of publicity, as from all' tho 
others, entirely imsi'.itlu'd, with an add- 
ed luilo of wisdom ;ind couriigo, and 
wholehearted devothjii to tlie piiVilIc 
good. Of the woman, as apart from 
the Queen, this book li;is litiii? to tell, 
though it Is needless to say that all 
that little renews the old impression 
of the warm liearl, and the brave, 
sincere, absolately straightforward 
cliaractor. That is as ever.v one l;iunv 
it woidd be. The memory of Queen 
Victoria lias no disclosures to fear: 
'■\Vliate\-er record leap to light, She 
shall never be shamed." 

We have frankly eonfess(>d th.'it the 
hook has its elefi^cts and ilisapiioint - 
niciils; but, when till has been said, 
it is still, for the rig;ht reader, a book 
of intense and entlrralllng intrest, The 
rigiit readet' is the. lover of history 
and great affairs,' find particularly the 
reader with- the political bias \yho.lias 
|felt the fascination of the eternal bat- 
:tle of Westminster. For him these let- 
ters give the most delightful, perhaps, 
of all sensations — second only to tliai 
of being himself one of the actors — 
the sensation of being always behind 
tho scones.

The supreme Interest, of course, lies 
In the. Queen herself. . To bo a'constl- 
tuHonal Sovereign 1b prolmbly to be 
tlie most difficult thing in the world. 
Tho Sovereignty and ttio constitution- 
alism are so verj- iiwliward to recon- 
cile, and the differences between liiein 
so apt to cro]) up at ever.v turn! They 
may be said, in one .sense to fill this 
book. The Qin'cn was from the first, 
and jirobahly to the last, very tenacious 
oi: her rI,TlUs as .Sovereign. She never 
tried to use them for an.v personal or 
sidfish e)l.)jects, but sbn believed that 
she held them as trustee for the l^er- 
maneiit Inti'rcsts of the nati(m, and 
was determined never to see them in- 
fringed without protest.

The natural prejudices 
of a Sovereign,^ one of that family of 
crowned heads wjitch always feels it- 
/seU a - class apart'- and has a -tender- 
Vess even, for Ub least worthy members, 
combined with tJie legaliiitf oC her dis- 
position to make the. Queen look 
sometimos at European cheCngas al- 
most from the point of view of a kind 
of Ro.val family solicitor. The notion 
of the rights of certain august iicrsoii- 
ages, and of the government of cer- 
tain tracts of land as their heritable 
propert.v, llngerc<l in her mind rather 
longer, perliap?, than befitted tho ile- 
voled niece of tiie Iving of the Bel- 
gians, who owed Ills Throne to a jioiiu- 
lar tiprislng, or, as Lord John riu.'^s(dl 
had iiltlmutel.v to remind her, the 
helre.sM of the Olorlous P,evedution of 
IISSS. it was this that made her 
shrink In early days from any Idea of 
touching the .small German States, and 
kept iier In almost constant opposition 
to tho efforts nnicle by ■I'alnierston 
and Kussell to drive Austria out of 
Lombardy .and get rid of the effete 
little duchies tliat stood In tlie'wav of 
United Italy. 

Kings cannot be ex- 
pected' -rto'-^love revolutions at first 
sight. . And' if the Queen did not see 
everything an history will see it, how 
much she saw! What an impression, 
not only of courage and industry and 
love of. her- country--. this-. book- gives, 
but alsojioORrewiJttess; of "w^ 
lodge of affairs; of .prudence and wis- 
dom.

set tibnut it as follows: One day dur- 
ing a lesson which I was giving at tlio 
Uiiiverslt.\' of tleiU'-.-a, I liistribiued to 
niy auditor.-; siidde-uly ami without let- 
ting aii.\-l).)(l.\' kimw what 1 had In my 
mind, some sheets of wiiite paper, 
asking tliem to reply on the spot to 
about a score of eiuostioiis relating to 
the university buildings, which all 
present knew well. 

"In this way I obtained fifty-four 
answers, forty-: one from men, thirteen 
from women. Tho results were ex- 
ceedingly bad; not a single person 
gave evidence that was perfectly cor- 
rect. Here are the results: the aver- 
age fldellty ot of the male witnesses, 
tliirty per cent,; of female twenty- 
tliree per cent." 
! One ot tho professor's questions re-

ents pa.ised every day. 
I "The very existence of the window 
i was denied by fOTty-four of the flfty- 
; four witnesses. Eight declared the 
■ window existed, and two only replied, 
i 'I do not know.' 

! "A re-sull such ;is this is very In- 
i struct ive. it siiows u.-i, in the llrst 
! idace. iiow grciii is tile conlldenco each 
i of US places In his own memory; 
j when we hu\'o no recollection of an 
I object about which we arp questioned, 
we ar Inclined to. deny the exis- 
tence of that object rather than to 
ipiostlon the falthfttlnesa of our own 
memory. Rather than say ' I do not 
know.' we are ready- to 'deny. 

"Another and mora disconcerting re- 
sult Is that the value of evidence "is 
hy no means proportionate to th^^ 
numbor of witnesses, as Is generally 
considered to be the' case. If, for ih- 
stunce, historians, tor one reason or 
another were called upon to appraise 
the value of the ■ evidence doncerning 
this particular >ylndow, they would 
not fall to cdnol.iiao that the window 
had no existence, ^ince forty-four 
wltnos.;cs against eight nfflrmod that 
this was -.-o; and yet what a mistake 
they would be makini;! 

"What, tlieii, the ps.\ cliological 
reason why nil's window gave rise t.) 
such, false testimony.? It may be ex- 
plained, I believe, by the very sliglit 
interest- it offered. Wo thus easily 
p. rrelve Why evidence offered In a 
(iiurt of justice is often so defective. 

"One day a fnan,- di.igulsed and 
masked, suddenly entered the room, of 
the unlvorjjlty where -"I was lecturing, 
am! began t.) gesticulate and utter 
v.iriuus phrases. which, iiowever, 
were ijuite IncomprchenRlble. I order- 
erl hini to lo.ive tlic room, ami as he 
paid no heed t.i i-ie T put i n. out. 

"This scene, wiiicli Itisted allogclli- 
er iiboul twenty .-seconds, I liad myself 
tirran.gcd befor 'h.'ind, though of this 
md (Uie nf my niiditor.i had any ideti. 
The ineideiit tnuk lilace the day after 
the celeliratiiiii eif the .ild ncnev.'iii 
patriotic fete, known as the ■|''ete- of the 
l';scala(le,' which i« always celebrated 
b.\' n ma.-ii|uei-ad('. Everybody natiir- 
aily believed that It was slnipl.v one of 
the mssinueraclera who had ventured 



into tho precinct.? ot the university to 
pia.v a prtictical Joko. 

"Aftor the intruder liad boon put 
.)ut I continued niy lesson ;is if no- 
thing hail occurred, and it \sas only 
abouL a week later tliat I fir.U made 
any allusion to the incident, begging 
niy auditors to come to my laboratory 
some time witliin the next few days, 
as I wi.Hhed to ask them for sonic in- 
formation .about' the individual in ques- 
tion find to obtain a description of 
him. Cnfortunately, my auditors did 
not come to be qiieationed in as great 
numbers a.< I should have liked, 
twonty-IlVQ in all accepting my invita- 
tion. 

"As soon as the deposition fin- 
ished, I led the witness into a small 
room adjoining the laboratory, wlioro 
I had exposed the mask worn hy the 
Individual In quCBtlon surrounded by 
ton other mask's, and I asked liini to 
pick It out for me. In all twenty-live 
witnesses made a deposition, and 
twenty-three took part in the latter 
exporiment. They comprised elgbleeii 
men, practically all of them law sUi- 
uenls, and seven women. 

"Although most certainly tins 
straiigelv-^i Hired Indivklual's aiiriea.r- 
aiK-e in th.' leclure room aroused great 
alloiillon among the stiideuls, the evi- 
dence thev gave about his descrilition 
'wiiM far I'roiu "Bood. On an average, 
liie fideiitv may bo put down as 59 ^er 
cent., which is hotter than tha evi- 
dence concerning the window, but far 
Inferior ' to that given in the experi- 
ments carried out in the laboratory 
with pictures. 

''It Is noticeable that on tins occti- 
slon the evidence given liy tho women 
was better than that given liy llie men 
(T'l per cent, compared lo 53 per cenl.i 
Among the instructive facts wliicii this 
ex|5eriment disclosed is tlio following: 
everybody turnislieii all sorts of faii- 
taslle' /ietails about the man's elress; 
one \Jtness was positive tiiat he ^vore 
long IjiTots, another oepiaily positive 
tiial lie wore chock trousers. 

"As for the results of tiio oxperi- 
nieiits with tho masks, these were still 
more interesting. As everybody Is 
awiiro. It is far easier to recognizo 
aoniotlilng you iitive before soon than 
to describe it from memory. How often 
does It not baiipeii that wo find oiir- 
.selves unable to de'scribe with any de- 
gree of precision what is tlie col.ir of 
the hair or of the e.\es, or the shape 
of tiie nose, of jiersons with whmu 
we nr.' epiile familiar'.' Ami yet we 
would recognize these persons at the 
first glance were we to nieet them, 
■^'el, ill spile of this facility of i-ccog- 
iilLlon, the experiniiMit with the masks 
wlileh called this faculty into play, 
gave very bad results. Out ot twenty- 
three witnesses, five only pointed out 
tin: correct mask In oiich case very 
hesitatingly. Eight witnesses iilcked 
it out as "one of several. Ten wit- 
nesses dill not point cHit the right mask 
nt all, either by itself or as one of se- 
veral. W'o llla^• tlius I'onchiile that 
even when luit In the iireseuce of a 
suspected iierson, (iiilte as much as in 
an ordinary disposition, the witness 
who gives evidence correctly la not the 
rule but the exception. - .. 



"It 1.5 evident, then, tiiat evidenoi; 
given by ;i man who reall\' desires lo 
tell the truth Is far Iroin Inerlting ab- 
solute belief. The point on wluch it 
is m cesBary to Insist, che most is tha.t 
in practlcq the danger of evidence is 
not due to what Is forgotten, but to 
what is" transformed. 

"Tlie whole incerest of the problem 
is, then, to be found in the last named 
idienomenon. Wh.v does a witness af- 
liriii as fact that wiiicli is not true'.' 
Why is il that fantastic images arise 
in the mind — iniag.-s wliicii answer to 
nothing actually existing, but wiiicli 
so impo.ie tiiemselv.'s upon our con- 
seiences that we; take tlieni lo iio real 
memories'.' 

"Tliej appi^ar to have two iirobalilo 
origins assoi iations of Ideas and ^iug- 
gestion. The tendency of every Idea 
and every iinttgo Is to evoke those 
ideas and those Images which are us- 
ually in connection with Ic. Wiion we 
Ii.'ivn to recount an event, the circuiri- 
statices of which we cannot quite re- 
collect, the lapses in our memory r, l e 
automatically filled up b.v images, 
wliicll we borrow from .iiiier ecut.', 
more or less analogous. Thus, In the 
examples cited above, the ])robability 
is that the persem who ileciared tlua 
there were two pigc.ms in llie photo- 
graph of the picture shown her liiid 
on some jirevious occasion soon a 
somewhat similar picture in which 
there were pigeons. Speaking; gener- 
ally, we may say that our mental 
Images arc completed In the direction 
of the probable tinri tlie usual. 

"This psyclioioglciil law, more- 
over, is not special as far as our iiie- 
imu-.v is conce'rned; it alsei rules ouv 
liereeplive powers. I'lveii'body Is 
aware lhat wi; perceivi- — Una is, we' 
really see — much more than is im- 
mediatelv taken cognizance of by our 
organs of sense. We interprel— that 
Is to .say, wc are contiiiuallv complcc- 
ing sensible impressions by an escort 
of mental .images and among all these 
possible linages, tho. probability Is 
that wo select those Whleh Interest us 
the most. 

"As regards tho .second factor — .'sug- 
gestion — this consists .)f tho introduc- 
tion of an image in the mind of one 
individual by •another Individual. In 
tho gi\-iiig of evidence suggestion 
plays .'1 most lm])ortaiil part. The 
simple fact of iiuestioning a witne.'s, 
jiressing him to answer, enormously in- 
creases the rlsk-of 'errors In his evi- 
dence. 

"Let us '.^upjiosc, for instance, that 
sonio, persons are quoslioned about the 
color of a certain dog. The rcDlios 
aro likely to he much more correct if 
WB ask tho- witnesses, "What Is the 
cSlor ot the dog?' than If we wore to 
say to thdm, 'Was the dog white, or 
was It brown?' 

"We may conclude from all that 
procodos that tliose engr'.ged in tak- 
ing ovidenco must nnver forget that 
memory lias no resemblance to a safo 
with iinpenetralde sides, in wlileii our 
rocoliections remain carefully sliur up. 
On the contrary, the. Impression wiiich 
falls into .)ur mind I'ar more resein- 
hles the seod hidden away In the earth, 
Il iiiits out roots and produces leaves 
and flowcrj."

1-revlous lu the unveiling cere- 
mony Jjord Jtusel)cry was the h'uesL 
at lunch, of the l-'rovost of I.,(;itli, Mr. 
H. .Mackie. 

Replying lo the toast of his health. 
Lord.. Roijebcrry said ho- was as near 
neighbor;' rift'd'*th'erfef6re" a' very sincere 
well-wisher 9f Lielth. ', In, the next 
plit'cfe; ho • Svas l6ra''"lieut;enant of the 
country. One of the perplexities of the 
position- of lord lleutenarit was tliat 
thor^; seemed to be an insatiable de- 
inahd for those useful civic funetion- 
krles-: — tile iriagUtrates — in the county 
over Which ho jiresided. Xo somier hall 
they sent in thidr chosen and earelully 
selected list of magistrates to the Lord 
Chancellor that they were met at once 
by the stat(Mm-nts that some interest 
was totall.v unrepresented in the town or 
district. .\nd they were further cim-

intention. 

In ashes from the wasted fires of noon, 

Aweary of the light, 
Comes Evening, a tearful novice, soon 

To take tho veil of night. 

Such Is one of his many ways of de- 
scribing ovoning, which, with dawn. Isi 
one of his favorite subjects for lllus-! 
tratloii. Another poem of the same, 
kind Is "Soothsayers": 

'I'ho winds that, gipsy-wise, foretold 

The fortune of today, 
At twilight, with tho gathered gold 

Of sunset, stole away: 

And ot their cloud accomplices 

That prophesied tlie rain. 
Upon the night-for.saken skies

The iiiiiek. Ingenious eye has caught a 
rcsemhbuu^o SO strange and unexpected 
as to prove almost shocking on a llrst 
acipialntaiico. The same strangeness 
attends "Out of Hounds":

Comes down to find his ball, the Earth,

That these two poems are almost "sen- 
sational" is an accident. Father Tahh 
Is rarely sensational; and they. are only 

chosen because they Illustrate a stage 
In tills process of comparison. By fur- 
tlii-r stages (which mli.-ht he analysed, 
lull for a fear of aiiatomi'/ing hntler- 
ili.s) we read such poems us "Limita- 
tion": 

Breathe above me or below; 
Never canst thou farther go 
Than tho splrlt'fj octave-span. 
Harmonizing God and Man. 

Thus within the iris-bound. 
Light a prisoner Is found: 
Thus within my soul I see 
Life In Time's captivity. 

or ns "Outlines":

In these tho correspondence is noted, 
not merely for the sake of Its beauty 
or f.inev, liiit as a siiggostlon for fur- I 
th.'i- thonKlit. ! 

Uliero tlier.' is so nuich room for 
p.'i-vcrse iiigi-miity or strained simile, It] 
is nolalile how seldom those faults are j 
admitleii. Hi .-e and tliero, It cannot be; 
denied. We ni'-ot with obscurities. Wo j 
slimild he grateful to any one who could I 
tell us exactly what the poem called I 
"The .Mist" means, ami explain tin" sec- 
ond verse ot '"i'he Sleeping Heauty," or 
Ihe llrst of "Coiiseoratlon." In a poem 
called "iJawn" the comparisons arc el- 
ahoriited Into stiffness, and so in sever- 
al others. But as a rule, obscurity and 
stiffness are avoided as carefully as the 
( pbirani. It must be difficult for a 
poet wlio confines hliuself so often to 
tour lines and hiirdl.x' ever excoods 
twelve to prevent his poems from do- 
geiioratlng into epigrams. Tlie poem 
first (iiioted above Is, perhaps, an epi- 
gram;. .strictly speaking — though we are 
fur from wishing a wprd altey>d — the 
following on Fathflr Damlen is, formal- 
ly, an epigram also: 

O God, the cleanest offering . 

or tainted earth below, 
UnbluHliIng to Thy feet we bring — 

"A leper r/hlto ns snow!"' 



The volume of "Later Lyrics" contains 
a few deliberate epigrams which seem 
to show that a volume of this author's 
lighter ver.so recently published In .-\iii- 
erlca does not do justice to his attain- 
ments in this Held. But in nearly 
every Instance, even in ills quatrains, 
ho is careful to avoid the epigram. Ho 
writes with an eye on the: Whole poem, 
not only on the close: and a curious 
testimony to his skill is afforded by a 
lapse In ilrs. Iileynell's volume, ■which 
separates tho two verses of one poem 
and prints the last on page G-l and tho 
(Irst on page 120., The first verse alone 
might have passed 'as a complete, poem, 
though something 'emptier tliaii the 
author Is usually content to leuve them. 
For, if Fatlior Talib as a rule 'avoids 
packing and elaboration, he Is equally 
innocent oC inslgnillcance. ills verses 
to Sidney Lanier prove him a fervent 
admirer of a poet of whom we take too 
llttio account In England; hut it Is In- 
teresting to contrast the long, volum- 
inous, rushing How ot Lanier, a poet 
who carried to extremes llu- approxima- 
tion of poetry to tho music he loved .as 
well or better, with tlie inlnuto. deli- 
cately carved work If Ids countryman. 
Which Is tho greater poet, let those who 
like giving marks dceide; but Father 
Tahh, working w-lthln the limits which 
the nature of his art Inevitably deter- 
mined, piping, so to speak, upon his 
lluto, can do things wdiicb Lanier's great 
four-manual organ could never accom- 
plish. To many of his poems the read- 
er feels coinpollcd to apply, affectlon- 
alelv, the term "little"; and before 
many of them, like the author, again, 
before tlnv clover, ho feels conipellod to 
stand, hat In hand, wondering. This Is 
his dialogue with Silence: 

"U'hy the warning flnger-tlp 
Pressed forever on thy lip? 

"To remind tho pilgrim Sotind 
That it moves on holy ground,' 
In a breathing -spaioe to be' 
Hushed for all • eternity." 

Grandeur cannot bo achieved In sl.'C 
lines by grandiloquence. In tho im- 
mensity of what It suggests, thd vast 
silence out of which it wakes and Into 
v^'liloh It fades, that poem is undeniably 
grand. 

Fvon so. of Silence and of Sound 
A twin-horu mystery is found. 

Like as of death and ot birth; 
Without the pause wo had not heard 
The harmony, nor' caught ■'tho word 

That Heaven reveals to earth. 



The same grandeur (if suggestion oc- 
eiirs pretly treriiicntly, to take tho 
rcad(-r^s breath away, perhaps, after 
half a dozen poems of dainty detail. We 
find It again, for Instance, In "Life"' (a 
poem, Iiv the way, which we suspect oC 
being tainted with the Orlgonlan heresy 
— hut It may be imly "Americanism" l, 
and again, in a. h-sser decree, in "Tho 
Sea-Cubblo." It Is, Indeed. Inseparable 
from the poems which link natural 
with supernatural, from a mind 'which 
is poculLirly sensitive to tho unity of 
the world. The litany poems concorn- 
iiig silence, including the line sonnet, 
seem the oxpressimi of the hurdled awn 
of such .a mind in the pr.'seneo of a 
continual and universal mystery. Life 
is a moment of sound botw -en two sil- 
ences. Yet there Is no austerity, other 
than artlsllc, no renuncial Ion or neglect 
of the beautiful thing's of (Uimmoii lifo 
in view of the ultimate attainment of 
the Ideal. It is ratlier that through 
tills association ■v.lth the otornal tbn 
things of that life gain In dignity and 
sweetness, so that tho humblest scenes 
—even a baby with Its toes In Us mouth 
— hoconio Kuiijeets of a simple, playful 
loy, which many of the priests ot 
heather Tabb's church seem to preserve, 
hut none have yet expressed In poetry. 
Side by side with poems ot metaphysic- 
al suggestion or urgent prayer stand 
these delicately tender poems on clilld- 
reii. Kvery anthology of American poet- 
ry contains the poem called "Confided"; 
but there are many others .ts good or 
better. Has any Infant a bettor epi- 
taph than this "To tho Babe NIva"?

Tt Is this simple tenderness, this child- 
like delight lu eliildren and llowers, this 
ready sympathy with liuman love and 
sorrow, dlgnlded and illuminated by the 
sense of unity and tho awe In the pres- 
ence of tho mysteries, that give these 
poems their unique character. A close 
student of Shelley, Poo, and Lanier, 
].'"ather Tabb sings his own songs In Ids 
own way, and there are no songs (lulto 
like them, Mrs. Meynell's solcclion, 
which Is , not free from misprints nor 
Iminaoulatoly edited, should at' lorist 
prove a valuable Introduction to the four 
little volunios of "Poems," "Lyrics," 
"Child 'Verse," and "Later Lyrics."

At an Inciue.st on a ea^re of heart 
failure the (lue.stlon of nicotine poLs- 
onlng US the cause of death was rai.sod. 
The medical man who had ' attended 
the patient !5omo tlnio 'before ill.", 
death gave a. cortlflcate that death was 
due to heart dlseaaci, though- nicotine 
poisoning might have been the cause. 

The patient, who had suddenly fall- 
en dead at a railway station, had been 
an o.Kcesaive .smoker from boyhood. 
Tlie physician who made the examin- 
ation at the Inquest siiid be had never 
conie acro!<s 11 i-asi^ of nieotlne poison- 
ing, and believed it was mythical, lie 
further e.Npre.s.sed llio oi)inlon that in 
this ea.se e.\(-'es.sive .smoking had Inter- 
fered with th'^ putii-nt's digestion, up- 
set his liver, and had a (ieiire.ssant ac- 
tion on an already diseased heart. 

What, then, is the truth about to- 
haeeo .imoking? Ever slnco lobacco 
was lirtu introduced Into' England 
opinion has been divided a8 td<Wh©th- 
cr the discovery of the plant has been 
a boon or a curse to mankind.' At In- 
tervals some such Incident as the 
suggestion at this inquest, that death 
was due to smoking, brings ihi' tobac- 
co question again into pioni inenee, and 
shows it to be an inexhaustible .sub- 
ject for discussion. 

Xearly t\.-'ryone acknowlodges fnat 
smoliing in excess has a harmful ef- 
fect on the health. The anti-smoker 
will tlien sa>-. "Why smoke ut all?" 

If wi- always analyzed our motives 
accurately some of us wo\tld have to 
acknowledge that w<' smoked from 
habit and because we saw others en- 
joying it. Some people, however, do 
undoubtedly derive a real benefit from 
the practice, and it is by its sedative 
action in^ion the nerves of «uch people 
that lobacco smoking has gtUned so 
many cliai-npions. 

The anti- tobacconists who scoff at 
this soothing effect of. the "weed" have 
at one time or another laid almost 
every known disease to Its baleful ac- 
count. Should a layman, being of an 
inquiring mind, attempt to learn the 
truth of the matter from medical 
l)o(dis on the subject, he Would have 
great illlliculty in coming to a decis- 
ion. Or. lloliart Hare, the eminent 
authority on drug.s, wrote on the lo- 
bacco iiuestlon ovei- 'twenty years ago: 
"The bildiograiiher Is at lirst staggered 
by the gn>at ;irray of books on the 
siibjeet. but soon tlnds that one work 
is but ii reiietition of its jiredeeessors, 
con lain the same 'horrible cases of 
suffering' which have all resulted 
from the use of the 'no.xious' drug." 
A Prolonged Argument 

One historic discussion of the ef- 
fects of tobr.i.'co was started by .-i 
medical journ;il in I'higland in IS.'ei, 
and was Kept up for over three years. 
Manv sweeping assertions which were 
made by enthusiastic writers in this 
joiirnalistie battle liav<: .since been 
considered soniewhat exiiggcratod. The 
statements wero made, for Instance, 
that' smoking was a strong iiredlapos- 
ing cause of typhoid fever, that If. was 
the true cause of consumption, and 
was, besides all this, an active agent 
in iiroduclng a passion f6r squandering 
m(moy! One of the intl-smokers In 
this controversy stated that tobacco 
■ Imiiairs the vigor and-enorgy of the 
i:ngll3h people, and causes them to 
sink In the scale of nations; It has 
caused the govtrninental evils of Tur- 
key, it ruins young men, paui)crlzcs 
wcirking men, counter-works the min- 
isters of religion, and renders the ohl 
women of Ireland troublesome to the 
dispensary iloet(U-s." 

Against this wholesale eoiidemna- 
tion till! |i-)ver oi: tobacco may ple.irl 
that such dire results may pcrh.-ips 
follow the abuse of the weed, but cer- 
tainly neeil not follow Its use. 

Contrary to the layman's opinion, 
nicotine, the iiolsonous active princi- 
ple of tobacco, has little to do with the 
ill-effects of over-Bmoking. Experi- 
ments have proved that tobacco smoke 
contains either the smallest trace of 
nicotine or none at all. While It is a 
very active poison, so little nicotine 
roinalns after combustion, and this lit- 
tle is so slowly absorbed by the mu- 
cous membrane of the nose and mouth, 
tliat only a small portion of the harm 
from ovor-smoking can be laid to Its 
account. In clgarc'tte .smoking, par- 
tlculiirly where the tobacco l.s barely 
touched by the lips or tongue, nico- 
tine e.-m lie dl;-.regardcd ainiost entire- 
ly. It is ainn-ionlac.al viipor in the 
smoke that tjauses the irritation of 
the. nose that causes the Irritation of 
the nose and throat, Just as tlic 
drowsy effect that tobacco sometimes 
exerts is due to carbonic acid in the 
fumes. This acrid annnonlacal v;i- 
por Is the cause of the well known 
harmful effect on tlie lungs, lowering 
the vitality of the lung tissues and 
rendering them more open to the In- 
vasion of the tubercle bacillus and 
other micro-organisms. 

One Point of Agreement 
nn <me subject iit least nearly all 
dispulanis of the tobacco fiuestion 
agree. This is the effect of tobacco, 
even in moderation, on young ))eoi)le. 
flrowth in our body takes place by o.--:- 
idatlon of the living tissues and their 
eonseriuent breaking down and being 
built u]) again. It is the power which 
toljacco has of retarding thhs oxida- 
tion of tissues that leads to the 
•stunting of growth" In youthful 
sm(dcers. 

,\ few wor ks ago the cigarette habit 
c.'une in for much abuse at the hands 
(jl correspondcntH in these columns. 
Curiously enough, the clgpotte, which 
always has to bear the brunt of the 
battle in theso discussions, has been 
i)rMved to be le^s harmful In some 
wavs than the cigar. If smoked In the 
sam.3 quantity.- That blind persecu- 
tion Kometlmes defeats its own ends 
Is .shown by a story of an nntl-clgar- 
otte crusade. In the state of Indiana, 
in America. Here, after much wm-ry- 
ing (d" legislators by medical men and 
clergymen, ii law was ptissed making 
II Illegal for boys to be found with a 
cigarette In their possession. Imme- 
dlatelv on the i)assing of this law, 
boys of iill ages thronged the streets 
fiutling large, black e-lgars under the 
very noses of the policemi'iil Seeing 
that the cigar smolter absorbs much 
more nicotine Ih/ni (lie clgarotto 
smoker, the gain to the public In this 
I'ase w.-is ]irobably not great. 

fliaiUlng, then, that tobacco Is 
hariaful for young people, are there 
•milicient grounds, for condemning Its 
moderato use \)y healthy adults? From 
the evidence collected by unprejudiced 
observers. It scems to bo Impos.siblo 
to generalize. Tobacco smoke Is cer- 
tainly sedative to an ovet^worked 
brain, but like all sedatives It may be 
abused. One lover of tobacco has 
pointed out the fact that It Is an al- 
most universal custom among civil- 



ized men, and If. Its evil effects were 
so tremendi-.us, the world's physique 
would doubtless have shown before 
this some marked deterioration. 

Apart from the dryncs.s oC the 
throat, slight indigestion, -and smoker's 
sore throat (all of which can be cured 
by a, few days' abstinence from smok- 
ing), there are two important condi- 
tions which are causcil liy over-liuUd- 
genco In tobacco. These arc "tobacco 
heart" and "tobacco eye." The suf- 
ferer front the fir.-it of the.-se comes 
the doctor complaiiilng of jialpllatlon, 
giddiness and falntnesH. The heart Is 
beating rapidly- but not as forcibly as 
usual, and the action niuy be irregular. 
This condition Is extremely rare in an 
ordinary healthy Individual wlio simp- 
ly over-indulges in tobacco. I'sually 
tlu're Is a history of anaemia, niHiras- 
Ihenia, and Intemperate use of lea, 
coffee, o,- alcohol. No real organic 
clianges of the heart have c\-er lieen 
directly traced tu tobacco, and the.sn 
unpleasant K.\-mptoin.s will disappear 
when smoking is given up. 

The other condition, "tobacco eye," 
Is more dangerous and less easy to 
cure. Tobacco blindness, which wa.s 
first described over fifty years ago, 
fre(|ucntly niake.i Itself known by the 
patient having dldiculty - In dls- 
tlnguislilng gold from sliver colna; 
certain colors are not. well differenti- 
ated, and the trouble is most notice- 
able In a bright light. Other symp- 
toins are nerv-ousness, sleeples.<iiess 
and d.vspepsla. Tobacco blindness, 
curiously enough, is practically un- 
known hi Cennany, although the 
Gernuuis smoke almost twice as much 
per man as we. 

Kverytliing goes to ),rove that the 
tobacco question is slm|,lv one t>r the 
persimal equation, eip most adults it 
'iia.s a distinct sedative action. h'or 
some ii'W it Is an excitant. The com- 
monly (wperleiiced sedutlve I'ffect Is 
due. aceordlng to Sir T.' Laudor Brim- 
lon, to the stiraulatlon by the -.imoke 
ot' the terminal branches of the filth 
cranial nerve, and this. In Its turn 
ie;ids to a si imiilatlim of the general 
bralu circulation. 

It is possible thero are better seda- 
thes th;ui lobacco smoked in modera- 
lioii, but Ihere is none so easily with- 
in the nu.'ans of ns all, and few that 
iire less dangerous. 

LEGAL So'liD GOLD 

What 1,5 Meant bv the Oft- Used 
Phrase in the Law, 

The term "soli,.| gold," says tlu- St, 
Louis (ilobe-I-jen-ioeral, has been the 
causo of much discussion on the part 
of manufacturers of gold articles and 
of much misapprcrlienslon on the piirl 
of the public for some time, and the 
recent law fixing the commercial def!- 
rition of the phrase Is wlecomed 011 
all sides. 

A(;cordlng to Ihe law ten cnral gold 
is the comnu'i-eial "soliil gold," ami all 
aitlcles containing more alloy than 
this, or all articles with jiarts tliat 
contain moi-e alloy, are henceforth to 
be known as plated, filled or rolled 
gold, anil must be so marked by the 
numufaeturer. Foi- example. a pin 
with top of "solifl gold'' even to ilic 
value of eighteen cai-ats cannot leg- 
alb' be ealli'd solid if hinge or hook 
or pill is ni:it ten carat gold; while itn- 
olhcr iiin of |,^n carats throughout 
though of inuch les.,; intrinsic value 
than th.-it of eigliteen carats, Is legal- 
ly ".solid gold." 

This law was m.-ide to proincl the 
manufacturing Jewerors agiilnst the 
makers iind sellers' of "|)hony" jewelry 
and has been heartily endorsed by the 
leglthnatc trade .-ill over the k'liited 
Stales. 

"If Is .1 law which we li.-ive long 
needed," said a St. Louis whole.sali' 
Jeweler, "but solid gold is a misno- 
mer, ;ind I for one be ver.v gl.-ul to sen 
the term aliandoncd ;ind the value 
st;niip used In its place. Comniorclal- 
l.V speaking there never aviis such a 
thing as "snlid gold' — at least not for 
the last :;ijn (u- .'JOII years. Sum.' of the 
ancient Jewelry of the Roman and the 
nenaissan<re periods was made of pure 
gold, workeil up by hand with the 
crudest of tools, and that Is, of course 
of far greater value on account of the 
purity of the materi.-il. as well as Us 
quaint and beautiful workmanship 
and its antliiuity than any modern 
products of the goldsmith's art. 

"Rut alloy has been used to a con- 
stantly Increasing extent since, he- 
cause Jewelers found that the harder 
the gold was rendered by the alloy 
the greater Us wearing qualities, and 
til,: more secure, therefore Ihe setting 
of tlie gems It contained. Our Jcwel- 
ery now !s of el,glite"n, fourteen or 
ten carats, according to tb.e design 
and character of the article, and it Is 
much more frequently ten tb.an eigh- 
teen. 

"The law requires us to mark on the 
article itself or ou the card to wliieli 
it is ;ittached the <-\act value of the 
gold iu all Ihe parts, just as the food 
manufacturers .-ire now obliged to 
state the ingredients o[ the package 
on the label, and a heavy jienaHV Is 
att.-iehei'. to the use of the w-ords 'solid 
gold' if any part of the article <,'on- 
tains less than ten carats of gold. 

"Th.-re is a bill now being prepar- 
ed to be introduced at the next con- 
gress (o abolish the use of this term 
and substitute the carat stamp for it 
aiul b<ith wholesale and retail jewel- 
ers over the country will work hard 
for Its iiassage. Wi: believe the term 
is calculated to deceive, even when 
carefully explained. 'I'hi.s bill, if pass- 
ed will reipilre manufacturers to 
stamp all gold articles, with the num- 
ber of carats registered. Half a car- 
rtit will be allowed for errors, but the 
nianufaetur.n's will have to see that 
the gold comes within this limil. This 
would be a great help to the buying 
public as well as to us, for tlien overy- 
iiody eould see at once wliat he is 
getting, and there would not be so 
many chances for a come back at us."

RICH EMERALD MINES 



Government to Take Hold and 
Produce Precious Stones for 
Its Own Benefit 



.\ Bogota des]jatch to Ihe X(;w York 
Herald say.s; The German minister 
liert! has sent to his governiiKnit a de- 
talk.'d reiioil on the emerald mines of 
Miiso, 111 the department of Uoyaca. 
These mines have undergone many 
vicissitudes. 

.\ftor the countr.v broke away from 
S^ittln . llioj' >ver? at lirst held, by Bo- 
yacu -and -ivorked for Its boneflt in an 
indolehi^'^drt of" wa>-. Then the na- 
tional j^OVirfitiient laid claim to Iheni 
and, 'theyJAvero shU'tlcssly worked I,..- 
various' conce.sslon holders, futil the 
most recent ri'volutlon nobody iiald 
any attenihui to the workings or the 
value i>f tho stones taken from them. 

Now they liave been leased to a 
Colombian syndicate for live years, 
and a rigid government supiTvlsion is 
exercised over Hie oulimt. It Is Ihe 
Inlentlon of the ailmiuistrai Ion when 
lh(^ lease expires to take up the work- 
I lug of the lulncs on its own aci'ount. 

from Ihe mining village a narrow 
I path leads to Hie mines, about 350 
; feet u)) the side of a steep mountain. 
' The open cut shows a great variety 
! of rocks and minerals, slate and quart',! 
j being the most prominent. 

The emeralds are found in a fossillf- 
erous limestone which shows in groy 
' streaks among ihe diirker rocks. -The 
j Slianlards usml to get at the gems by 
■ driving adits inio the hill following 
the veins. .\o\v tlu- oiien cut has been 
ado|iteil and the rock is terraced from 
above. 

High up nn Ihe mountain there are 
copious watercourses. These .ire 
dh-eeied into artllicl:il reserv(drs and 
Humes — one of ihem six miles lon.g, 
and carried down to the mine. The 
quant it V of water is so great that even 
In dr.\- " seasons there is SUfllclent to 
carry on operations. 

As tho rocks are pulverized the de 
bris is couvorted Into slime and car- 
ried by the water down the mountain 
to the Rto Mlnero, far below, which 
sweeps It along to sea; The gcin.s are 
lileked from the -washing trouglis by 
jieons. who keep breaking up the rock 
smaller and smaller, so that nothing Is 
lost. 

Altogetlicr more than 100 peon.-? are 
employed. They receive Iwenly-llve 
pesos in iiaper, equivalent to tweiity- 
tlve cents a day in United States 
money, besiiles food, shelter and free 
medical attendance. 

.Xcme iif llieni can stand the work 
very long. The inti'iise Ileal, esiieclal- 
ly in tho holl(un of the great l)it of 
the mine, and the working in water 
hri'ak them down rapidly, and they 
fall victims of the local fever. 

They work under canvas awnings 
anil tlx iialin leaves over their heads 
to keel) off the glare of tho sun. but as 
the dav wears on the atmosphere in 
the pit often rises to. a temperature of 
IIB to 120 degrees, and It becomes 
UH humid as that of , a Turkish bath 
through the evaporation from tlw 
washing pans and the slime. 

At eyery stage of the work the .syn- 
dicate Inspectors watch the pecmS 
scrupulously.

Until two or three years ago it was 
supposed thai the .Muso niini-s wen;

Last vear rnieralds to tlie value of not 
less tiian $1,000,000 in gold were taken 
out and sold.

BRITISH POSTAL PAY 

'I'lio reiiort of a select committee 
which for over a year past has been 
Iniiuiring into tlie condition of the 
postal employee.^ In" Great Britalnl 
has been laid before the House of 
Commons. A resume of tlie report,: 
forwarded by United States. . Consul- i 
General R. J. Wynne of London is ns 
follows: 

A careful analysis of the various 
rocoinmendation.s of the committee 
leads to uho conclusion that their ac- 
ceptance will invoh'o an ultimate cost 
to, tho nation approaching $2,500,000, 
altiiougli the increfise per Indlvidiuii 
may appear small. A demand on the. 
part of the organized carriers, clerks, 
telegraphers, and telciihorilsls for a 
24-liour week has been rejected while 
.-L weekly half liollday is only recom- 
mended where the exigencies o' tiio 
service permit. I'ree medical .atten- 
dance or a small grant given wdicre 
the official d.ictors are not easy of 
access is to be allowed. 

The London telegraphists, who now 
rise to a maximum of $15.50 weekl.v, 
asked to go uji to $24 weekly. 'Phe 
committee reconimended that their 
maximum slioukl be $16.25, with an 
excess allowance of 75 cents a week 
till promoted for iiassin.g ii searching 
cxaininatuui In technical tolegraphj'. 
The London sorters, who now receive 
$15.50, claimed mucii the same scale 
as the lelegraiihers, but they are not 
reeonmiendod for an.v Incretise in their 
maxlmuni, which the committee con- 
sider adequate. 'I'hc maximum salar- 
ies of the London iiostmcn at ))resent 
vary from $7 to .<.S.50 a week. The 
committee, dividing the London area 
Into three districts, recommended new 
inaxlimims of $7.75, $8.25, and $S.75. 

The provincial postal and telegraph 
servants made ktrge claims, in many 
cases asking lliat the niaxiinum sal- 
avy should Ije nearl\' dtuibled, but tlio 
ini-reases actually reconimended .are 
not ver.v great, tliougli the lowest paid 
offices are recfininiendeil for consider- 
able advances. The tele-graplii.its and 
sorting clerks at these office.", tho 
comniilteo suggest, should be graded 
into five scales (Instead of seven) 
witli niaxlnmm salaries of $10, $11, $]2, 
$13 and $14 resp.^ctlvely. The. provin- 
cial postmen, they urge, should lie 
graded into five grades, with maxi- 
mum wages of .'55.25, $5.75, $0.25. $r,.75, 
and $7.50, respcclivel.s-. A long list of 
altenitions is suggested in ilu> wage.'?

A LIFE THAT IS 

WORSE THAN DEATH 

Discussion in Franco About 
Abolition of Deatli 
Penalty 
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In tho discussion now Bolnpr on over 
the retention or abolition of tlie death 
penalty in France ono the most 
keenly dlsplUod points la the nmnner 
in whloli the penal settlements in New 
Caledonia and French Guiana are 
managed, says a Paris despatch. 
W liil.st one parly Tnaintains that a 
cmu'ict, beb^ides ooolinpr consld.-raldy 
more tlian a Kroiich soldier to lioep, 
is much better housed, fed, and gen- 
erally treated, others describe In vi- 
vid terms the almost unspeakable 
liorrors that have to be borne as lont? 
as life lastai .which. Is but for a sliort 
period of months as a rule. And 
both sides are supported by ofHclal 
documeiils anil testimony of writers 
who I'.ave personally visited and In- 
spected tho bagnes they depict. ■ 

One. of .the most expbtt ■••of . .these 
is undoubtedly. Jrt.. Paul Blolmrd.i-who 
has been making a study of the.,con« 
lilt ions of life In. Cayenne and giving 
the readers ot the "Sleole" the result 
in u series of articles extending over 
the last fortnight, and.not yet con- 
eluded. His evidence summarily dls- 
iiiises of all ideas of luxury and hap- 
iiincss in connection with life sen- 
tences. 

One of the .most detailed descrip- 
tions i:; ilevoten t:) the settlement on 
tlie bank.s ot' tho Kuru river, where 
nine liundrcd ecmvicts .tre kept in 
rive isolated canijis, lost In tho depths 
of the otherwise virgin forest, and 
one principal dejiot named "Lcs 
Roaches." Three of these camps hold 
only about fifty prisoners, each ' In 
charpro of a single warden, but are 
visited every week by a doctor and 
tho eliief Inspector. It was during the 
weekly visit to one of these, Qour- 
donville, a few years ago, that a bur- 
lcs,;uo Incident occurred. The of- 
liclals h.nd left the launch on which 
they used to nialio their Inspection, 
and were aceomnanied . by tlio engin- 
eer with the keys necessary to set tho 
machinery in motion. They liad not 
pone far, however, when they -were 
saluted with a rliorus of triumphant 
slrcMis and wli i.-^tle.-', and saw the bout 
full ot convicts careering full speed 
down stream. Tlie men had contriv- 
ed to manufactiir,> wooden ke>'s, and 
kept on tlielr way, greeting each 
camp a.s ihey passed In the same 
fashion until they reached tlie sea. 
Hero l.liey broached a cask of rum, 
and next morning were found, all 
.=:tupidiy drunk, drifting along ; the 
Demerara coast. 

I..ike most forest camps, Gourdon- 
ville is built of little squai'e log huts 
like a negro village, every hut lia.ving 
three or four occupruits, and no fur- 
r.iture beyond strips of canvas 
.stretclied on pegs to serve as couches. 
.■Ml night long thniugh tho interstices 
or^ tho leafy roofs the sleepers are ex- 
posed to the attacks of all creatures 
that crawl or fly, tho worst being 
venomous flies and vampire bat.i, 
horrible little silent bloodsuckers 
who never ceane feeding on their un- 
conscious victims. One convict was 
seen by M. Richard whose blood had 
l)een drained seven times in one niglil 
and who said that if only they had 
something to cover themselves with 
it might be possible to sleep in peace 
— but tli"y had not. 

Fever-Laden Swamps 

But Gourdonvillo is only a small 
camp. After the principal establlsh- 
hient of "Lea Roaches" the most im- 
portant are Passoura and Poriaccabo, 
each with about 200 inmates. Parlac- 
cabo la four miles only from Les 
Roaches by river, and a onc-horso 
tramway leads from the landing 
stage Into the depths of the forest to 
the "Camp of Death," as it has been 
christened locally. Even Its original 
iiamo ot Parlaccabo lyia a peculiarly 
sinister sound, and to be sent thither 
is generally taken as starting on the 
last stage toward the sujireme exile, 
'i^ho fever which rises in foetid steam 
all over tho swamps and river banks 
of Guiana assumes a particularly 
I)ernicious form at Parlaccabo, and 
strike's a man down 'almost like tho 
spring of a wild be.'ist from the ae- 
I'uisod fore.^t." One of the corivlcts, 
in conver.^ .•itioii with M. liieliard, said 
that out of 1.;;- deported to tlie Kuru 
settlements during tlie previous year 
only 17 survived, and of tliose sent 
to Parlaccabo ho was the only one 
left. When a batch of fresh jirison- 
ers arrived the wiirder addressed 
llicm thus -You have conie hero tcj 
■ lie: In day.-; not one of you v.ill be 
alive." It is not astonishing that oti 
the same evening most ot them risk- 
(,(1 being shot down in an attempt to 
escape. 

(nie of those who were recaptured 
remarked to M. Riidiard, "f shall only 
try again. I would rather lose my 
lilV in trying (o s.'ivo it, tliau sit 
down lure and die likif a poisoned 
dog." A gr.'at number ot tln' )irl:'nn- 
'■rs in the "('.-iniii of Heath" and nUu i- 
not much more salubrious .■■ett leni^'n I .• 
at the time of .M. Itleb.-n^d':) vi.'dt se'in 
to liave been I'rom the army. "J 
struck a .'■i'rge:int who kleki^d over my 
plati: of soup and gc.t a lit'.- .'■ientenee, ' 
sairl one. ".And 1," said anollier, "was 
sentencf.'d to death by eourt-inartlal. 
They told me 1 .should be better off 
out here tlian at hard labcjr, and .all I 
had to do Wiis to set lire to my m:it- 
tress. When the presid(uit of the 
t^curt told me that 1 had been sen- 
tenced to death, I did not lielieve him 
and begun to laugli, Ihltildng it was a 
jcke. Hut It was only loo true, 
buckily my sentence w.a;; commuti^d. 
I burnt niy mattress, and am here for 
tho rest of my life. Vet," he added, 'I 
have never done much harm to .any- 
body." The reason that so many 
iiillllary prisoners are found ;uiiongst 
;if siuiteueed under c^onimon law Is,

they, nevertheless, found about a do- 
zen convicts already inside. Most of 
the complaints wore ot the lacit of 
sufficient clothing and foot gear. One 
had never had a blanket, wlillst a 
second, not hiivlng recolvecl the regu- 
lation palr ot shoes, preferred to com- 
mit some offence and bo sent to prison 
rather than go Into tho forest unshod. 
To each and all the olllelal made vague 
promises, but when they were alone ho 
ndnilttod with a sigh that the prisoners 
were right to complain, and that things 
ought never to bo allowed to come to 
such a pass. Only fourteen pairs of 
shoes had come out to the Kuru river 
that year for six liundred convicts, and 
the cloth sent out by tho central ad- 
ministration for tlio "colonics for the 
year's clothing luul only reached them 
In November It bccaiiio dillicult for 
tho men to get th.dr we.-tring apparel 
for one year before Jjinuary of tlio 
next. And In the rainy season It Is 
most necessary for the men to have a 
change of clothing, as the report says, 
not to preserve their health, hut "to 
keep them out ot hosiJital, whore the 
cost of keeping them Is higher." In 
winter they often have to work In the 
forest uii to their waists in water, and 
the consefiueiico ot being compelled t<i 
remain in tlio, same elotlies is almost 
certain death, Pos-dbly, however, as 
tho cost ot keeping a man In Ciiinj) is 
£28 a year, it ,is cheaper to kill him 
off at' once than to k'^ep him tempor- 
arily out of hi>.ipUal, where he mlglit 
cost a few ixmiuls mure. At least, this 
is M. Richanl'.-; suggestion. 

Tho shocking state of the peniten- 
tiary prisons and camps is, however, 
only In degree more open to reproba- 
tion .than the whole system In France 
Itself. One only requires to read the 
last number of the "lievue Penltcn- 
tlare" to marvel that things are not 
even worse at the other end of the 
world. ,And one of the reasons o£ tho 
growth and precocity of crime In 
l'"'rance is almost certainly to he found 
In the scand.'dous negligence shown in 
the treatment of prisoners of all cate- 
gories and sexes, young and old, ac- 
cused only and condemned, being pro- 
iTiiseuousiy herded together In prisons 
which are finally mere hotbeds of 
criminal associntinn and production.

Wealth of-8om« of .'England's Duket 
In Recent Years 

The estate of the sixth Duke if 
Richmond and Onrdon, who died im 
Sejitcmber 27, IflOli, aged .SO years, 
was valued for probate at C .irjli.iiTS 
gross with net jiersonallty of the value 
of £.'100,102. liut, as apiieared in 
proceedings which have lately been 
rejiorted, he had jirevlously gh-en 
bonds for .C 702,000 to his son, the 
present duke, .-md to his grandson. 
Lord Si'ttrln.ijton, now I'^arl of March, 
and other bonds to tho amount of 
.i:s,:ii i, all of which, it has been held 
were not lialilo to-be charged with 
the estate duty. 

Algernon George, sixth Duke of 
Nortliumborhmri, who died on .Janu- 
ary 2, 1,S99, aged SS years, left an es- 
tate valued for probate at ,C r)0,0,")0, 
but he had transferred during his 
lifetime to lils son tho bulk of his 
property, which was of great value, 
n.nd thus escaped the charge of the 
death duties. In these cases, how- 
ever, the estate wouUl probably have 
eventually come by entail to the per- 
sons to whom It had been transferred. 

The fifth Duke of Portland, wh 
died in December, lS7a, leaving a per- 
.sonal estate >under £1,500,000 In value, 
had bequeathed byoWiU his estates to 
his brother, ■iLbrd.. Henry - Bentlnck, 
upon whom the ^.settled- estate .would 
devolve, but -by "'a' -codicil mado in 
August, 1879, after the re-settlement 
of the^state In concurrence With his 
cousin, the present duke, the testa- 
tor gave -his own residuary estate to 
the person who succeeded blm In the 
Dukedom of Portland. He was never 
married, and at his death tho Mlddle- 
.-ex Portland estate passed to his sis- 
ters, and the survivor of them, under 
the will of his father. Other ducal 
fortunes of recent years have been 
those of;

Tho Tariff commission have pub- 
lished a nicmorandum giving a full 
analysis, with numerous tables, of the 
new Australian tariff CVaoher and 
Sons, Groat Smith street, Westmln- 
utcr). 

The main points lirought out In this 
memorandum are given In tlm follow- 
ing summary, prepared by the com- 
mission: 

1. A cnrnplote cxainlnatlon of tlio 
now Australian tariff shnw.s that, 
v/liiie it will probably lead to a trans- 
ference of trade from foreign coun- 
tries to tho United Kingdom, and af- 
fect tho rehitive iirojiortlons ot the 
dirferent branches of tho expcn-ts of 
the United Kingdom to Austndia, it is 
not likely to diminish, iiml may, on 
the whole. Increase, the t'»tal vi.ilumo 
of those exports. 

2. Under the previous tariffs the 
Hrltisli share ot the Auslrallau Im- 
Iiort market was steadily diniinlslilng. 
In the three years ending ISOli 70 per 
cent, of the .'\ustralian ini)i()rts came 
from the United Kingdom and 18 per 
cent, from foreign countries; in the 
three years curling 1900 the percent- 
ages v.'cre CO and 2(! resiiectlvely. 

.'i. Since the 1902 tariff came Into 
force the Australian customs revenue 
declined slradily, except in the llnan- 
cial yeai- 1 900-7, .'uid In 190,')-0 was 
nearly .H, 000, 000 below that of 1902-3. 

4. Jn 19tM; the customs duties 
amounted to 17 iier cent, of tho value 
of the inijiorts, as compared with 21 
per cent. In 1903. In the stune period 
the iluties rai.^ed on the largest di- 
vision of imports, "apparel and tex- 
tiles,' fell from II to 12 per cent, ot 
the Imports; on "earthenware, china, 
glass, etc.," from 21 to 19 per cent.; on 
"leather and rubber" from 13 . to 13 
per cent.; on "metals and 'machinery" 
from 7 to per cent. 

5. It thus appears that a revision of 
tho tariff had become necossar.v in the 
interests of the Australian revenue. 
The new tariff Is also designed to de- 
velop Australian Industry with special 
provisions to ensure to Australian 
labor a fair share of the 
benefit; and to encourage Impor- 
t.-itions from the United Kingdom ra- 
ther than from foreign countries of 
such niaiiufactures as Australia does 
not at present, and cannot reasonably 
t'xiioct in the near future to malto for 
herself. 

G. The new tariiT com])riscs (a) gen- 
eral duties at ;td valorem and specific 
rales; (b) preferential rates aiJiillcable 
afone to United Kingdom goods; (c) 
a general free list applicable to all 
countries; (d) a United King- 
dom free list for goods which 
are dutiable when Imported from oth- 
er countries, thus embodying the prin- 
cliilc of the Empire free list In the 
new Canadian tariff. 

7. The classification is not altered In 
principle, but tho numoer of Items 
separately tariffed has been greatly 
increased, making a general comptirlsou 
between tho old and new rates ex- 
tremely dilUcult. 

S. Tho rates of duty have, on the 
■vvhole, been Increased. Thus in 1906 
the "piece goods" Imported were sub- 
ject to an average tariff of 10 per 
cent.; if the new tariff had been in 
force, these goods would liave been 
subject to an average tariff of 16 per 
cent. Similarly, machinery was sub- 
ject to an average tariff of 7 1-4 per 
cent, under the old tariff, but If im- 
ported under tho now tariff would 
have had to pay IS 1-2 per cent. 

y. The adoption in the new tariff of 
tho principle ot preference for goods 
of United Kingdom origin has tho ef- 
fect in all the tariff groups, except 
"stimulants" and "tobacco," of mak- 
ing the increase In the tariff against 
United Kingdom goods approciably 
less than agtilnst the goods from oth- 
er countries. 

10. I'reforence Is given to United 
Kingdom goods in two ways: — (a) 
Goods ot United Kingdom origin are 
ndmlttod free while other goods are 
subject to duty; (b) goods ot United 
Kingdom origin are subject to lower 
duties than other goods. 

11. In the largest and most impor- 
tant division (I.e., apparel and tex- 
tiles). In wlilch tlio imports in 1906 
exceeded 12 1-4 millions sterling, tho 
general rise is from an average of 13 
to 20 1-2 per cent, ad valorem; but 
while the tariff against United King- 
dom goods has been Increased bj' 6 
1-2 per cent., the increase against 
otlnir goods li.as been 9 3-4 per cent, 
ad vahjrem. 

Ninety iier cent,, or .C S.r.OO, 000 worth 
of the Imports of aiJl'.arel anil textiles 
Importid from the United Kingdom 
is suliji-et to preference rates; w-hilc 
of the trade done by other cotnitrles 
02 1-2 lier cent., or .C 2, 100, 000 worth, 
is subject to preferiMice r;ites If im- 
ported from the United Kingdom. 

12. In tlie "metals and machinery" 
division iin analysis of 90 per cent, of 
tho total shows that, while tho av- 
erage rate on goods coming from the 
United Kingdom has boon Increased 
by 7.1 per cent,, the increase against 
other couptries hns been 7.6 per cent. 

Tlio portion analysed shows that 
.C 3,600,000 out of the total of £5,300,- 
000 of "metals and machinery" Im- 
ported from the United Kingdom re- 
ceives preference rates; while of the re- 
maining £3,060,000 of lni|)orts from 
other countries .-ei,400,ooo wortli re- 
ceives preference rates if Imported 
from the United Kingdom, more than 
£260,000 worth coming under the op- 
eration of the United Kingdom free 
list; , 

13. On ilpaper and statloiiery." the 
average tariff against United King- 
dom goods has been increased h'y l o 
per cent., but agatifst other countries 
the Increase '?ias been 9 1-2' per cent. 

In this division £648,000 worth, or 
nearly 60 per cent., of the .imports 
from the United Kingdom receive pre- 
ference rates;, and of the Imports from 
other countries. 93 .per cent.," or £ 681,- 
000 worth a'Te granted preference if 
imported from' the- United Kingdom. 
Nearly two-thirds of this £681,000 re- 
ceive preference by the application of 
the principle' of the United Kingdom 
free list. 

14. In the "earthenware, china, and 
glass" group the duties against Unit- 
ed Kingdom goods have been Increas- 
ed by 6.1 per cent, ad valorem; against 
other goods the increase is 9.6 per 
cent, ad valorem- , ,

They par- 
alyze industry, they often forffCnt 
nerco passions, and lead to the des- 
truction of property; and, above all, 
thpy result In Inflicting grievous In- 
jury on the laborer himself by keep- 
ing him- In enforced Idleness, during 
which time hl.s mind Is clouded by 
ulacontcnt while brooding over his 
situation, and liLs family not infre- 
quently FUlfers from want of the nec- 
essaries of Hfc. The loss Intllcted by 
strikes on the employers Is not much 
more than half as great as that which 
is sustained, by the employed, who 
can much less alTonl to bear it. It 
would be a vast stride in the intcr- 
c.')ts of peace and of the laboring 
classes if the jiolicy of arbltr.-ition, 
which is now gaining favor for the 
settlement of internatlonai auarrcls, 
were also availed of for tlio adjust- 
ment of disputes between bapltar and 
labor. Many blessings would result 
from the adoption of this method, for 
while Btrlko.-i, ns tho name implies, are 
aggressive and destructive, arbitra-
